CHAPTER  n. 

ELECTIONS.

The  elective  officers  in  said  city  shall  be  a 
mayor,  treasurer,  city  attorney,  street  commissioner,  city 
surveyor,  city  assessor,  city  comptroller,  and  justice  of 
the  peace  fcr  the  cit^,  who  shall  be  styled  city  justice,  all 
of  which  said  officers  shall  be  residents  within  and  quali- 5|««tt^»  o^« 
fied  voters  of  said  city.  Each  ward  shall  elect  three  al- 
dermen, one  justice  of  the  peace,  and  one  constable,  who 
shall  be  residents  in  and  qualified  voters  of  the  ward  for 
which  they  may  be  elected ;  all  other  officers  necessary  for 
the  proper  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  city  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  common  council.

The  city  surveyor  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  street 
commissioner  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  justice  of  the 
peace  and  constables  in  each  of  said  wards  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  city  assessor  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified ; 
Provided  however^  That  no  assessor  shall  be  elected  under 
this  act  until  the  regular  annual  election  for  city  officers 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 
The  city  comptroller  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.

He  shall  from  time  to 
time  give  the  common  council  such  information,  and  re- 
commend such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  ta 
the  city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
and  head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  shall  appoint  all 
police  officers  and  watchmen ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or

In  case  the  presi- 
dent shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, the  vice  president  shall  act  as  presiding  officer  for  the 
time  being,  and  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  such  presi- 
dent, and  act  in  his  place.  The  president  or  temporary 
presiding  officer,  while  presiding  over  the  common  couacil 
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or  performing  the  duties  of  mayor,  'shall  be  styled  acting 
mayor,  and  acts  performed  by  either  when  acting  as  mayor 
as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
performed  by  the  mayor.

scribed  by  the  common  council  for  the  preservation  of  the 
public  peace.

Mmp^nMUo?-  ing  the  streets  of  said   city,  and  to  superintend  all  local 
j^n^to  make    improvements  throughout  the  *said  city  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  common  council  and  committee  on  streets,  and 
to  carry   into   effect  all  orders  of  the  common  council 
and  committee  on  streets  in  relation   thereto,   and  per- 
form  such  other  duties   as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance or  ordered  by  resolution  of  the   common  council. 
Said  street  commissioner  shall  receive  a  compensation,  to 
be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  ana  shall  keep   accurate 
accounts   of  all  expenditures  incurred  in  the  discharge  of 
his   duties,   and  render  monthly  accounts  thereof  to  the 
common  council,  or  oftener  if  required. 

Sec.  10.  The  assessor  shall  be  a  resident  freeholder 
and  elector  of  said  city,  and  who  shall  perform  all  the 
Sr^^Snn  ot7f-  duties  required  by  law  of  assessors  of  property  for  the  pur- 
uSSi^SfficVcan  poses  of  taxatiou  for  state,  county,  city  or  other  purposes 
^t^compelTa-  wlthlu  thc  city  of  St.  Paul.  Said  assessor  shall  hold  his  of- 
don— book8,^&o.  fice  for  two  years  from  the  time  of  his  election,  and  until  his 
toiiddAaaessor  successor  is  elcctcd  and  qualified,  and  shall  file  a  bond  with 
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the  county  auditor  of  Ramsey  county,  for  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  take  an  oath  of  office  in  the 
manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed  for  assessors  under 
the  general  laws  of  the  state.  In  case  of  his  failure  to 
qualify  according  to  law,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal,  or  other  cause  disqualifying  him  from  perfor- 
ming the  duties  of  his  office,  his  office  shall  be  declared  va- 
cant, and  another  assessor  elected  by  the  council,  to  act  in 
his  place.  His  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  council 
and  paid  like  the  salaries  of  other  officers.  The  books, 
abstracts  maps,  blanks  and  other  papets  required  by  law 
to  be  delivered  by  county  auditors  to  assessors,  shall  be 
delivered  to  such  assessor  by  the  lifteenth  day  of  January, 
and  he  shall  immediately  thereafter  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office.  Said  city  assessor  shall  make  a  seperate  roll  or 
return  for  each  ward  of  said  city,  contained  in  a  book  or 
books  to  be  furnished  him  by  the  county  auditor,  and  shall 
return  the  t^ame  to  the  county  auditor,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  and  said  returns  and 
assesments  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  correction  of 
the  county  board  ot  equalization,  and  of  the  county  auditor  of 
Ramsey  county,  in  the  manner  and  in  the  cases  prescribed 
by  the  general  laws  of  this  state  regulating  the  assessment 
of  property.  Frryoided^  kowever^  That  no  correction,  re- 
vision or  alteration  of  the  assessment  contained  in  such 
return  shall  be  made  by  such  county  board  of  equalization, 
except  as  provided  in  chapter  five  of  this  act. 

Sec.  11.  The  city  justice  for  the  city  shall  possess  all 
the  authority,  powers  and  rights  of  a  justice  ot  the  peace 
of  the  county  ot  Ramsey,  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and 
shall  have  in  addition  thereto,  sole,  exclusive  jurisdiction 
to  hear  all  complaints,  and  conduct  all  examinations  and  J^^'^J^',,^ 
trials  in  criminal  cases  within  the  city,  cognizable  before  2J  •Jg^J^^ 
a  justice  of  the  peace ;  but  warrants  returnable  before  said  iiu  ▼aoaney. 
justice-  may  be  issued,  in  criminal  cases,  by  any  other  jus- 
tice in  the  city,  but  no  fee  shall  be  received  therefor  by 
said  justice.  The  said  justice  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace 
in  which  the  city  is  a  party,  and  shall  have  cognizance 
and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  suits,  prosecutions  or  pro- 
ceedings for  the  recovery  of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty, 
under  any  by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  city 
of  Saint  Paul  or  its  charter,  or  for  the  breach  or  violation 
of  any  such  by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation,   and  in  all 
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cases  of  offences  comaiitted  against  the  same.  All  prose- 
cutions for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays  not  indictable, 
and  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any  such  by-law,  ordinance 
or  regulation,  shall  be  commenced  in  the  name  of  the  city 
of  St.  Paul,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  all 
civil  and  criminal  suits  before  said  justice,  where  not  oth- 
erwise herein  directed,  as  are  established  and  required 
to  be  had  in  civil  and  criminal  actions,  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  before  a  justice  of  the  peace.  Provided^  That  in 
cases  of  prosecution  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  an  ordi- 
nance, by-law  or  regulation  of  said  city  or  its  charter,  or 
for  an  assault,  battery,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  or  affray 
not  indictable,  committed  within  the  city  limits  no  appeal 
shall  be  allowed  where  the  judgment  or  iSne  imposed,  ex- 
clusive of  costs,  is  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25).  In 
all  cases  of  convictions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  af- 
frays within  said  city,  and  in  all  cases  of  conviction  under 
any  ordinance  of  said  city,  for  breach  of  the  peace,  disor- 
derly conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill-fame,  or  of  frequent- 
ing the  same,  and  of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly 
and  ill-governed  houses,  the  said  justice  shall  have  power, 
in  addition  to  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed,  to  compel  such  of- 
enders  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavioi ,  and  to  keep 
the  peace  for  a  periodnot  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  The  said  justice  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  case  of  contempt  as 
a  court  of  record.  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  deemed  to  divest  the  district  judges  of  their 
authority  as  conservators  of  the  public  peace,  nor  to  affect 
in  any  manner  the  jurisdiction  or  powers  of  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Ramsey,  the  district  courts 
or  supreme  court  of  this  State.  In  case  of  the  absence, 
sickness  or  other  inability  of  such  justice,  or  for  any  sufii- 
cient  reason,  the  mayor,  by  warrant,  may  authorize  any 
other  justice  of  the  peace  within  said  city  to  perform  the 
duties  of  said  justice  of  the  peace  fjr  the  city;  and 
it  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  inform 
the  city  attorney  and  chief  of  police,  of  such  substitution, 
and  make  report  thereof  to  the  common  council,  and  they 
may  confirm  or  set  aside  such  appointment,  or  appoint 
some  other  justice  of  the  peace ;  and  the  justice  of  the 
peace  so  appointed  shall,  for  the  time  being,  possess  all 
the  authority,  powers  and  rights  of  said  city  justice.  All 
fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  city  justice  for  offences 
committed  within  the  city  limits,  or  for  violation  of  any 
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ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  of  said  city,  shall  belong 
to  and  be  part  of  the  finances  of  said  city. 

Sec.  12.  The  city  justice  shall,  as  often  as  the  common  Tomake  report 
Kjouncil  may  require,  report  to  the  common  council  all  the  toSXJS.*^**' 
proceedings  instituted  before  him  in  which  the  city  is  in- 
terested, and  shall  at  the  styne  time  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  city  treasurer  all  fines  and  penalties  collected 
by  him  belonging  to  the  said  city ;  and  said  justice  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  county  of  Ramsey  such  fees  in

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to 
teep  regular  books  of  accounts,  in  which  he  shall  enter  ^11  Tokeepbooke 
indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  which  shall  at  all  times  show  of  account 
the  precise  financial  condition  of  the  city ;  the  amount  of 
bonds,  orders,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued 
by  the  common  council ;  the  amount  of  all  bonds,  orders, 
&c.,  which  have  been  redeemed,  and  the  amount  of  each 
outstanding ;  to  countersign  all  bonds,  orders,  or  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  to  keep  an  exact 
account  thereof,  stating  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose 
issued,  and  the  amount  thereof;  to  keep  accounts  with  all 
the  receiving  and  disbursing  officers  of  the  city,  showing 
the  amount  which  they  have  received  from  all  the  different 
sources  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  which  they  have  dis- 
bursed under  the  direction  of  the  common  council. 
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Tomake  wport  Seo.  17.  If  on  OF  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  an  J 
tol^ntoiiT^*^  year,  the  amount  expended  or  to  be  expended,  chargeable 
to  any  of  the  special  funds,  (adding  thereto  the  current 
expenses  estimated  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  chargeable  to  such  fund,)  shall  be  equal  to  three- 
fourths  cf  the  tax  authorized  to  be  raised,  or  revenue  esti- 
mated for  such  fund,  he  shall  at  once  report  the  same  to

He  shall  keep  his  office  at  some  con- 
b^onneii.  venieut  place  in  said  city,  and  the  common  council  shall 
prescribe  his  duties  and  fix  the  fees  and  compensation  of 
any  service  performed  by  him.  All  surveys,  profiles, 
plans  or  estimates  made  by  hi  Ji  for  the  city  or  either  of  the 
wards,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be 
carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  surveyor,  open  to 
the  inspection  of  parties  interested,  and  the  same,  together

the  civil  power  may  be  required  to  suppress  riots  or  dis- 
orderly behavior,  the  superior  or  senior  officer  present, 
in  the  order  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  direct  the 
proceedings.

CHAPTER  IV.

The  common  council  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  finances,  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,)  and  all  the  property  of  the  city,  and  shall  likewise  in 
addition  to  the  power  herein  vested  in  them  have  full  pow- 
er and  authority  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish, 
enforce,  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordi- 
nances, rales  and  by-laws  for  the  government  and  good 
order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intem- 
perance, and  for  the  prevention  ot  crime,  as  they  shall  q^j^^^^^^j^j^. 
deem  expedient ;  they  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  iJJih"*^**^ 
and   maintain  a  city  prison  and  watch-houses   for  the  im-  ^^ 

prisonment,  custody  and  safe  keeping  of  all  persons  arres- 
ted for  or  charged  with  any  offence  whatever,  in  any  way 
cognizable  before  the  city  justice ;  to  make  all  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  management  of  such 
prison  and  watch-houses,  to  appoint  keepers  and  other 
officers  for  the  same,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix 
their  *  compensation ;  the  keepers  ot  said  prison  and  watch- 
houses  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority 
of  jailors  at  the  common  law  or  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 
The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and  punishments,  and  to 
enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance,  rule  or  by- 
law passed  and  ordained  by  them ;  and  all  such  ordinan* 
ces,  rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have 
the  force  of  law ;  JProvided^  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  ot  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
state ;  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  or- 
dinances, resolutions  or  by-laws — 

Jf'irsl — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  ot  common 
showmen,  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  and  the  exhibitions  of 
caravans,  circuses,  concerts  and  theatrical  performances, and 
also  to  license  and  regulate  all  auctioneers,  billiard  tables, 
pigeon-bole  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons, 
butcher  shops  and  butcher  stalls,  and  vendors  of  butchers'  "**" 

meat,  pawnbrokers,  insurance  officers  and  insurance  agen- 
cies, taverns,  lac,er  beer  saloons,  victualing  houses,  and 
all  persons  vending,  dealing  in  or  disposing  of  spirituous, 
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vinous,  malt  or  fermeuted  liquors.  Provided^  That  this 
act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  pork  pack- 
ers from  disposing  of  offal  or  trimmings  of  hogs,  nor 
shall  any  person  selling  game  or  who  may  dispose  of  any 
animals  raised  or  fatted  by  him,  or  who  may  sell  fresh 
meats  by  the  carcase  or  quantities  not  less  than  by  the 
Powmofcoan-  quarter,  be  deemed  or  held  to  be  a  vendor  of  fresh  or 
^^'  butchers'  meats  under  the  povisions  of  this  act ;  and  also 

to  license  and  regulate  the  selling  or  contracting  for  the 
sale  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  samples,  when 
such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  thereafter  to  be 
sent  or  delivered  to  the  purchasers.  A^idy  I^&oidedfur^ 
ther^  That  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  Ihau  five 
hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  for  any  li- 
cense under  this  act,  and  the  fee  for  issuing  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar ;  and  said  common  council  may 
at  any  time  revoke  any  license  granted  ^nder  this  act  for 
malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade,  and  may  regulate  or  re- 
strain the  sale  of  fresh  or  butchers'  meat  withiu  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  city,  and  puuish  or  restrain  the  forestal- 
ling of  poultry,  game,  eggs,  or  fruit  within  said  city. 

Second — To  restrain  aud  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  aud  practices,  aud  all  play- 
ing of  cards,  dice,  or  other  games  of  chauce,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming,  in  t<aid  city,  aud  to  restrain  any  per^oa 
from  vending,  giving,  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  fermented, 
or  vinous  liquors,  unless  duly  licenseu  by  the  city  council. 
Tihird — To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  and 
disorderly  assemblages  in  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the 
arrest  and  puuishmeut  ot  any  person  or  persona  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  the  same,  to  suj^press  disorderly  houses  or 
groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  provide  for  the 
arrest  and  punishment-  of  the  keepers  thereof,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming. 

Fourth — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome,  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the 
health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city. 

Fifth — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets,  breweries,  distilleries  and  pawn- 
brokers, and  to  establish  rates  for,  and  license  vendors  of 
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gunpowder,  and  regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and  convey- 
ing of  gunpowder,  or  other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes,  alleys,  public  grounds  or  wharves,  with  car- 
riages, carts,  wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  firewood, 
posts,  awnings,  or  any  other  materials  or  substances  what- 
ever. 

Seventh — To  prevent  and  punish  horse-racing,  immode- 
rate riding  or  driving  in  the  streets ;  to  compel  persons 
to  fasten  their  horses  or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles 
or  otherwise  while  standing  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate 
places  of  bathing  and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the 
limits  of  said  city. 

Eighth — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
«wine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  difi-powertofowm. 
"training  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose  penalties  <^* 
^n  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances ;  Provided^  That  when  a  sale  of  such  animals  shall 
be  made,  the  proceeds  thereof,  after  deducting  the  ex- 
penses of  distraining,  keeping,  advertising  and  selling 
8uch  animals,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  treas- 
urer of  said  city,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  owners 
thereof,  if  called  for  by  such  owner  within  one  year  from 
the  day  of  such  sale. 

2finih — ^To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  the  de- 
struction of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner,  when  at 
large,  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing, or  having  within  said  city,  any  putrid  carcase,  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  prem- 
ises any  such  subiitance ;  or  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork, 
fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind ;  and  on  default  to  author- 
ize the  removal  thereof  by  some  competent  officer,  at  the 
expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Eleventh — ^To  make  and  establish  public  pounds, pumps, 
wells,  cisterns,  hydrants  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide 
-for  and  conduct  water  into  and  through  said  city,  and 
into  and  through  its  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  and  public 
pounds,  and  to  provide  for  and  control  the  erection  of 
water  works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  its  inhabitants ;  to 
regulate,  and  at  a  reasonable  rate  to  license  hacks,  carts, 
omnibuses,  trucks,  wagons,  and  other  vehicles  engaged  in 
Jiauling  or  carrying  for  hire,  and  the  charges  of  the  dri-

vers  of  such  vehicles ;  to  regulate,  and  at  a  reasonable- 
rate  to  license  secondhand  stores  and  junk  shops,  and  to 
erect  lamps  and  to  provide  for  lighting  the  citj,  and  to- 
control  the  erection  of  gas-works,  or  other  works  for 
lighting  the  city  streets,  public  grounds  and  public  build- 
ings, and  to  create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts. 

Twelfth — To   establish   and  regu'ate   boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  the  registration  of" 
births  and  deaths  and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mortality^ 
and  regulate  or  prevent*  the  burial   of  the  dead  within  the 
city  limits. 

Thirteenth — To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  bread, 
and  to  provide   for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture   of  bread 
Pow«ofOo«ii.  j^^^^^  contrary  thereto. 

FourteerUh — ^To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  ox,  mule,  cattle,  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks  or 
other  public  grounds  or  property  in  said  city,   or  in  any 
way  doing  any  damage  to  such  sidewalks,  grounds  or  prop- 
erty. 

Fijiee^ith — To  prevent    the    shooting  of  firearms    or- 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks - 
in  any  situation  which  may  bo  considered  by   the  council 
dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or  annoy* 
ing  any  citizen  thereof. 

iSixteenth — ^To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness- 
and  obscenity  in  Jie  streets  or  public  places  of  said  city, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  persons^ 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Seventeenth — ^To  restrain  and  regulate  porters ;  and  also 
runners,  agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,   vessels,  stages,, 
cars,  public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth — ^To  establish  public  markets  and  other  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same,  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for  over- 
seeing and  regulating  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  air 
persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob-- 
servance  of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth — To  provide  for  the  receipt,  storage,  trans- 
portation, safe  keeping,  and  dealing  and  traffic  in  gun- 
powder, guncotton,  petroleum,  kerosene  or  other  danger- 
ous, explosive  or  inflammable  oils  or  substances  within  said" 
city,  or  within  one  mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof, . 
and  to  provide  for  the  summary  condemnation  or  destruc- 
tion of  any  of  said  articles  as  may  be  kept,  stored,  dealt  in,, 
transported  through  or  received  in   said   city,  contrary  to- 
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such  ordinance  as  said  city  may  enact  for  the  safety  of  life 
and  property  therein. 

Twentielh — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh- 
ing hay  and  selling  the  same,  and  the  measuring  and  sell- 
ing of  firewood,  coal  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable 
persons  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

TwenCy-'Jirst — Fo  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  street,  or  alley,  opposite  thereto,  and 
to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot 
owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the 
board  of  health  shall  direct;  and  in  his  default,  to  author- 
ize the  removal  or  destruction  thereof,  by  some  officer  of 
the  city,  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Twenty-second — To  control  and  regulate  the  construc- 
tion of  piers  or  wharves,  or  grading  said  wharves  into  the  pj'^«"o'0^'«^ 
Mississippi  river,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city, 
and  to  prescribe  and  control  the  prices  to  be  charged  for 
pierage  or  wharfage  thereon,  and  to  prevent  and  remove 
all  obstructious  in  the  water  of  said  river.  And  to  pre*- 
scribe  and  regulate  rates  of  wharfage  and  pierage  to  be 
charged  to  any  boat  or  vessel  lauding  or  mooring  at  any 
landing,  wharf  or  pier,  within  the  limits  of  said  city  and 
paid  to  said  city ;  and  to  regulate  the  landings,  levee, 
wharves  and  piers  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  boats 
and  vessels  landing  and  mooring  at  the  same. 

Ttventy-third — ^To  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats  or  vessels  whereon  are  con- 
tageous  or  infectious  diseases  or  disorders,  and  to  make 
such  disposition  of  such  persons  as  to  preserve  the  health 
of  said  city  ;  and  also  to  regulate,  control  and  prevent  the 
lauding  and  conveyance  of  paupers  and  persons  in  a  des- 
titute condition  into  said  city,  and  not  having  a  legal  settle- 
ment or  residence  therein,  by  any  boat  or  vessel  or  other 
means  of  conveyance,  and  to  require  that  such  persons 
shall  be  taken  back  to  the  place  from  whence  they  may 
have  been  brought  by  the  person  or  persons  bringing  or 
leaving  them  in  said  city. 

Twenty  fourth — To  regulate  the  time;  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auction  or  vendues. 

Twenty-fifth — To  provide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  number  and  duties,  and  regulate  the  same ; 
and  to  create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  city,  and  to 
prescribe  the  number  of  police  officers  and  their  duties^ 
and  to  regulate  the  same. 
10 
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Twenty-sixth — To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standai'd 
of  weights  and  measures ;  for  the  appointment  of  a  city 
sealer,  and  to  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed 
by  the  city  sealer,  and  to  provide  punishment  for  the  use 
of  false  weights  and  measures. 

Twenty-seventh — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  flour, 
pork,  beef,  fish,  salt,  whisky  and  other  liquors  and  pro- 
visions. 

Twenty -eighth — To  regulate  the  measurement  and  in- 
spection of  lumber^  shingles,  timber  and  building  ma- 
terials. 

Twenty-ninth — ^To  appoint  inspectors,  weighers  and 
guagers ;  to  regulate  their  duties  and  prescribe  their  com- 
pensation. 
Pow«nofooim-  Thirtieth — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  pre- 
serving of  ornamental  trees  in  the  street  and  public 
grounds. 

thirty -first — ^To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
grounds  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirty-second — ^To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health  or  safely,  and  to  remove  or 
require  to  be  removed  any  building  which  by  reason  of 
dilapidation,  defects  in  structure  or  other  causes  may  have 
or  shall  become  imminently  dangerous  to  life  and  prop- 
perty ;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  all  persons 
who  shall  cause  or  maintain  such  nuisances,  and  to  oharge 
and  assess  the  expense  of  removing  or  abating  the  same 
upon  the  lot  or  lots  upon  which  such  nuisance  or  danger- 
ous building  may  be  maintained. 

Thirty-third — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations 
which  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the*  preservation 
of  health  and  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  make  regula- 
tions to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  in 
to  the  city ;  and  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the 
same  within  the  city  limits.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  city 
shall  extend  to  and  be  in  force  over  any  lands  within  the 
county  of  Bamsey,  purchased  or  used  by  said  city  for  the 
purposes  of  a  quarantine,  for  police  and  sanitary  regula- 
tions ;  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  health  ot  said  city , 
and  the  suppression  of  disease  and  abatement  of  public 
nuisances,  and  the  suppression  of  any  business  contrary 
to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  the  common  council  or  board 
of  health  the  jurisdiction  of  said  city  shall  extend  for  a 
circuit  of  one  mile  from  the  present  city  limits,  east  of  the 
Mississippi  Biver. 
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'thirty 'fourth — To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
cants, street-beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Thirty-fifth — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments  imposed 
by  the  common  council  for  the  breach  of  any  ordinance, 
by-law  or  regulation  of  said  city,  may  extend  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the 
city  prison  and  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or 
both,  and  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  at  the  discretion  of 
the  city  justice ;  and  offenders  against  the  same  may  be  re- 
quired to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior  and  to 
keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Thirty-six — The  common  council  of  said  city  may  pro-  powcnofooim- 
vide  by  ordinance  that  any  one  convicted  of  an  offence  *'*^' 
before  the  city  justice,  subjecting  such  offender  to  impris- 
onment under  the  charter  and  ordinances  of  said  city,  may 
be  kept  at  hard  labor  in  any  work  house  established  by 
said  city  for  that  purpose,  or  in  case  of  a  male  offender, 
may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  during  his  term  of  imprison- 
ment, in  such  workhouse  or  upon  the  public  streets  and 
improvements  of  said  city,  or  both ;  and  may  also  pro- 
Vide  by  ordinance  that  any  one  convicted  of  an  offence 
before  the  city  justice  as  aforesaid,  and  committed  upon 
non-payment  of  a  fine  imposed,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor 
in  any  workhouse  of  said  city  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  of  a 
male  offender,  may  be  kept  at  hard  labor  either  in  such 
workhouse,  or  upon  the  public  streets  and  improvements, 
or  both,  until  such  persons  shall  work  out  the  amount  of 
such  fine  at  such  rate  of  compensation  as  said  common 
council  may  prescribe,  for  a  time  not  exceeding  the  term 
of  such  commitment ;  and  the  common  council  shall  have 
full  power  to  establish  by  ordinance  all  needful  regulations 
for  the  security  of  such  prisoners  thus  employed,  and  to 
prevent  escape  and  ensure  proper  discipline,  and  shall 
have  power  to  establish  a  suitable  workhouse  in  said  city 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  said  common  council  may  provide :  Provided^  That 
the  common  council  aforesaid  shall  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
tnorized  to  use  the  jail  of  Kamsey  county  as  the  workhouse 
of  the  city  of  Saint  Paul,  provided  for  in  this  act,  the 
prisoners  of  the  city  to  be  as  at  present  in  the  custody  of 
the  sheriff  of  Ramsey  county,  except  when  employed  upon» 
the  public  streets  and  improvements  of  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances,  regulations,  resolutions  and  by- 
laws shall  be  passed  by  an  afiSLrmative  vote  of  a  majority  of 
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the  members  of  the   common  council  present  by  ayes  and 

ordinuees  kow  noes,   and   published  in  the  official  paper  before  the  same 

SlSd^l^dlSce  s'^^l^  ^®  ^^  force,  and  shall  be  admitted   as  evidence  in  any 

..appropriattoM  court  of  the  statc,  without  further  proof :  and  they  shall 

be  recorded  by  the  city  clerk  in  books  to  be  provided  for 

that  purpose.     No  appropriation  shall  be  made  without  a 

vote  of  a  majority  of  the   members   elect  of  the  common 

council  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  be  taken  bv  aves  and 

noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceedings  of  the  council. 

Seo.  5.  The  powers  conferred  upon  the  common  coun- 
cil to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances,, 
shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceedings- 
KntoaiiMt.  ^  ^j^^  courts  accordiug  to  law  Depots,  houses  or  build- 
ings of  any  kind  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  wherein 
more  than  twenty-five  pounds  of  gunpowder,  or  more 
than  five  barrels  of  thirty-six  gallons  each,  (or  such  great- 
er or  less  quantity  as  said  common  council  may  direct  by 
ordinance,)  of  petroleum,  kerosene,  naptha,  or  other  in- 
flammable or  explosive  oils  or  substances  are  deposit- 
ed, stored  or  kept  at  any  one  time;  gambling  houses,, 
houses  of  ill  fame,  disorderly  taverns,  aud  houses  or  places- 
where  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold . 
without  license  required  therefor,  within  the  limits  of 
said  city,  are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  deemed  public 
or  common  nuisances. 

Sec.  6.     The  council  shall  examine,  audit,  and  adjust^ 
the  accounts  of  the  clerk,  treasurer,  street  commissioner, 
city  justice,  wharfmaster,  and  other  officers  and  agents  ot 

SacTOunSr °'*  ^^®  ^'^y»  *^  ^"^^  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  also 
at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  term  for  which, 
the  officers  of  said  city  were  elected  or  appointed  shall 
have  expired.  And  the  common  council  shall  require  each, 
and  every  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  his  books,  ac- 
counts, and  vouchers  for  such  examination  and  settlement ;. 
and  if  any  such  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  comply  with 
the  orders  of  said  council  in  the  discharge  of  their  said 
duties,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  render  his  accounts  or  present  his  books  and  vouch- 
ers to  said  council,  or  a  committee  thereof,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  common  council  to  declare  the  office  of  such 
person  vacant.  And  the  common  council  shall  order  suits 
nnd  proceedings  at  law  against  any  officer  and  agent  of 
said  city,  who  may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in 
his  accounts,  or  in  the  discharge  ot  his  official  duties ;  and 
shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such  settlements  and  adjust- 
ments. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

FItTANCES   AND   TAXATION. 

Section  1.  The  present  bonded  or  permanent  funded 
debt  of  the  city  shall  not  be  increased,  nor  shall  any  new  Bonded  debt  not 
l)onds  of  the  city  be  issued  except  for  existing  debts  or  in  *  "**'*'* 
liquidation  or  exchange  for  bonds  heretofore  issued,  nor 
shall  the  city  loan  her  credit,  become  a  stockholder  in  or 
make  contribution  or  donation  to  any  private  company  or 
corporation  until  the  same  shall  have  been  voted  for  and 
Approved  Jby  two-thirds  of  all  the  legal  voters  voting  at  a 
regular  annual  city  election  ;  Provided,  That  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  city  from 
issuing  bonds  in  accordance  with  a  vote  heretofore  taken 
to  aid  the  Mississippi  and  Lake  Superior  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  the  purchase 
of  $50,000  of  the  bonds  of  the  St.  Paul  and  Chicago  Rail- 
road Company,  as  heretofore  agreed  upon  by  the  common 
council,  and  to  aid  the  Minnesota  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany ;  nor  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  bonds  to  said  com- 
panies on  account  of  a  modification  or  change  of  the  for- 
mer agreement  with  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi 
Railroad  Company,  heretofore  made  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, and  on  account  of  any  modification  or  change  of  an 
agreement  which  the  common  council  may  make  with  the 
Minnesota  Central  (now  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis)  Railway  Company,  to  aid  in  constructing  a 
bridge  across  the  Mississippi  River.  And  provided  fiir- 
ther^  That  the  common  council  may  authorize  the  finance 
committee  thereof  to  negotiate  for  and  procure  such  an 
extension  or  renewal  of  that  portion  of  the  present  float- 
ing indebtedness  of  the  city  as  is  secured  by  <*bills  pay- 
able,'' and  ^'collateral  bonds,"  so  called,  amounting  to 
fitly  thousand  dollars,  with  the  interest  accruing,  and  to 
accrue  thereon,  upon  such  terms  as  they  can  procure  the 
same ;  but  the  present  rate  of  interest  named  in  said 
<* bills  payable"  shall  not  be  increased,  nor  shall  any  oth- 
er or  additional  * 'collateral  bonds"  be  issued  or  delivered 
to  secure  such  extended  or  renewed  "bills  payable." 
The  said  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  issue  bonds  to  fund  the  prcsi^'nt  floating  or 
funded  indebtedness  of  the  city,  including  all  past  due 
bonds  with  the  interest  accrued  thereon,  and  the  said 
< 'bills  payable/'  and   bonds   maturing  during  the  year 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  in* 
terest  thereon  to  accrue,  provided  that  such  bonds 
shall  not  be  negotiated  at  a  rate  less  than  eighty  cents 
on  the  dollar*  Such  bonds  to  be  payable  in  not  less 
than  twenty  years  after  date,  with  interest  payable 
semi-annually  in  the  city  of  New  York.  No  bonds  here- 
after to  be  issued  by  said  city,  for  the  above  or  any  other 
purpose,  shall  draw  more  than  seven  per  cent,  interest 
per  annum,  and  the  common  council  are  fully  authorized 
and  required  to  provide  by  taxation  for  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  interest,  and  for  a  sinking  fund  sufficient  to  meet 
such  bonds,  and  all  other  bonds  of  said  city,  at  maturity^ 
whether  heretofore  or  hereafter  to  be  issued.  And  all 
acts  of  the  legislature  of  this  state,  whether  heretofore  or 
hereafter  to  be  passed,  authorizing  an  issue  of  bonds  by 
said  city,  shall  be  construed  to  contain  a  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  thereon,  and  for  a  sinkiug  fund 
sufficient  to  pay  the  same  by  taxation,  unless  the  contrary 
shall  be  expressed  in  such  act. 

Sec.  2.  Until  the  begiDuing  of  the  next  fiscal  year,, 
all  funds  in  the  city  treasury,  except  wharfage  funds,  bridge 
receipts,  and  such  other  funds  as  may  have  been  hereto- 
fore pledged  or  appropriated  to  a  specific  purpose,  shall 
be  credited  to  the  general  fund,  and  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  common  council,  and  shall  be  paid  out  aa 
heretofore  upon  the  order  of  the  mayor  and  clerk,  count- 
ersigned by  the  comptroller,  duly  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
der  whoM  oo™'  the  commou  council ;  and  all  orders  drawn  upon  the 
iSitto?p"ify.  treasurer  shall  specify  the  specific  purpose  for  which  they 
were  drawn,  and  shall,  until  the  date  aforesaid,  be  payable 
generally  out  of  any  funds  in  the  general  fund  belonging 
to  the  city  ;  but  no  such  orders  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
wharfage  fund,  bridge  fund,  or  other  special  fund  which 
has  been  specifically  pledged  as  aforesaid ;  and  such  speci- 
fic funds  shall  only  be  drawn  out  upon  orders  drawn  upon 
such  funds  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  common  council* 
All  orders  shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in 
whose  favor  they  may  be  dravm,  and  they  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  endorsement ;  no  order  on  the  treasury  shall  be 
drawn  or  issued,  until  there  shall  be  funds  sufficient  to  pay 
the  same,  together  with  the  orders  that  may  then  be  out- 
standing ;  and  the  comptroller  is  prohibited  from  counter- 
signing any  such  order  until  there  shall  be  sufficient  funds 
in  the  treasury  to  meet  such  orders,  together  with  the 
orders  which  may  be  then  outstandiug. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  Daty  of  oouneii 
forthwith  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  cause  a  careful  SJis'JK*****  ^' 
estimate  of  the  probable,  general  and  cuiTent  incidental 
expenses  of  said  city,  to  be  made,  from  that  date  to  the 
first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine;  and  also  of  the  probable  amounts  which 
will  accrue  to  the  general  fund  of  3aid  city,  from  un- 
collected taxes,  and  all  other  sources  of  revenue  not  spe- 
cifically pledged,  and  no  contracts  for  street  improvements, 
shall  be  let,  nor  work  done  in  the  opening,  grading,  or 
improving  of  streets,  building  sewers,  or  other  general 
improvements  made  during  the  period  aforesaid,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  determined  by  resolution  to  be  absolute- 
ly necessary.  And  the  city  comptroller  shall  not  counter- 
sign any  contract,  nor  any  order  for  work  done  for  the 
above  named  purposes,  unless  it  shall  appear  from  said  es- 
timate that  there  will  be  funds  in  the  treasury  to  pay  for 
the  same,  within  the  period  aforesaid.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  common  council  to  so  limit  the  general  im- 
provements that  the  present  floating  debt  of  said  city  shall 
not  be  increased  during  the  period  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  All  property  real  and  personal  within  the  city, 
except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  wStpSpow!"*^ 
shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  the  support  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, and  payment  of  its  debts  and  liabilities,  and  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 
The  said  common  council  may  levy  an  annual  tax  upon  all 
property  in  said  city  taxable  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
to  and  for  the  specific  purposes  following,  that  is  to  say  : — 

First — To  provide  for  the  interest  on  all  outstanding 
bonds  and  said  •*  bills  payable"  to  become  due  during  the 
fiscal  year,  and  for  a  sinking  fund  sufiScient  to  meet  and 
pay  such  bonds,  and  *' bills  payable,"  at  maturity,  and 
the  floating  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

Second — ^To  provide  for  the  support  of  the  public  free 
schools  of  said  city. 

Third — To  provide  a  "general  fund"  to  pay  the  gen- 
eral current  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  city,  including 
salaries  of  ofiScers,  police,  street  force,  fire  department, 
lighting  the  city,  printing  and  stationery,  and  for  a  contin- 
gent fund  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  preservation  of  the  health  of  the  city ;  but  the 
amount  of.  money  to  be  raised  for  the  above  purposes 
shall  only  be  so  much  as  will  be  necessary,  in  addition  to 
amount  received  from  licenses,  fines,  bridge  tolls,  wharf- 
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age,  markets,  and  other  incidental  sources,  for  an  eco- 
nomical administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  city,  and  shall 
not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  of 
the  taxable  property  of  the  city  ;  and  the  mone}  so  raised 
shall  not  be  expended  for  any  other  purpose  than  above 
stated. 

Fourth — To  provide  a  * 'street  improvement  fund"  for 
the  opening  and  improving  of  streets,  the  construction  of 
sidewalks,  sewers,  and  other  improvements  of  a  public 
character,  there  may  be  levied  annually  a  tax  not  exceed- 
ing three  mills  on  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  of 
the  city.  Provided^  That  the  tax  for  the  opening  and  im- 
proving of  streetF,  &c.,  shall  not  be  levied  as  a  general 
tax,  after  the  city  shall  have  received  power  to  assess  the 
same  on  the  property  benefitted,  and  shall  have  passed  an 
ordinance  to  carry  the  said  power  into  operation.  The 
*  said  commou  council  in  m«'\kingsuch  lev}',  shall  designate 

in  the  resolution  therefor,  the  amount  to  be  levied  for  each 
of  said  several  funds,  and  no  further  levy  shall  be  made 
except  for  the  purposes  above  designated. 

Seo.  5.  The  said  levy  shall  be  made  by  said  common 
council  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year, 
and  the  same  shall  be  entered  upon  the  tax  duplicates  for 
the  county  of  Ramsey,  and  collected  annually  in  like  man- 
whwi^uxesto  uer  as  state  and  county  taxes  are  collected.  Provided^ 
That  the  said  city  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  and  no  general  law  of 
the  state  extending  the  time  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes, 
or  remitting  costs  or  penalties  for  non-payment  thereof, 
shall  apply  to  the  said  city  taxes,  (except  school  taxes), 
unless  the  said  law  shall  specially  name  the  same  ;  And 
provided  further.  That  the  board  of  equalization  for  said 
county  of  Ramsey  shall  not  have  power  or  authority  to 
abate,  alter  or  amend  the  city  assessment  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  as  returned  by  the  city  assessor,  nor  shall 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Ramsey  county  have 
power  or  authority  to  extend  the  time  for  the  payment 
of  city  taxes,  or  to  remit  any  costs  or  penalties  lor  non- 
payment thereof,  without  first  reporting  the  same  for  the 
action  and  approval  of  said  commou  council,  who  may  ap- 
prove, disapprove,  or  modify  the  action  of  said  board 
of  equalization,  or  of  said  board  of  county  com- 
missioners. Provided^  That  such  disapproval  or  mod- 
ification shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  after  the 
same  is  proposed  and  submitted  to  said  common  council. 
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Sec.  6.  The  couDty  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Ramsey  wbenuaesto 
«hall  pay  over  to  the  city  treasurer  for  said  city,  all  taxes  TreMuw.^*^ 
by  him  collected  belonging  to  said  city,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  each  month  next  after  such  collections  are  made, 
Immediately  after  the  first  levy  of  taxes  under  section  four 
of  this  chapter,  the  city  treasurer  shall  open  and  keep  in 
his  books  separate  and  distinct  accounts  for  each  of  the 
several  itt-ms  of  taxation  therein  provided  for ;  and  par- 
ticularly separate  and  distinct  interest  and  sinking  fund 
accounts  for  ail  bonds,  ^^bills  payable,"  and  floating  in* 
-debtedness;  for  the  '^general  fund,"  and  for  the  ^'otreet 
improvement  fund."  And  thereafter,  whenever  the  said 
opunty  treasurer  shall  pay  over  to  said  city  treasurer,  any 
4axes  belonging  to  said  city,  and  collected  under  the  levy 
provided  for  by  said  section  four,  he  shall  credit  each  of

borrow  or  transfer  any  balance  or  portion  of  one  of  said 
funds  to  the  credit  of  the  other,  except  as  particularly 
provided  for  in  chapter  six  of  this  act. 

Seo.  7.  In  all  cases  where  the  common  council  have 
heretofore  or  aiay  hereafter  pledge  or  set  apart  any  speci- 
fic source  of  revenue  of  said  city,  for  any  particular  pur- 
pose, by  ordinance,  the  said  city  treasurer  shall  immedi-Tnasarerto 
ately  afler  the  passage  of  thisact,  open  and  keep  in  his  books  acooanto  o?reT- 
separate  and  distinct  accounts  of  each  of  such  revenues  so  fio^^^^JT^*' 
pledged  or  set  apart ;  and  thereafter,  so  long  as  said  ordi- 
nance remains  in  force,  he  shall  credit  all  such  revenues 
to  such  account,  and  the  same  Ehall  only  be  paid  out  upon 
orders  against  the  said  fund,  and  for  the  particular  purposes 
for  which  the  same  is  so  pledged,  and  no  resolution  of  the 
common  council,  or  order  or  direction  of  any  committee 
thereof,  or  officer  of  said  city,  shall  warrant  or  authorize 
the  said  treasurer  to  divert  any  of  said  sepcrate  funds  trom 
the  legitimate  purposes  for  which  the  same  was  collected,  or 
to  borrow  or  transfer  any  balance  or  portion  of  one  of  said

vided in  chapter  six  of  this  act.  Provided^  That  a  sepa- 
rate fund,  created  by  ordinance,  may  be  diverted  to  the 
general  fund  or  to  :>ny  other  spocial  fund,  by  an  ordinance- 
duly  enacted  for  that  purpose,  but  this  proviso  shall  not 
apply  to  seperate  funds  provided  tor  in  section  six  of  this 
chapter.

CHAPTER  VI. 

THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  INTEREST  AND  SINKING  FUND.

sation or  salary  for  such  services. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time

terest to  the  credit  of  the  interest  fund,  or  as  much  as  they 
can,  in  the  purchase  of  bonds  issued  by  said  city,  at  the 
market  price,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof;  and  if, 
at  any  time,  such  investments  eannot  be  made  at  par,  then 
the  said  commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  invest  the 
said  moneys,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  may  see  fit, 
either  in  the  purchase  of  said  bonds,  or  in  the  bonds  of  the 
state  of  Minnesota,  or  in  United  States  bonds,  notwith- 
standing said  bonds  may  be  above  the  par  value  thereof. 
Provided^  That  they  shall  at  all  times  give  the  prefer- 
ence to  the  purchase  of  city  bonds,  it  the  same  can  be  pro- 
cured at  a  reasonable  rate.

to  meet  and  pay  such  interest,  the  said  commissioners 
may  by  a  resolution  to  be  entered  upon  their  records,  and 
signed  by  any  four  of  said  commissioners,  of  whom  the 
comptroller  shall  be  one,  recommend  to  the  common 
council,  that  any  surplus  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  sink- 
ing fund,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet 
and  pay  said  interest,  may  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of 
such  interest  fund,  or,  in  case  of  a  surplus  of  the  interest 
fund  for  any  one  year,  they  may  in  like  manner  recom- 
mend that  the  said  surplus  may  be  transferred  to  the

■ed  to  refer  to  the  fifty  thousand  dollars  **bill8  payable," 
mentioned  in  section  four  (4)  of  said  chapter  five,  and  the 
renewals  and  extensions  thereof  authorized  in  section  one 
of  said  chapter  five,  but  shall  not  be  constructed  to  refer 
to  any  other  floating  indebtedness  of  said  city,  and  when- 
ever any  of  said  ^*  bills  payable"  shall  be  taken  up  and 
paid,  or  funded  in  bonds  as  provided  in  this  act,  the 
^'collateral  bonds,'  so  called,  by  which  said  ''bills  payable" 
are  now  secured,  shall  be  taken  up,  cancelled  and  burned 
by  said  commissioners,  and  no  further  issue  or  use  of  such, 
or  any  other  "collateral  bonds,"  shall  be  made.

OPENING  AND  YAOATINa  STREETS,  ALLEYS,  &C. 

Sec.  1.     The  common  council  shall  have  the  care,  8U« 
pervision  and   control   of  all  public  highways,  bridges,  oooneu town- 
streets,  alleys,  public  squares  and  grounds  within  the  iin2.*«>^'»*»'*^y»- 
its  of  said  city,  and  shall  cause  all  streets  which  may  have 
been   opened  and   graded,  to  be  kept  open  and  in  repair 
and  free  from  nuisances. 

Sec.    2.     The  common  council  of  said  city,  by  a  vote  of 
not  less  than  two  thirds  of  the  memders  present,  and  con- 
stituting a  quorum  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting,  such  oaM>penanI 
-vote  to  embrace  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elect,  shall  SSwpriStopro. 
have   power  to  lay   out,   C'pen,   alter  and   vacate  public  pj^™^*^ 
squares,  streets,  grounds,  highways  and  alleys,  and  to  wi- 
<den  and  straighten  the  same.     Provided^  That  whenever 
it  shall  be  required   to  take  private  property  for  the  pur- 
poses above  stated,   they  shall   proceed  in  the   manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

Fii'sC — The  common  council,  upon  ordering  an  improve- 
4iient  above  mentioned  to  be  made,  shall  appoint  as  many

commissioaers  as  there  may  be  wards  of  said  city,  selecting 
one  from  each  ward,  who  shall   be  a  disinterested  freehold 
der  and  qualified  voter   of  said  city,  to  view  the  premises, 
and  assess  the  damages   which  may  be  occasioned  by  the 
taking  of  private   property  or  otherwise,  in  making  said 
improvement.     Said  commissioners  shall   be   notified  as^ 
soon  as  practicable  by  the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  to  attend 
at  his  office,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  him,  for  the  purpose 
of  qualifying  and   entering  upon  their  duties ;  and  in  case^ 
any  such  commissioner,  upon  being  so  notified,  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  to  said  city,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  be  prosecuted  therefor,  before  the  city  justice  of 
said  city,  as  in  the  case  of  fines  imposed   for  a  violation  of 
vit^ercy  may    an  Ordinance  of  said  city ;  and  the  commissioners  in  atten- 
betaken.         dancc  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  another  commissioner 
or  commbsiouers  in  place   of  any   aosentee  or  absentees 
aforesaid,  selected  from  the  ward  in  each  case  not  repre- 
sented,  and  possessing  the    qualifications  aforesaid.     In: 
all  other  cases  of  vacancy,  the   common  council  shall  fill 
such  vacancy. 

Second — The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by  the  city 
clerk  to  discharge  their  duties  as  commissioners  in  the- 
matter,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due  re- 
turn of  their  actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council. 

Ihird — ^The  said  r:ommissioners  shall,  with  all  reason- 
able speed,  with  the  assistance  of  the  city  surveyor  of 
said  city,  cause  a  survey  and  plat  of  the  proposed  im- 
ptovement,  to  be  made  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  ex- 
hibiting as  far  as  practicable,  the  land  or  parcels  of  prop- 
erty required  to  be  taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged  there- 
by, and  shall  thereupon  give  notice  by  publication  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days,  to 
the  effect  that  such  plat  has  been  filed,  and  that  the  said* 
commissioners  will  meet  at  a  place  and  time  designated 
by  them,  and  thence  proceed  to  view  the  premises,  and 
assess  the  damages  for  property  to  be  taken,  or  which 
may  be  damaged  by  such  improvement. 

Fourth — At  the  time  and  place  appointed  according  to* 
said  notice,  the  said  commissioners  shall  view  the  premi- 
ses, and'  may  hear  any  evidence  or  proof  offered  by  the- 
parties  interested,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  if  neces- 
sary; for  the  purpose  aforesaid.  When  their  view  and 
hearing  aforesaid  shall  be  concluded,  they  shall  determine- 
and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  the  owneir 
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or  owners  of  each  parcel  of  property  proposed  to  be  taken 
or  which  may  be  damaged  by  said  improvement  and  in  so 
doing,  shall  take  into  consideiation  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty proposed  to  be  taken,  with  such  other  damage  as 
may  be  incident  thereto,  and  also,  the  advantages  which 
will  accrue  to  such  owner  or  owners  in  making  such  im- 
provement. 

Fifth — If  there   should  be   any  building    standing  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  in  each  case  determine  and  assess   the 
amount  of  damages  which  should  be  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  in  case  such  building  or  so  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  should  be  taken,  and  shall  also  de- 
termine and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to 
such  owner  or  owners  in  case  he  or  they  should  elect  to 
remove  such  building,  and  the  damages  in  relation  to  build-  ^^^  private 
iDgs  aforesaid,  shall  be  assessed  separately  from  the  dam-  P'^p^^y  °^3r 
ages  in  relation  to  the  land  upon  which  they  are  erected.     ^     ^ 

Sixth — ^If  the  lands  and  buildings  belong  to  different 
persons,  or  if  the  land  be  subject  to  lease,  mortgage  or 
judgment,  or  if  there  be  any  estate  in  it  less  than  an  estate  ' 
in  fee,  the  injury  or  damage  done  to  such  persons  or  in- 
terests respectively,  may  be  awarded  to  them  by  the  com- 
missioners, less  the  benefit  resulting  to  them  from  the  im- 
provement. 

/Seven^A-^The  said  commissioners  having  ascertained 
and  assessed  the  damage  aforesaid,  shall  make  and  file 
'with  the  city  clerk,  a  written  report  to  the  common  coun- 
cil, of  their  action  in  the  preniises,  embracing  a  schedule 
or  assessment  of  the  damages  in  each  case,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  and  the  name  of  the  owners,  if  known  to 
them,  and  also  a  statement  of  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 

Eighth — ^Upon  such  report  being  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk,  said  city  clerk  shall  give  at  least  ten  days 
notice,  by  publication  in  the  official  newspaper  of  said 
city,  to  the  effect  that  such  assessment  has  been  returned, 
and  that  the  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, at  a  meeting  thereof,  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  unless 
objections  are  made  in  writing,  by  persons  interested  in 
nny  land  required  to  be  taken.  Any  persons  interested 
in  buildings  standing  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  any  land 
required  to  be  taken  by  such  improvement,  shall,  on  or 
before  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify  the  common 
council  in  writing  of  their  election  to  remove  such  build- 
ings according  to  the  award  of  the  commissioners.

months  from  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment  and  re- 
port, and  the  land  or  property  required  to  be  taken   for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  appropriated  until  the 
damages  awarded  therefor  to  the  owner  thereof,  shall  be 
paid  or  tendered  to  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  deposited 
How  riTttte     ^^^  ^^^  apart  for  his  use  as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  the  said 
TOoperty  n^y    city  should  bc  unablc  to  determine  to  whom  the  damages 
*^"'*         in  an}^  particular  case  so  awarded  should  be  paid,  or  in  case 
of  disputed  claims  in  relation  thereto,  the  damages  in  such 
-case  may  be  deposited,  by  order  of  the  common  council^ 
in  the  district  court  ol  Ramsey  county,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  moneys  are  paid  into  court  until  the  parties  entitled 
thereto  shall  substantiate  their  claim  to  the  same. 

2enth — ^In  case  any  owner  or  owners  of  buildings  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  elected  in  manner  aforesaid  to  remove 
his  or  their  buildings,  he  or  they  shall  so  remove  them 
within  thirty  days  from  the  confiimation  of  said  report,  or 
within  such  further  time  as  the  common  council  may  allow 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  thereupon  l)e  entitled  to  pay- 
ment from  said  city  of  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  in 
such  case,  in  case  of  removal.  When  such  person  or  per- 
sons shall  not  have  elected  to  remove  such  buildings,  or 
shall  have  neglected  (after  having  elected  to  remove),  to 
remove  the  same,  within  the  time  prescribed,  such  build- 
ings, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessaiy,  upon  pay- 
ment or  depositing  the  damages  awarded  for  such  takins, 
in  manner  aforesaid,  may  be  then  taken  and  apprcpriated» 
sold  or  disposed  of,  as  the  common  council  shall  direct, 
and  the  same,  or  the  proceeds  thereof^  shall  belong  to  said 
city.

notices  required  by  this  act,  shall  be  served  upon  such 
guardian. 

Twelfth — Any  person  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by  fiuch 
assessment,  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  served  on  the  may- 
or of  said  city,  a  copy  whereof,  with  proot  of  service,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  cleik  of  the  district  court  of 
the  county  of  Ramsey,  within  twenty  days  from  the  time 
of  the  confirmation  of  said  report  or  assessment,  appeal 
from  such  assessment  to  the  district  court  aforesaid.  When 
such  appeal  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  and  jury,  as  in  or- 
dinary cases  ;  but  no  pleadings  shall  be  required,  and  the 
*  party  appealing  shall  specify,  in  the  notice  of  appeal,  the 
grounds  of  objection  to  such  assessment,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  have  any  other  objections  than  those  specified, 
considered,  and  a  transcript  of  such  report,  certified  by 
the  city  clerk,  or  the  original  thereof,  shall  be  prima  facia 
evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated,  and  that  such  assess- 
ment was  regular  and  just,  and  made  in  conformity  to  law* 
The  judgment  of  such  court  therein  shall  be  final.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  entered  and  brought  on  for  trial,  and  be

Sec.  3.  Whenever  any.  public  ground,  street  or  alley   * 
shall  be  laid  out,  widened  or  enlarged,  under  the  pro  vis-  fltoto^fmSi 
ions  of  this  chapter,  the  common  council  shall  cause  an  ^^^^* 
accurate  survey  and  profile  thereof  to  be  made  and  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  city  surveyor,  and  also  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  register  of  deeds  of  Ramsey  county. 

Seo.  4.  No  public  grounds,  streets,  alleys,  or  high- 
ways within  said  city  shall  be  vacated  or  discontinued  by 
the  common  council,  except  upon  the  petition  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  owners  of  property  on  the  line  of  such  public  when  itreoti, 
grounds,  streets,  alleys,  or  highways,  resident  within  the  Sted""^  ** 
said  city ;  such  petition  shall  set  forth  the  facts  and  rea- 
sons for  such  vacation,  accompanied  by  a  plat  of  such 
public  grounds  streets,  alleys,  or  highways,  proposed  to 
be  vacated,  and  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  at  least 
two  of  the  petitioners.  The  comm  n  council  shall  there- 
upon, if  they  deem  it  expedient  that  the  matter  should  be 
proceeded  with,  order  the  petition  to  be  filed  of  record 
with  the  city  clerk  who  shall  give  notice  by  publication 
in  the  official  paper  of  said  city,  for  four  weeks,  at  least 
once  a  week,  to  the  effect  that  such  petition  has  been  filed 
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as  aforesaid,  and  stating  id  brief  its  object,  and  that  said  pe* 
tition  will  be  heard  and  considered  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, or  a  committee  appointed  by  them  on  a  certain  day  and' 
place  therein  specified,  not   less  than  ten  days   from  the 
expiration  of  such  publication.

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  keep- 
Clerk!  ^  ^  in  his  office  a  record  of  all  proceedings  taken  under  this 
chapter,  and  after  the  confirmation  of  any  report  mentioned 
in  sections  two  and  four  of  this  chapter,  said  clerk  shall 
carefully  record  and  transcribe  in  such  record  all  the 
proceedings  taken  in  relation  to  the  matter  in  said  re- 
port, including  all  petitions,  orders,  and  appointments 
of  commissioners,  returns  and  reports  of  commissioners, 
notices  and  proofs  of  publication  thereof,  and  orders  or  res- 
olutions of  the  council,  and  the  said  record,  or  a  certified 
transcript  thereof  or  the  original  papers,  petitions,  proofs 
of  publication,  orders  or  resolutions,  on  file  in  his  office 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  oi  the  facts  therein  contain- 
ed, in  any  court  in  this  state.

Sec.  1 .     The  common  council  of  said  city  shall  have 
power  to  order  and  contract  for  the  making,  grading,  re- 
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pairinc:  and  cleaning  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  council  to oon.

reservoirs,  gutters,    sewers,    and  sidewalks  within  said  and  cieuiiDg 
^ity ,  and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  there-  ■*^**^' 
on,  and  all  such  improvements  shall  be  superintended  by 
the  street  commissioner  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.     Separate  ward  funds  for  the  above  named,  or 
4iny  other  improvements,  are  hereby  abolished,  and  all  tT^emade^from 
«uch  improvements  throughout  the  city  shall  be  made  from  ^««®°«"^'^"*-  • 
the  general  fund  during  the  present  year,  and  up  to  the 
first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine ; 
iind  thereafter  the  same  shall  be  made  out  of  the  <  ^street 
improvement  fund,"  to  be  provided  for  under  chapter  five 
of  this  act,  until  the  said  city  shall  receive  legislative  au- 
thority to  assess  and  collect  the  expenses  of  general  street 
improvements  upon  the  property  benefited  thereby.     The 
common  council  in  making  such  improvements  shall  order  . 
expenditures  to  be  made  where  most  demanded  by  the 
public  convenience  and  interest ;  Provided^  That  the  funds 
now  stanching  to  the  credit  of  each  wai*d,  shall  be  expended 
in  the  wards  to  which  they  belong. 

Sec.  3.     No  improvements  of  any  kind  shall  be  order- 
ed by  the  common  council,  except  by  a  vote  of  not  less  mem>'i^TM 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and  constituting  ®'^""*- 
a  quorum  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting,  such  vote  to 
embrace  a  majority  of  the  members  elect. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  said  common  council  shall  have  de« 
tormined  to  make  any  improvement  aft  provided  in  section 
three,  the  estimated  cost  of  which  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  1^°^  ^wMt^ 
two  hundred  dollars,  no  work  shall  be  commenced  or  done  ^^^^®'' 
upon  such  improvement,  until  a  contract  shall  be  let  there- 
for as  hereinafter  provided.  The  said  common  council 
shall  cause  a  njtice  of  not  less  than  six  days  to  be  given 
of  the  time  and  place  of  letting  such  contract,  by  publica- 
tion in  the  official  paper  of  said  city,  which  said  notice 
shall  substantially  describe  the  work  to  be  done,  and  such 
other  particulars  as  the  common  council  may  onler,  and 
designating  a  time  and  place  when  and  where  sealed  pro- 
posals shall  be  received  therefor.  The  said  proposals  shall 
be  opened  and  considered  by  said  common  council  at 
any  regular  or  stated  meeting  thereafter,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  if  designated  in  the  notice ;  and  the  said  contract 
for  work  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  respoubible  bidder  re- 
serving to  the  common  council  the  right  to  reject  all  un- 
reasonable bids.  The  said*  common  council  shall  then 
refer  the  said  bid  so  accepted  to  an  appropriate  committee 
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or  city  officer,  with  power  to  draw  a  contract  and  have 
the  same  executed  by  such  bidder,  in  accordance  with  the 
said  notice  and  said  accepted  bid,  and  also  a  bond  exe- 
cuted by  such  bidder,  with  two  sureties,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  said  contract.  The  said  com- 
mittee or  officer  having  drafted  said  contract  on  behalf 
of  said  city,  and  the  said  contractor  having  signed  the 
same,  said  contract,  with  the  said  bond,  shall  be  reported 
to  said  common  council  for  their  acceptance,  approval, 
modification  or  rejection.  If  the  same  shall  be  moditied^ 
they  shall  be  recommitted  to  such  or  any  other  standing 
committee  or  officerf  for  amendment  according  to  such 
modification,  and  shall  be  again  reported  for  action.  If 
the  same  shall  be  accepted  the  contract  shall  be  forthwith 
signed  by  the  president  of  the  council  and  the  city  clerk,  who 
shall  affix  the  seal  of  the  city  thereto,  and  said  bond  shall 
be  approved  by  the  president  of  the  council ;  and  there- 
upon the  said  contract  and  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  city  comptroller,  who  shall  countersign  the  same  ; 
JProvidedy  That  if  the  amount  of  public  improvements  al- 
ready made  or  under  contract,  at  the  time  said  comptroller 
shall  receive  the  same,  shall  exceed  in  the  cost  thereof, 
the  estimated  fundti  to  be  collected  and  appropriated  for 
that  purpose,  according  to  the  estimate  provided  for  in 
section  three  of  chapter  five  of  this  act,  up  to  the  first  day 
of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  or  if  the- 
the  amount  of  such  public  improvements  already  made  or 
under  contract,  after  said  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  arid  sixty-nine  shall  exceed  the  '*  street  improve-^ 
ment  fund"  to  be  thereafter  raised  under  said  chapter  five, 
the  said  comptroller  shall  thereupon  keep  the  said  contract 
on  file  in  his  office,  but  shall  not  countersign  the  same  until 
there  shall  be  sufficient  money  in  the  appropriate  fund  ta 
meet  the  indebtedness  to  be  created  by  said  contract* 
When  the  said  contract  shall  have  been  so  countersigned 
by  said  comptroller,  he  shall  immediately  thereafter  de- 
liver a  ceilified  copy  thereof  to  the  party  or  parties  named 
in  said  contract ;  and  until  the  delivery  of  such  certified 
copy,  the  same  shall  not  be  deemed  the  contract  of  said 
city,  and  no  work  shall  be  commenced  or  done  thereunder 
until  such  contract  is  so  delivered.  Nor  shall  the  same  be 
accepted  by  said  city  or  any  accounts,  claims  or  demands 
allowed,  audited  or  paid  therefor.  No  person  who  shall 
hereafter  do,  make,  or  cause  to  be  made  any  improve  • 
ments  in  said  city,  to  an  amount  exceeding  said  sum  of 
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two  hundred  dollars,  shall  hare  or  acquire  any  legal  or 
equitable  claim  or  demand  against  said  city,  unless  under 
and  by  virtue  of  a  duly  certified  contract  executed  and 
delivered  according  to  this  chapter. 

Sec.  5.     All  purchases  of  lumber,  stone  or  other  ma- ^^^^^^^ 
terials  for  street  improvements,  or  for  the  improvement  of  for  improve-

amount  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  made 
from  the  lowest  bidder,  to  be  let  in  all  respects  in  accord- 
ance with  the  foregoing  section. 

Seo.  6.  The  common  council  may,  by  resolution,  au- 
thorize and  empower  the  committee  on  streets,  or  the  street 
commissioner,  to  do  any  necessary  work,  and  purchase  the 
necessary  materials,  in  repairing,  cleaning  and  keeping  in 
repair, any  of  the  streets,  sidewalks,  alleys,  public  grounds, 
reservoirs,  gutters,  or  sewers  of  said  city,  provided  the  p^^^^  ^^  ^^^ 
cost  thereof  in  any  locality,  and  at  any  one  time,  shall  not  mitteeonitreeu 
exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars.  If  such  commit- 
tee, or  the  street  commissioner,  shall  at  any  time  be  au- 
thorized, by  resolution,  to  do  any  such  work,  or  purchase 
materials,  and  shall  find  that  the  cost  of  the  same  will  ex- 
ceed the  said  sum,  he  or  they-  shall  limit  the  amount  of 
work  done  under  said  resolution,  to  the  sum  above  named, 
or  shall  suspend  such  work  and  report  the  fact  and  an  es- 
timate of  the  cost,  to  the  common  council ;  and  no  pro- 
ceedings shall  thereafter  be  taken  under  said  resolution, 
except  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  this 
chapter.  All  such  work  shall  be  done  under  the  direc- 
tion and  supervision  of  the  street  commissoner,  audit  shall 
be  his  duty  to  employ  such  labor,  and  purchase  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  necessary  to  do  the  work  required  of  him 
by  such  resolution,  and  at  the  end  (;f  each  month,  and 
whenever  required  by  the  common  council,  to  certify  and 
return  to  said  common  council  a  pay  roll  of  such  labor, 
and  accounts  of  all  materials  purchased  by  him,  which  ac- 
count and  pay  roll  shall  be  examined,  audited,  allowed  or 
amended,  as  other  claims  against  the  city,  and  when  au- 
dited shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  In  the  event  of  extraordinary  and  sudden  dam- 
ages, by  fire,  floo<l  or  freshet,  to  the  Saint  Paul  bridge,  or 
to  any  public  street,  public  building,  or  public  property  S!*,*^'b?re- 
ot  said  city,  whereby  such  property  may  be  endangered,  p^ied. 
or  adjoining  property  endangered  or  damaged,  or  the  pub- 
lic satety  or  health  may  require  the  immediate  repair  there- 
of, the  said  common  council  may  authorize  the  same,  by 
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resolution  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members 
elect.  Provided^  The  cost  and  expense  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  same  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  if  there  be  no  funds  in 
the  general  fund  or  street  improvement  fund  to  pay  the 
same. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner 
c^fl^um^  ^o  guard  against  all  accident  in  the  repair  of  streets  or 
other  work  done  under  his  supervision,  by  suitable  guards 
by  day,  and  with  lights  by  night,  if  necessary,  and  he 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by 
any  neglect  or  omission  of  such  duty  by  those  under  his 
employ. 

Sec.  9.     Any  contractor  or  person  who  accepts  a  con- 
tract under  section  four  of  this   chapter,    shall   take  the 
When  contract-  Same  wlth  the  condition  that  he  shall  be  personally  and  di- 
ortosQAtainiosB  ^Q^|.|y  responsible  for  any  and  all  loss,  damage  or  injury  to 

person  or  property,  by  reason  of  the  neglect  or  failure  of 
himself  or  any  one  in  his  employ,  to  so  perform  such  work 
as  to  guard  against  all  loss,  damage  and  injury  to  person 
or  property,  and  shall  guard  the  said  work  by  suitable 
guards  by  day,  and  with  lights  at  night,  so  as  to  prevent 
any  such  loss,  damage  or  accident. 

Sec.  10.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  reg- 
ulate and  cause  to  be  constructed,  altered  and  maintained, 
wharves  and  piers,  or  grading  and  paving  along  the  banks

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Sec.  12.  The  common  couucil  shall  cause  to  be  estab- 
lished, under  the  direction  of  the  city  surveyor,  the  grade 
of  all  streets,  sidewalks  and  alleys,  in  said  city,  and  shall 
cause  accurate  profiles  thereof  to  be  made,  one  of  w^hich 
shfltn  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  Ram-  25S£?fJ2dS[. 
8ey  county ;  and  should  the  grade  so  established  be  at  any 
time  thereafter  altered,  all  damages,  costs  and  charges 
arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  owner  of 
-any  lot,  or  parcel  of  land,  or  tenement,  which  may  be  af- 
fected or  injured  in  consequence  of  the  alteration  of  such 
grade :  Provided,  That  in  case  a  change  of  an  established 
^g;rade  shall  be  ordered  by  the  common  council,  notice  of 
such  order  shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the 
vcity,  and  any  property  holder  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by 
such  order  may,  .within  twenty  days  after  the  publication 
of  such  order,  appeal  therefrom  to  the  district  court  of

CHAPTER  IX. 

THE   FISK   DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.     1.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pur* 
chase  fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  to  author- 
ize the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose 
companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  and  proper  support  May  poreiuM 
and  regulation  of  the  same ;  and  to  order  such  companies  SppSSSjJlSf 
to  be  disbanded,  and  their  meetings  to  be  prohibited,  and  «»p«*<»»- 
their  apparatus  to  be  given  up.     Each   company  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  able-bodied  men,  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  fifty  years,  and  may  elect  their  own  officers 
and  form  their  own  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
13 
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of  this  state  or  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  and  shall  be 
formed  only  by  voluntary  enlistments.  Every  member  of 
each  copnpany  hereby  authorized  to  be  formed,  shall  be 
exempt  from  highway  work  and  poll  tax,  from  serving  on 
juries  and  military  duty  during  the  continuance  of  such 
membership ;  and  any  person  having  served  for  the  term 
of  five  years  in  either  of  said  companies,  shall  be  forever 
thereafter  exempt  from  serving  on  juries,  fi-om  poll  tax 
and  from  military  duty,  except  in  cases  of  insurrection  and 
invasion. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  members  of 
Chief  and  amIb.  Said  Companies  on  the  third  Monday  of  November  in  eacb 
^iSS^e^^d.  y^^^i  &t  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  chief  en- 
gineer, when  they  may  nominate  and  reconunend  to  the 
common  council  for  appointment  one  chief  engineer  and 
two  assistant  engineers,  and  .the  common  council  shall 
thereupon  confirm  said  nominations ;  and  the  persons  so 
appointed  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  common  coun- 
cil may  prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  same  time  the  members  of  said  com- 
panies shall  nominate  aiid  the  common  council  shall  ap- 
wu^ens-wheD  point  the  samc,  one  fire  warden  for  each  ward,  who  shall 
appointed.  perform  such  duties  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe ; 
and  they  may  at  any  time  enter  into  or  upon  any  house, 
barn,  or  other  buildiug  or  enclosure,  for  the'  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  same. 

Sec.  4.     Whenever  any  person   shall  refuse   to  obey

alderman,  at  any   fire,   it  shall   be  lawful  for  theoflScers

police  officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen,  tu  arrest  such  per- 
son,, and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place,  until 
such  fire  shall  be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  manner, 
such  officers  or  any  of  them,  may  arrest  or  direct  the  ar- 
rest and  confinement  of  any  person  at  such  fire  who 
shall  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly ;  and  any  person  who 
shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall 
refuse  to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing, 
shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as  the  common  council  may 
prescribe^  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
Power  to  nre-  Sec.  5.  The  commou  couucil,  foi  the  purpose  of  guar- 
•cribeflreTimite.  dingagaiust  the  Calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings,  or  build- 
ings of  other  materials  that  shall  not  be  considered  fire 
proof,  shall  not  be  erected,  placed  or  rt;paired  and  to  di- 
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rect  that  all  and  any  buildings  within  the  limita  prescribed 
shall  be  made  and  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials,  and 
to  prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  build- 
ings within  the  fire  limits  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
damaged  to  the  extent  of  fitty  per  cent,  of  the  value  there- 
of, and  to  prescribe  the  manner  oi  ascertaining  such  dam- 
age. 

Sec.  6.    The  common  council  shall  hare  power  to  pre- 
vent the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of  chimneys, 
fire-places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers  and  22i3I2*oS? 
apparatus  used  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  'S^jflS^^ 
same  to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condi-  °         ' 
tion  when  considered  dangerous ; 

To  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places^  and 
throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streets  and  highways ; 

To  require  citizens  to  provide  as  many  fire-buckets,  and 
in  such  manner  and  times  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to 
reflate  the  use  of  them  in  time  of  fine  ; 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carryinj?  on  of  manufiictories 
dangerous  in  causing  and  promoting  fires ; 

To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and'  fire- 
arms; 

To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings  to  have 
scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  toithe  same ; 

To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  warden8^  and 
other  officers  of  the  city,  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of 
any  fire  all  idle  and  suspected  persons ;  and  to  compel  all 
bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  in  the 
preservation  of  property  exposed  to  dangers  thereat ;  and 
generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention 
and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  expedient. 

Sec.  7.  The  common  council  may  provide  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  organization  of  the  fire  department  in  said  ^J^'^lSSSto 
city,  and  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and  members  JJ^^SSSJtT" 
thereof.  They  may  make  reasonable  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  said  fire  department,  or  of  the  several 
companies  thereof,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund  of  said  city. 

CHAPTER  X. 

THE   BOABD  OF  HEALTH. — ^ITS  POWERS  AN1>  DUTIES. 

Section  1.     On  the  second  Tuesday  oi  April  of  each 
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year,  the  commbtl  council  of  said  city  shall  elect  one 
health  officer,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  He  shall 
be  a  competent  physician  of  regular  practice  in  said  city, 
and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  heretofore  performed  by 
the  city  physician,  and  his  duties  as  such  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance ;  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
t)ffice  he  shall  take  the  usual  oath  of  office,  and  gire  such 
bond  as  shall  be  required  by  the  common  council,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
bhall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  common  council 
dhall  determine.  The  said  health  officer,  and  the  senior 
alderman  from  each  ward,  shall  constitute  the  board  of 
health  for  said  city.  The  powers  and  duties  of  such  board, 
hMdSSxte^  and  the  several  officers  thereof,  shall  be  in  all  respects 
uadaiiM.  (except  as  hereinafter  provided,^  as  prescribed  in  sections 
two  to  twenty-eight,  both  inclusive,  of  **An  act  to  define 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of  health,  and  to  reg- 
ulate the  establishment  of  quarantine  in  the  city  of  St. 
Paul,"  approved  March  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  and  in  the  official  publication  of  this  act,  all  of  the 
said  act  above  referred  to,  from  sections  two  to  twenty- 
eight,  both  inclusive,  shall  be  published,  included,  desig- 
nated and  numbered  as  sections  two  to  twenty-eight  of 
this  chapter,  as  fully  as  if  said  sections  were  fully  re-enact- 
ed and  included  in  this  act.  Provided^  That  section  six- 
teen (16)  of  the  said  act  above  recited,  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  16.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  fully  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  health  officer  of 
the  city  of  St.  Paul  shall  be  ex-officio  president  of  the  said 
board  of  health,  and  the  city  clerk  of  the  said  city  shall  be 
the  secretary  of  the  said  board,  and  the  president  of  the 
said  board  shall  be  ^^sanitary  superintendent,''  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  said  board.  And  the  said 
sanitary  superintendent  shall  be  entitled  to  have  one  assis- 
tant, (except  upon  special  emergency  the  common  council 
of  said  city  may  provide  two  more  of  such  assistants, )  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  health  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  health  officer,  and  such  assistant  or  assist- 
ants shall  hold  their  office  for  such  time  as  the  said  board 
of  health  may  require,  but  may  be  discharged  at  any  time 
by  a  resolution  of  the  common  council.  The  said  assistant 
or  assistants  and  the  secretary  of  said  board  shall .  be  en- 
titled to  a  salary  for  the  duties  assigned  to  and  performed 
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by  them,  and  the  rules  and  regulatioiia  of-'&e  said  board » 
which  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  Qou^il,  at  any 
time,  by  resolution.

CHAPTER  XI. 

MISOEIiLANEOUS  FB0TISI0N8. 

Section  1.  No  penalty  for  judgment  recovered  in  favor  whenpfeaaity 
of  the  city  shall  be  remitted  or  discharged,  except  by  a  m»y^*^»tw4^ 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  elect. 

Sec.  2.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  orbroiMlhtiniiMne 
police,  or  health  regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  ^' ^  ^^' 
shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.     In  all  prosecutions  of  any  violation  of  this  act,  ,^^^  wmmmto 
or  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Saint  Paul,  the  0haub6iMa«d~ 
first  process  shall  be  a  warrant :  Provided  That  no  warrant  ''*»•»'*<>**"'***• 
shall  be  necessary  in  case  of  the  arrest  of  any  person  or 
persons  while  in  the  act  of  violating  any  law  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota,  or  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Saint  Paul,  but 
the  person  or  persons  so  arrested  maybe  proceeded  against, 
tried,  convicted  and  punished,  or  discharged,  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  the  arrest  had  been  by  warrant.   All  warrants, 
process  or  writs  by  the  city  justice,  for  violation  of  any 
ordinance  or  by-laws  of  said  city,  shall  run  in  the  name  of 
the  city  of  Saint  Paul,  and  shall  be  directed  to  the  chief 
of  police,  or  any  police  officer  of  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  of  the  imposition  of  any  fine  or 
penalty,  or  of  the  rendering  of  judgment  by  the  city  jus-  SSS^^^SSit'^f 
tice,  pursuant  to  any  ordinance  or  by-law  of  the  said  city  ^^ 
of  Saint  Paul,  or  pursuant  to  any  provision  of  the  charter 
of  said  city,  as  a  punishment  for  any  offense,  or  for  the 
violation  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  as  aforesaid,  the  of- 
fender shall  be  forthwith  committed  to  the  common  jail  of 
Bamsey  county,  and  be  there  imprisoned  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  in  the  discression  of  the  city  justice, 
unless  the  fine  or  p'^ualty  aforesaid  be  sooner  paid  or  sat- 
isfied, and  in  all  cases  where  the  punishment  of  such  of-

of  the  north  east  quarter  and  the  north  half  of  the  south 
east  quarter  of  section  eighteen  (18),  in  township  one 
hundred  and  eight  (108)  north,  of  range  twenty-six  (26) 
west,  shall  constitute  the  first  ward.  All  that  part  of  said 
city  as  now  platted  into  lots  and  blocks  which  lies  north 
easterly  of  Washington  street,  as  laid  down  on  said  Bru- 
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ner*8  plat,  and  including  lot  one  and  the  south  half  of  the 
south  east  quarter  of  section  six  (6),  lot  four  and  the  east 
half  of  the  south  east  quarter  and  the  east  half  of  the  north 
east  quarter  of  section  seven  (7),  and  the  south  west 
quarter  of  the  north  west  quarter  and  the  west  half  of  the 
south  west  quarter  of  section  eight  (8),  in  township  one 
hundred  and  eight  (108)  norths  of  range  twentj-six  (26), 
west,  shall  constitute  the  second  ward.  All  of  the  territory 
of  said  citj  not  included  in  the  first  and  second  wards  shall 
constitute  the  third  ward.  So  far  as  the  wards  are  limi- 
ted and  bounded  upon  streets  the  dividing  line  between 
them  shall  be  the  centre  of  the  streets  in  which  thej  are 
so  bounded.  The  boundaries  of  the  above  wards  may 
be  altered  or  changed  and  new  wards  established,  by 
a  Yote  of  the  common  council,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed 
necessary  or  proper. 

CHAPTER  II. 

(BLBOXrVB  OFFICERS  AND  ELECTIONS.) 

Section  1.     There  shall  be  an  annual  election  for  elec- 
tive officers  hereinafter  provided,  held  on  the  first  Tues-^nn^eiecuon 
day  of  April  of  each  year,  except  in  the  year  one  thou-  Uj^Jer^f  boia- 
saod  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  at  such  place  in  each  iii«uieeiMtion. 
ward  as  the  common  council  shall  designate ;  and  the  polls

Sec  2.  The  elective  officers  of  said  city  shall  be  a 
mayor,  treasurer,  recorder  and  two  justices  ofthe  peace  for  jioctive  offloam 
the  city,  who  shall  be  styled  the  city  justices,  all  of  which  -term  ef  office. 
said  officers  shall  be  residents  within  and  qualified  voters 
of  said  city;  each  ward  shall  elect  three  aldermen,  who 
shall  be  residents  within,  and  qualified  voters  of  the  ward 
ior  which  they  may  be  elected  ;  all  other  officers  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  city, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  common  council  unless  otherwise 
provided.  At  every  annual  election  after  the  first  election 
of  officers  and  the  organization  of  the  city  government, 
there  shall  be  elected  for  each  ward  one  alderman  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years.   The  city  justices  shall 
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bold  their  offices  two  yean,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified.  All  other  elective  officers  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  (their)  sue* 
cessors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Seo.  3.  Every  person  appointed  to  any  office  by  the 
common  council,  or  elected  to  any  office  by  the  people, 
officen  can  be  0^7  ^  rcmoved  from  said  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
removed-how.  ^f  |^|i  ^jjj^  aldermcu  authorized  to  he  elected.  But  no  offi- 
cer elected  by  the  people  shall  be  removed  except  for 
cause,  nor  unless  furnished  with  a  written  statement  of  the 
charges  against  him,  nor  until  he  shall  have  had  a  reason- 
able opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defence.  The  com- 
mon council  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  trial  of  such 
officer,  of  which  not  less  than  ten  days  notice  shall  be 
given,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to  hear 
and  determine  the  case ;  and  if  said  officer  shall  neglect  to 
appear  and  answer  the  charges  against  him,  the  common 
council  may  declare  the  office  vacant. 

Seo.  4.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
mayor  or  alderman  by  death,  removal,  resignation  or  oth- 
Jii^d!**'**  ^^  erwise,  the  common  council  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  declare  the  office  vacant  by  resolution 
entered  upon  their  minutes.  Such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  a  new  election,  which  shall  be  ordered  by  the  common 
council  within  ten  days  after  said  vacancy  is  declared,  and 
held  within  twenty  days  after  such  declaration,  and  reason- 
able notice  of  such  election  shall  be  given.  Any  vacancy 
happening  in  any  other  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  common 
council  unless  otherwise  provided  for.  The  person  elec- 
ted or  appointed  to  till  a  vacancy  shall  hold  his  office  and 
discharge  the  duties  thereof  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
with  the  same  rights  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  as 
the  person  whose  office  he  may  be  elected  or  appointed  to 
fill.

When  two  or  more  candidates  for  an 
elective  office  shall  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes  for 
the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the 
casting  of  lots  in  the  presence  of  the  common  council  at 
such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  direct. 
Sbc.  6.    All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  state  or  coun- 
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ty  officers,  and  who  reside  in  the  ward  where  they  offer  to  oaaiiiieaiioiis  of 
vote  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elected  **®®***"' 
under  this  law,  and  to  hold  any  office  hereby  created, 
provided  their  name  shall  have  been  duly  inserted  in  the 
list  of  qualified  electors  of  the  ward  in  which  they  reside, 
4IS  in  the  case  ot  the  election  of  state  and  county  officers ; 
and  the  different  wards  established  by  law  shall  constitute 
election  districts  for  state  and  county  as  well  ai  city  elec- 
tions and  the  mode  of  conducting  all  state  and  county  elec- 
tions in  said  city  shall  be  in  the  manner  herein  provided  in 
reference  to  city  elections,  except  that  the  returns  thereof 
shall  be  made  by  the  judges  of  election  to  the  county  au- 
ditor of  the  county  of  Blue  Earth  within  the  time  and 
manner  prescribed  by  law.

CHAPTEB  in. 

(OFFIGEBS — ^THEIR  POWERS  AND  DUTIES.) 

Section  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
-  Officer!  to  take  office  Under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  da- 
211^-°*  ■^*  ties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  and 
file  the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  administering  the 
same,  with  the  city  recorder,  and  the  treasurer,  street  com- 
missioner! recorder  and  such  other  officers  as  the  common 
council  may  direct,  shall  severally,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute  to  the  city  of 
.  Mankato  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  sureties  satisfactory  to 
the  common  council :  and  such  bonds  shall  contain  such 
penal  sum  and  such  conditions  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  proper,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require 
new  or  additional  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  offi- 
cer refusing  or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Seo.  2.  The  mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are  duly  observed 
and  enforced,  and  that  all  other  executive  officers  of  the 
city  discharge  their  respective  duties.     He  shall  from  time 
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to  time  give  the  common  council  such  information  and 
recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous 
to  the  city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  ezecutiye  offi- 
cer and  head  of  the  police  of  the  city,  and  shall  appoint  ^^^^^i^^y. 
such  police  officers  and  watchmen,  except  when  otherwise  ^^ 
provided  for ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or  other  disturbancees, 
he  may  appoint  as  many  special  or  temporary  constables 
as  he  may  deem  necessary ;  and  any  police  officer  or 
watchman  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  aforesaid  may  be 
discharged  from  office  by  him  whenever  in  his  opinion  the 
welfare  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or  a  reduction  of  their 
number  renders  it  necessary.  All  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions shall,  before  they  take  effect,  be  presented  to  the 
mayor,  and  if  he  approve  thereof,  he  shall  sign  the  same, 
and  such  as  he  shall  not  sign  he  shall  return  to  the  com- 
mon council  with  his  objections  thereto,  by  depositing 
with  the  recorder  to  be  presented  to  the  common  council 
at  their  next  meeting  thereafter ;  and  upon  the  return  of 
any  resolution  or  ordmance  by  the  mayor,  the  same  vote 
by  which  the  same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered,  and 
if  after  such  reconsideration  the  common  council  shall 
pass  the  same  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present 
and  voting,  it  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by 
the  mayor,  and  in  such  case  the  vote  shall  be  k>y  ayes  and 
noes,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  record  bv  the  re- 
corder.  If  an  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  not  be  re- 
turned by  the  mayor  within  five  days  (.Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by  him*. 

Sbo.  3.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council 
in  each  year,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  from  p?^^oSi^ 
their  number  a  president  and  vice-president.

In  case 
the  president  shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the 
common  council,  the  vice-president  shall  act  as  presiding 
officer  for  the  time  being,  and  discharge  the  duties  of  said 
president.  The  president  of  the  common  council,  while 
performing  the  duties  of  mayor,  shall  be  styled  the  acting 
mayor,  and  acts  performed  by  him  while  acting  as  mayor 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
performed  by  the  mayor.     The  mayor  and  president  and

Seo.  4.     There  shall  be  a  recorder  of  said  city,  styled 
the  city  recorder,  who  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  place  of 
4neeting  of  the  common  council,  or  such  other  place  con- 
venient thereto  as  the  council  may  determine. '  He  shall 
^eep  the  corporate  seal  and  all  the  papers  and  records  of 
the  city,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
mon council,  at  whose  meeting  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
DutiM  of  oitT   attend.     Copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  office,  and  transcripts 
SMorder.        f,.QQ^  ^^  records  of  the  common  council,  certified  by  him 
under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  as 
if  the  original  were  produced.     He  shall  draw  and  count- 
ersign all  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  pursuance  of  any 
order  or  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  full 
and  accurate  account  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose.    The  city  recorder  shall  have  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  and  affirmations.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
recorder  to  report  to  the  common  council  the  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  whenever  the  common  council  shall 
require.    He  shall  make  and  keep  a  list  of  outstanding 
city  bonds,  to  whom  issued,  for  what  purposes,  when  and 
where  payable,  and  the  rate  of  interest  they  respectively 
bear,  and  recommend  such  action  to  the  common  council 
as  will  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  such  bonds.     He  shall  report  annually  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  common  council,  an  es- 
timate of  the  expenses  of  the  city,  and  likewise  the  revenue 
necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  current  year ;  and  the  fiscal 
year  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  April.  vHe  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  estimates  of  the  expenses  of 
any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city,  and  countersign  all  con- 
tracts made  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  certificates  of  work 
authorized  by  auy  committee  of  the  common  council  or  by 
any  city. officer.     And  every  contract  made  in  behalf  of 
the  city,  or  to  which  (the  city)  is  a  party,  shall  be  void  un- 
less signed  by  the  recorder.     The  city  recorder  shall  keep 
regular  books  of  account,  in  which  he  shall  enter  all  in- 
debtedness of  the  city,  and  which  shall  at  all  'times  show 
the  precise  financial  condition  of  the  city ;  the  amount  of 
bonds,  orders,  certificates,  or  other  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness issued  by  the  common  council,  the  amount  of  all 
bonds,  orders,  certificates  or  other  evidences  of  indebt- 
edness which  have  been  redeemed,  and  the  amount  of  each 
outstanding,  to  countersign  all  bonds,  orders  or  other 
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evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city,  and  to  keep  accur- 
ate accounts  thereof,  stating  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose 
issued,  and  the  amount  thereof;  to  keep  accounts  with  all 
receiving  and  disbursing  officers  of  the  city,  showing  the 
amount  they  have  received  from  the  different  sources  of 
revenue,  and  the  amount  which  they  have  disbursed  under 
the  direction  of  the  co.mmon  council.  He  shall  keep  a  list 
of  all  certificates  issued  for  work  or  any  other  purpose, 
and  before  the  levy  by  the  common  council  of  any  special 
tax  upon  the  property  in  the  city,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  report  to  the  common  council  a  schedule  of  all  lots 
or  parcels  of  land  which  may  be  subject  to  the  proposed 
special  tax  or  assessment,  and  also  the  amount  of  such 
special  tax  or  assessment  which  it  may  be  necessary  tOBaoofd^. 
levy  on  such  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  which  said  schedule 
shall  be  certified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  recorder,  and  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated  in  all 
cases  wherein  the  validity  of  such  special  tax  or  assessment 
shall  come  in  question.  The  common  council  shall,  if 
from  such  report  they  deem  such  special  tax  legal  and 
just,  cause  the  same  to  be  levied  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  .this  act.  If  before  the  first  day  of  January  of 
any  year,  the  amount  expended,  or  to  be  expended  charge- 
able to  any  city  fund,  (adding  thereto  the  current  expen- 
ses estimated  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  and 
chargeable  to  such  fund)  shall  be  equal  to  three-fouiths 
of  the  tax  authorized  to  be  raised  or  revenue  estimated  for 
such  fund ;  he  shall  report  at  once  the  same  to  the  common 
council,  and  he  shall  not  countersign  any  contract  charge- 
able to  such  fund  until  the  amount  or  taxes  actually  collect- 
ed be  ascertained ;  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year  he  shall  not  countersign  any  contract  the  expenses  of 
which  shall  exceed  the  revenue  actually  collected  for  the 
fund  to  which  such  expenses  are  properly  chargeable. 
The  recorder  shall  examine  all  the  reports,  books,  papers, 
vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  city  treasurer,  and  from  time 
to  time  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  common 
council  may  dircQt.  All  claims  and  demands  against  the 
city,  before  they  are  allowed  by  the  common  council,  shall 
be  audited  and  adjusted  by  the  recorder.  And  he  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  his  acts  and  doings,  and  keep  a  book 
in  which  he  shall  enter  all  contracts,  with  an  index 
thereto ;  such  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  al| 
parties  interested.  He  shall  not  be  interested  directly  or 
indirectly  in  any  contract  or  job  to  which  the  city  is  a  party,

The  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  common  council,  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  annual  election,  or  sooner  if  required' 
by  them,  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual -report,  and 
also  of  the  state  of  the  treasurv,  which  account  shall  be 
filed  with  the  clerk,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  published  in 
one  or  more  of  the  city  newspapers.  He  shall  also  report 
to  the  common  couneil  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  require. 

Sbo.  7.    ^There  shall  be  a  chief  of  police  of  said  city, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  common  council,  and  who  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council  for 
Poitoe^Mtatod  the  preservation  ,  of  the  public  peace.      All  police   of 
hudntles.      g^jj  ^||.y  gjjj^ij  possess  the  powers  of  constables  at  comr 

mon  law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  state ;  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  execute  and  serve  all  warrants,  process,  comit- 
ments,  and  all  writs  whatsoever,  issued  by  the  city  justice, 
for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  or 
ot  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  city ;  and  also  all  writs 
and  process  whatsoever,  issued  by  the  city  justice  in  civil 
actions ;  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  pursue  and  arrest 
any  person  fleeing  from  justice,  in  any  part  of  this  state ; 
and  when  performing  the  duties  of  constables  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees.  Watchmen  shall  have  au- 
thority to  arrest  and  detain  any  person  guilty  of  any 
breach  of  the  peace,  or  of  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  this 
state,  or  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the  city ;  and  tor 
these  purposes  shall  possess  the  powers  of  constables  at 
common  law,  while  on  duty. 

Sec.  8.  The  common  council  shall,  at  their  first  meet- 
ing after  the  annual  election,  or  an  adjournment  thereof, 
elect  by  ballot  a  street  commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
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<}aa1ified.     It  ehall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  oommissioner 
to  superintend  all  work  and  improvements  on  the  streets,  coancn  to  elect 
bridges  and  public  grounds  of  the  city,  and  carry  into  fjooeJ-S^o/ 
•effect  all  orders  and  ordina^^ces  of  the  common  council  in  ^^^^^^ 
relation  to  work  or  improvements  upon  the  streets,  roads, 
bridges,  and  public  grounds,  of  the  city ;  and  he  shall  be 
required  to  execute  a  bond,  with  sureties  satisfactory  to 
the  common  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perfor- 
mance of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will  account  for  all  moneys 
-collected  or  received  by  him  in  his  official  capacity,  or  be- 
longing to  the  city. 

Seo*  9.     The  common  council  shall,  in  the  month  of 
April  in  each  year  elect  an  assessor,  who  shall  be  styled  the 
city  assessor,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  in  relation  oomieu  u>  eieot 
to  the  assessmg  of  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  of  ttetof-term^of 
all  city,  county  and  state  taxes.    And  upon  the  completion  ^^^' 
of  the  assessment  roll,  he  shall  return  the  same  to  the  com- 
mon cooncil,  who  may  alter,  revise  and  equalize  the  same, 
■as  they  may  deem  it  just  and  proper.     Said  city  assessor 
"shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is 
•elected  and  qualified. 

Sifio.  10.  The  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  city,  styled 
the  city  justices,  shall  possess  all  the  authority,  power  and 
ri^ts  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Blue  Earth 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  shall  have  in  tuldition  Bighuandpow 
thereto,  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  try  all  complaints  for  vio-  gjj'  ^**y  ^^ 
lation  of  any  provision  or  provisions  of  the  city  charter, 
or  any  ordinance,  by-law,  rule  or  regulation  made  or 
itdopted  ander,  or  by  virtue  thereof,  and  of  all  cases  cog- 
nizable before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  which  the  city  is  a 
party,  and  of  all  writs,  prosecutions  and  proceedings  in 
the  recovery  of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty  under  any 
b>-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  city  or  its 
oharcer,  and  in  all  cases  of  offienses  committed  against  the 
4same.  And  the  said  city  justices  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  cases  of  larceny,  and  may  hear  and  try  the  same  where 
the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  stolen,  does  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.  In  all  prosecutions  for 
.assaults,  batteries  and  afirays,  and  for  all  other  offenses 
not  indictable,  and  in  all  civil  suits  or  proceedings  before 
said  oily  justices,  the  same  forms  and  proceedings  shall  be 
iiad  and  used,  where  not  otherwise  directed,  as  are  estab- 
lished and  required  to  be  had  in  civil  and  criminal  actions, 
by  the  laws  of  this  state  before  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  and 
4kppeal8  from  the  judgment  and  decisions  of  said  city  just- 
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ices  shall  be  allowed  as  now  provided  by  law  for  appeals 
from  judgments  rendered  b}^  justices  of  the  peace.  In  all 
cases  of  convictions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays  with- 
in said  city,  and  in  all  cases  of  convictions  under  fnj 
ordinances  of  the  city  for  bieach  of  the  peace,  disorderly 
conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill-fame,  or  frequenting  the- 
same,  and  of  keeping  and  maintaining  disorderly  or  ill- 
governed  houses,  the  said  justices  shall  have  power,  in 
addition  to  the  fines  or  penalty  imposed  to  compel  said 
offenders  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to 
keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  The  said 
justices  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  in  case 
of  contempt  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  under  laws  now  in 
force.  All  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  the  city  justioea 
for  offenses  committed  within  the  city  limits,  or  for  the 
violation  of  any  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  of  said 
city,  shall  belong  to  and  be  a  part  of  the  finances  of  said 
city.

collect^  or  received  by  them  belonging  to  said  city ;  and 
said  justices  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  connty 
of  Blue  Earth  such  fees  in  criminal  cases,  as  are  allowed  by 
statute  to  justices  of  the  peace  tor  similar  services. 
When  to  be  in       ^^<^-  ^^*     ^^^^  justiccs  shall  be  in  attendance  at  their 
thS^w.**    oflSces  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  such  reasonable 
hours  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe,  and  complaints 
may  be  made  to,  and  writs  and  process  issued  by  them  at 
all  times  in  court  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  13.     In  all  suits  brought  on  behalf  of  said  city  for

the  said  justices  shall  be  authorized  to  tax,  with  the  other 

legal  costs,  one  dollar  for  each  trial  for  the  benefit  of  said 

city  and  their  residence  in  said  city  shall  not  deprive  them 

of  jurisdiction  of  actions  brought  in  favor  of  or  against

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fee  of  one  dollar  shall  not  be  collected  from  the  county  of 
Blue  Earth,  or  city  of  Mankato.

He    shall  keep  his  office    in   some   convenient  city  surveyor 
place  in  said  city,  and  the  common  council  shall  prescribe  ^mpeuiauon. 
his  duties,  and  fix  the  fees  and  compensation  for  any  ser- 
vices performed  by  him.     All  surveys,  profiles,  plans  or 
estimates  made  by  him  for  the  city  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the 
office  of  the  surveyor,  open  to  the  inspection  of  persons 
interested ;  and  the  same,  together  with  all  the  books  and 
papers  appertaining  to  said  office,  shall  be  delivered  over 
by  the  surveyor,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to 
his  successor,  or  the  common  council. 

Sec.  15.  The  common  council,  at  their  first  meeting  Printiiig  ciy«n 
after  each  annual  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  ^^^JSk^bl^^^ 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  to  do  the  city  printing,  giving  SSSaj^Sto."^"" 
public  notice  of  not  less  than  one  week,  in  such  manner  as 
the  council  may  direct,  that  sealed  bids  shall  be  received 
by  the  recorder  of  the  common  council  for  doing  said 
printing.  The  bid  or  bids  received  by  the  clerk  to  do 
said  printing  shall  be  publicly  opened  and  read  by  the  re- 
corder, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  common  council 
shall  appoint,  and  the  person  or  persons  offering  to  do  said 
printing  for  the  lowest  sum  or  price  in  any  newspaper 
published  in  said  city,  and  shall  give  satisfactory  security 
lor  the  performance  of  the  work,  shall  be  declared  the 
city  printer  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  the  newspaper 
designated  in  said  accepted  bid  or  proposal,  shall  be  pub- 
lished all  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  other  proceedings  and 
matters  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinan- 
ces of  the  common  council  to  be  published  in  a  public 
newspaper.  The  city  printer  or  printers,  immediately  after 
the  publication  of  any  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution  which 
18  required  to  be  published,  shall  file  with  the  city  recorder  a 
copy  of  such  publication,  with  his  affidavit,  or  the  affidavit 
of  his  or  their  foreman,  of  the  length  of  time  the  same  has 
been  published ;  and  such  affidavit  shall  be  prima  facie  ev- 
idence of  the  publication  of  such  notice,  ordinance  or  res- 
olution :  Provided,  That  if  no  person  will  publish,  or  of- 
fer to  publish  in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  city,

may  receive  possession  of  such  books,  papers  and  efifects, 

in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  17.  The  comon  council  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed  by 
ScoSJl^*"  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  this  act,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  to  prescribe  their  duties,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for,  but  no  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the  common  coun- 
council,or  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  hereinbefore  provided 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and  duly  qualified. 
The  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  unless  herein 
otherwise  provided,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers 
elected  or  appointed  under  this  act,  and  such  compensation 
shall  be  fixed  by  resolution ;  and  in  regard  to  all  offices 
created  by  this  charter,  the  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
within  three  month  from  the  first  organization  and  meeting 
of  the  common  council;  and  the  compensation  so  fixed 
shall  not  be  changed  previous  to  the  annual  city  election 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine ;  and  after  the  present 
year,  the  compensation  of  officers  shall  be  fixed  for  the 
fiscal  year  in  the  month  of  April  of  each  year,  except  for 
such  offices  as  may  hereafter  be  created,  in  regard  to  which 
the  compensation  shall  be  fixed  at  the  time  of  the  creation 
of  such  office,  nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  officer, 
after  having  been  fixed,  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
the  term  for  which  such  officer  was  elected  or  appointed. 
No  officer  elected  or  appointed  to  office  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  charter  shall  be  a  party  to  or  interested  in  any 
contract  in  which  the  city  is  interested,  made  while  sudi 
officer  is  holding  office.    Provided^  That'  the  mayor  and 
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alderman  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services 
as  such  officers* 

Seo.  18.  The  mayor  or  acting  mayor,  sheriff  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Blue  Earth  or  his  deputy  or  deputies,  coroner,  and 
^ych  alderman,  the  city  justices,  police  officers  and  watch-  ^^f^^^^  ^ 
men,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  may  command  the  thepoaoe. 
peace,8uppress  in  a  summayr  manner  all  rioting  and  disoiv 
derly  behavior  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  for  such  pur- 
poses may  command  the  assistance  of  the  by-standers,  and, « 
if  need  be,  of  all  the  citizens  and  military  companies ;  and 
if  any  person,  bystander,  military  officer  or  private  shall 
refiue  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  peace  when  so  required, 
each  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars ; 
and  in  cases  where  the  civil  power  may  be  required  to 
suppress  riots  or  disorderly  behavior,    the  superior    or 
senior  officer  present  m  the  order  mentioned  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  direct  the  proceedings. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

(XHB  COMMON  OOUNGIL — IIS  GENERAL  POWEBS  AND  DITTIES. ) 

Section  1 .  ^  The  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  common 
council,  and  ttie  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be«  *Hhe  com-  stytoofordiaui- 
mon  council  of  the  city  of  Mankato  do  ordain,"  &c.     The  ^yh;JJo3SiSuo 
common  council  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  mMt^-qnorum. 
by  resolution  may  direct.     A  majority  of  the  aldermen 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.     The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice  StSiJi^Sfy. 
to  each  of  the  members,  to  be  delivered  personally  or  leftortoaSTq^du 
at  their  usual  place  of  abode.     The  common  council   shall  to7udg?of*uia 
be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  own  «™***^'*****^- 
members,  and  in  such  cases  shall  havd  power  to  send  tor 
persons  and  papers,  and  shall  also  determine  the  rules  of 
its  own  proceedings,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  atten- 
dance of  absent  members. 

Seo.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  the  property  SvT^mm^' 
of  the  city,  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power '^'*''"  p®^"** 
herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  al- 
ter, modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by- 
iaws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  good 
order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intem- 
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perance,  and  for  tbe  prevention  of  criaie,  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient ;  they  shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  city  prison ;  Provided^  That  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  common  council  the  county  jail  of  Blue 
Earth  county  shall  be  used  as  a  city  prison,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  jailor  of  Blue  Earth  county, 
t>  take  into  custody  and  safely  keep  in  said  jail  all  per- 
sons committed  thereto  untill  discharged  according  to  law. 
The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and  punishments,  and  to 
enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
violate  any  ol  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law 
passed  or  ordained  by  them,  and  all  such  ordinances, 
rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  have  all  force  ot 
law :  JProvidedj  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  and 
for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinance,  reso- 
lution or  by-laws — 

First — To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com- 
_  mon  showmen,  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibitions  of 
bouncer  caravans,  circuses,  concerts  or  theatrical  performances,, 
billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons,  to 
grant  licenses  to  and  regulate  auctions  and  auctioneers,  to 
license  tavern  keepers  and  victualing  house  keepers  and  all 
persons  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  ; 
Providedy  That  all  licence  for  so  dealing  in  spirituous, 
vinous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  a  year,  and  no  licence  shall  be  granted  for  a 
less  term  than  one  year,  and  all  licences  shall  commenee 
and  terminate  on  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year. 

Second — To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gambling  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
puq>ose  of  gambling  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  per- 
son from  sending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  femented  liquors  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  common 
council. 

Third — ^To  prevent  any  riots,  disoiderly  assemblages 
in  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  of  and  punish- 
ment of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
same,  to  suppress  disorderly  houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  the  keep- 
ers thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  seizure  and  destruction  of 
all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of  gambling. 

Fourth — ^To  compel  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  oellar> 
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tallow-chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  bam, 
privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome  structure  or  place,  to 
cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as 
often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort 
and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city. 

Fifth — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  breweries  and  distilleries, 
4md  to  establish  rates  for  and  license  venders  of  gunpow- 
•der,  and  regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of 
gunpowder,  or  other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, alleys,  lanes  and  public  grounds  with  carriages, 
carts,  wagons,  sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  or  with  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings  or  any  other  material  or 
sabstance  whatever. 

Seventh — ^To  prevent  and  punish  immoderate  driving  or 
riding  in  the  streets,  to  regulate  (the  speed  of)  cars  and  lo- 
•comotives  in  said  city,  and  to  prevent  their  obstructing  the 
■streets  of  said  city,  to  compel  persons  to  fasten  their  horses  powen  of  uie 
or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles  or  otherwise,  while  ooanou. 
standing  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing 
and  swimming  in  the  waters  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

JBighlh — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose 
penalties  upon  the  owners  ot  such  animals  for  violation  of 
the  ordinance. 

Ninth — ^To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  in  a  summary  manner, 
when  at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

TenOi, — ^To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing or  having  within  said  city  any  putrid  carcass  or  other 
unwholesome  substance,  and  to  requu*e  the  removal  of  the 
«ame  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  his  premises  any 
such  substances,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  meat,  flesh  or 
fish,  or  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and  to  authorize  the 
removal  of  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 

.EHeventh — ^To  establish  and  construct  public  pounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  hydrants ;  to  erect 
lamps  and  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  city,  and  to  con- 
trol the  erection  of  gas  works  or  other  works  for  lighting 
the  btreets,  public  grounds  and  public  buildings,  and  to 
<sreate,  after  and  extend  lamp  districts ;  to  regulate  and 
license  hacks,  carts,  omnibuses,  aud  the  charges  of  hack- 
men,  draymen,  cabmen  and  omnibus  drivers  in  the  city. 
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Ttoeljth — To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  healthy 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds  y  and  the  registra- 
tion of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  returns  of  bills  of  mor- 
tality,  and  to  regulate  or  prevent,  if  deemed  expedient,  the 
burial  of  the  dead  within  the  city  limits. 

Thirteenth — ^To  regulate  the  size  and  weight  of  bread 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread  baked 
contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth — ^To  preyent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  horse,  mule,  or  ox  or  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks 
in  said  city,  or  in  any  [way]  doing  any  damage  to  said 
sidewalks. 

I'tfteenth — ^To  prevent  the  discharging  of  fire-arms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in 
any  situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  common 
council  dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or 
annoying  to  any  of  the  citizens  thereof. 

Sixteenth — ^To  prevent  open  and  notorious  drunkenness, 
Fo^nof  the    brawHng  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of 
the  city,  and  to  provide  fc»r  the  arrest  and  punishment  of 
all  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same.  . 

Seventeenth — ^To  restrain  and  regulate  parties,  runners, 
agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  cars  and 
public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Eighteenth — To  establish  public  markets  and  other  pub- 
lic buildings,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same ;  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for  over- 
seeing and  regulating  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  all 
persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob- 
servance of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth — To  license  and  regulate  butcher  shops  and 
stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers'  meats,  bat- 
ter, fish  and  other  provisions. 

Twentieth — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh* 
ing  and  selling  hay,  and  the  measuring  and  selling  of  fire- 
wood, coal,  peat  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty-firet — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalk,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  and 
to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot 
owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the 
board  of  health  shall  direct,  and  in  his  default  to  author- 
ize the  removal  or  destruction  thereof  by  some  officer  at 
the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 
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Tweniy^9eoond — ^To  regulate  y  control  aud  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats,  vessels  or  other  conveyan- 
ces whereon  are  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  or  dis- 
orders, and  to  make  such  disposition  of  such  persons  as 
to  preserve  the  health  of  the  city. 

I'wenty-Uiird — ^To  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auctions  and  vendues. 

TwerUy-fourth — ^To  provide  for  watchmen,  and  to  pre- 
scribe their  number  and  duties  and  regulate  the  same,  aud 
to  create  and  establish  the  police  of  said  city,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  police  officers  and  their  duties,  and 
to  regulate  the  same. 

Twenty-fifth — ^To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard 
of  weights  and  measures ;  for  the  appointment  of  a  city  . 
sealer,  and  require  all  weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed 
by  the  city  sealer ;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
the  use  of  false  weights  and  measures. 

'ItoerUy-^ixlh — To  regulate  the  inspection  of  flour,  pork, 
beef,  fish,  salt,  whisky,  and  other  liquors  and  provisions ; 
and  to  appoint  inspectors,  measurers,  weighers  and  gaug-'Powenot  the 
ers ;  to  regulate  their  duties  and  prescribe  their  compen-    ^^' 
sation. 

TkoerUy-aeventh — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting 
and  preservation  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets,  alleys, 
highways  and  public  grounds  of  the  city. 

Twenty-eigJUh — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance  in- 
jurious to  the  public  health,  and  to  provide  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  all  persons  who  shall  cause  or  maintain  such 
nuisances. 

TwerUy-nintk — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance,  ob- 
struction or  encroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public 
grounds,  and  highways  of  the  city. 

Thirtieth — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  preservation  of 
health,  or  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  to  make  regu- 
lations to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city  and  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the 
same  within  the  city* 

Ihirtyfirat — ^To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
cants, street  beggars  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
the  same. 

TTiirtysecand — Fines,  penalties  and  punishments,  im- 
posed by  the  common  council  for  the  breach  of  any  ordi- 
nance, by-law,  or  regulation  of  said  city,  may  extend  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprison- 
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meat  in  the  city  prison  or  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty 
d^jrs,  or  both,  and  to  be  fed  on  bread  and  water,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  city  justice ;  and  offenders  against 
the  same  may  be  required  to  give  security  for  their 
good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances,  regulations,  resolutions  and 
by-la  %vs  shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  major- 
^Tnfl^^r*  ^^y  ^^  ^®  members  of  the  common  council  present,  by 
naedMaridmceayes  and  uocs,  and  published  in  the  official  paper,  before 
the  same  shall  be  in  force,  aud  shall  be  admitted  as  evi- 
dence iu  any  court  in  the  state,  without  further  proof; 
they  shall  be  recorded  by  the  city  recorder  in  books  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made 
without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  coun- 
cil present  in  its  favor,  which  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes 
and  noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceedings  of  the 
council. 

Seo.  5.  The  powers  conferred  upon  the  common  coun- 
cil to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nuisances, 
shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions,  or  proceedings 
in  the  courts  according  to  law.    . 

Sec.  6.  The  common  council  shall  examine,  audit,  and 
conndi  to  radit  adjust  the  accouuts  of  the  recorder,  treasurer,  street  com- 
•it^^vioStSig  missioners,  city  justice,  and  all  other  officers  and  agents 
*^*^  of  the  city,  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 

also  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  before  the  terms  for 
which  the  officers  of  said  city  were  elected  or  appointed 
shall  have  expired.  And  the  common  council  bhall  re- 
quire each  and  every  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit  iiis 
l>ooks,  accounts  and  vouchers  for  such  examination  and  set* 
tlement,  and  if  any  such  officer  or  agent  shall  refuse  to  com- 
ply with  the  orders  of  said  council,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
said  duties,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  or  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  render  his  accounts,  or  presenthis  books  ana  vouch- 
ers to  the  council,  or  a  committee  thereof,  it  shall  be  duty  of 
the  common  council  to  declare  the  office  of  such  person 
vacant.  And  the  common  council  shall  institute  suits  and 
proceedings  at  law  against  any  officer  and  agent  of  said 
city  who  may  be  found  delinquent  or  defaulting  in  his 
accounts,  or  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and 
shall  make  a  full  record  of  all  such  settlement  and  adjust- 
ment. 

Seo.  7.    The  common  council  may,  during  their  fiscal 
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year,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting,  Authorixed  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  city,  beai-ing  interest  not  exceed-  J^SlfStS^ 
ing  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  for  a  time  not  exceeding 
one  year,  in  such  dmounts  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
common  council  may  prescribe,  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes 
and  revenues  of  such  fiscal  year :  Provided^  That  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  outstanding  shall  not  at  any  one 
time  exceed  one-third  of  such  taxes  and  revenues :  And 
jyrovidedj  That  said  bonds,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall 
be  applied  to  the  same  purposes  as  the  taxes  and  revenues 
in  anticipation  whereof  they  may  have  been  issued. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
levy  upon  all  the  taxable  propeity  of  said  city  taxes  to  ^^uop^i^ 
provid§  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  government 
and  police,  for  the  oponiug,  maintaining  and  improvement 
of  public  grounds,  and  the  construction  of  buildings  and 
improvements  ot  a  general  character :  Pfvvidedy  That 
such  taxes  shall  in  no  year  exceed  two  mills  upon  a  dollar 
of  the  assessed  valuation. 

Sec.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  to  levy  ward 
a  special  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the  city,  or  JJ^"^^JSJ^" 
of  the  different  wards  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  con-  ^  '"**** 
fltructing,  maintaining  bridges  and  culverts,  and  opening, 
constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing  roads,  highways, 
streets  and  alleys ;  for  the  construction  of  reservours,  * 
cisterns,  sewers,  drains  and  street  gutters,  and  grading  ot 
atreets,  and  for  other  purposes  condusive  to  good  order 
and  cleanliness,  and  to  protection  against  crime,  disease 
and  fire :  JProvidedj  That  such  taxes  shall,  in  no  j^ear,  ex- 
ceed two  mills  upon  a  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation ; 
And  provided  further  y  That  for  the  improvements  in  this 
section  mentioned,  the  common  council  shall  have  power 
to  assess  the  tax  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  ward  or  wards 
benefited  by  such  improvements,  i(L  such  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  the  common  council  may  think  just  and 
equitable.  The  tax  shall  be  apportioned  upon  a  cash  valu- 
ation of  the  property,  which  it  shall  be  determined  is  lia- 
ble to  assessment  lor  such  improvements.  No  debt  shall 
be  incurred  or  ci*eated  by  the  city^  the  common  council, 
or  any  officer  of  the  city,  except  pursuant  to  the  authority 
herein  expressly  given  for  that  purpose ;  and  no  order  or 
orders  shall  be  issued  upon  the  city  treasur)'  exceeding 
17 
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the  amount  of  tax  collected  or  assessed  and  in  process  of 
collection. 

Sec.  3.     The  common  council  shall  have  power ,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  ot  the  common  council,  to  levy  an- 
To  I     Miniua  ^^*Uy »  upon   the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  taxes  suf- 
uz-ibrwhat    ficicut  to  pay  all  bonds  or  other  indebtedness  due  and  pay- 
''*''^**'  able  in  any  year,   and  the  interest  on  bonds  or  other  in- 

debtedness due  or  payable  in  any  year  unless  that  previous- 
ly to  tiie  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  some  other 
adequate  provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
same.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  issue 
bonds  and  levy  taxes  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  by 
other  sections  of  this  act ;  Provided^  The  same  be  author- 
ized by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  an 
election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose.  The  time  place  and 
manner  of  holding  such  election  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
common  council,  the  same  notice  to  be  given  as  at  other 
elections.  And  no  bonds  for  any  purpose  shall  be  issued 
by  the  common  council  unless  so  authorized. 
How  tazMto  b«  Seo.  4.  Taxes  may  be  levied  by  resolution  of  the  com- 
^»^^»^'  mon  council,  and  no  tax  shall  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any 

informality  in  the  manner  of  levying  the  same,  nor  be- 
cause the  amount  levied  shall  exceed  the  amount  required 
to  be  raised  for  the  special  purpose  for  which  the  same  is 
levied ;  but  in  such  case  the  surplus  shall,  if  the  tax  be  a 
general  tax,  go  into  the  general  fund  of  the  city  ;  if  it  be 
•  a  bond  or  interest  tax,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used  for  the 
future  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of  the  same  class 
of  bonds,  or  the  purchase  thereof  before  due  ;  if  it  be  for 
improvements,  it  shall  be  kept  and  used  for  future  im- 
provements of  the  same  character. 

Sec.  5.     The  coomion  council  shall  cause  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  county  auditor  of  Blue  Earth  (county, )  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year,  a  statement 
mitttLiim^of  of  all  taxes  by  them  levied,  and  such  taxes  shall  be  collec- 
******  ted,  and  the  payment  thereof  enforced,   with  and  in  like 

manner  as  state  and  county  taxes  are  paid  and  the  pay- 
ment thereof  enforced ,  and  the  county  treasurer  of  said 
Blue  Earth  county  shall  pay  such  taxes  over  as  fast  as- 
collected,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6.     ^o  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treas- 
Ho^rdan  en  my  unlcss  such   payment  be  authorized  by  d  vote  of  the 
t^  trSnxj?  common  council,  and   these  shall  be  drawn  out  only  upon 
orders   by  the  mayor  and   countersigned  by   the   recor- 
der, which  orders  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  they 
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were  drawn,  and  the  fund  out  of  which  they  are  payable, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  same  are 
drawn,  and  may  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  such  per- 
son or  to  the  bearer,  as  the  common  council  may  deter- 
mine. 

Seo.  7.     When  any  such  order  shall  have  been  paid  ^^M^eu«d 
or  received  by  the  treasurer,  it  shall  not  again  be  issued, 
but  he  shall  immediately  cancel  the  same«  and  file  the  same 
away  in  his  office,   keeping  the  orders  drawn  upon  each 
fund  separate. 

Seo.  8.    It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  of  to  levy  pouux 
said  city,  at  any  time,  to  levy  a  corporation  poll  tax  upon 
every  qualified  voter  in  said   city;  Provided^  That  said 
tax  shidl  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars on  each  person. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

STREETS,   BBIDOES  AND  PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

Segtion  1.    The  cummon  covncil  of  said  city  shall 
have  the  care,  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  highways, 
bridges,  streets,  alleys,  levees,  public  squares  and  grounds 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  power  to  gonndi  to  oon- 
build  and  keep  in  repair  bridges,  lay  out  open,  alter  and  ^^' 

vacate  public  squares,  highways,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
and  widen  or  straighten  the  same,  and  to  take  grounds  for 
the  site  of  public  buildings,  subject  to  the  assessment  of 
damages  as  hereinafter  provided .  Ptovided^  That  no  right , 
title  or  interest  in  or  to  any  street,  levee,  park,  public 
ground,  or  square  in  said  city  shall  be  granted,  conveyed, 
released,  or  discharged  by  the  common  council  of  said  city 
unless  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  legal 
voters  of  said  city  and  receive  a  majority  of  said  voters 
present  and '  voting  at  an  annual  or  specifld  election  in  said 
city  and  in  which  election  notice  of  the  object  of  said  elec- 
tion, shall  be  given  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  all 
rights  and  benefits  which  have  accrued  or  now  exist  in  be- 
half  of  the  village  of  Mankato,  including  rights  in  actions 
now  pending,  shall  (inure)  to  and  be  vested  in  the  said  city 
of  Mankato* 

Seo.  2.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  order 
and  contract  for  the  opening,  grading,  repairing  and  cleans-  To  mntnot  for 
ing  of  the  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  cis- S^J^lSralrts,^ 
terns,  gutters,  sewers  and  sidewalks  within  the  city^  and 
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to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  thereon ;  and 
all  such  improvements  shall  be  superintended  b}  the  street 
commissioner. 

Seo.  3.     Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private 
to  OTooMd  P^P^^y  ^^^  ^^^  purposes  contemplated  in  the  two  last 
wbenneeesBwy  scctious,  application  shall  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
^S^tyf*^*^  mon  council  to  the  judge'  of  the  district  court  for  Blue 
Earth  county,  who  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  and  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  and 
one  of  whom  at  least  shall  be  resident  of  the  ward  in 
which  is  situated  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  to 
•view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  may  be 
occsMsioned  by  the  taking  of  such  property.     Said  commis- 
sioners shall  be   notified,  as  soon   as  practicable,  by  the 
city  recorder  to  attend  at  his  office  on  a  day  fixed  by  him, 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  and  entering  upon  their  du- 
ties ;  and  in  case  any  such  commissioner,  upon  being  so 
notified,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  city  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,   and  may  be  prosecuted  therefor  before  the  city 
justice,  as  in  the  case  of  fines  imposed  for  the  violation  of 
any  city  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation ;  and  the   com- 
missioners in  attendance  shall  be  authorized  to  fill  all  va- 
cancies by  .the  selection  of  a  proper  person  or  persons,  or 
application  may  be  made  to  the  district  judse  aforesaid,  to 
fill  the  vacancy.     The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by 
tne  city  recorder,  or  any  other  officer  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  to  discharge  their  duties  as  commissioners  in 
.  the  matter  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due 
return  of  their  actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council, 
which  said  oath  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed 
by  said  commissioners,  and  which»  together  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  said  commissioners,  (which  shall  also  be 
in  writing)  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  recorder.     The 
said  comimissioner  shall,  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  city  surveyor,  cause  a  survey  and  plat 
of  the  said  improvements  or  grounds  to  be  made  and  filed 
with  the  city  recorder,  exhibiting  as  far  as  practicable  the 
land  or  parcels  of  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  or  which 
may  be  damaged  thereby,  and  shall  thereupon  llx  a  time 
and  place  when  they  will  meet  to  assess  the  damages  for 
the  property  to  be  taken,  or  that  may  be  damaged  by  the 
proposed  improvement.     Such  time  shall  be  sufficient  to 
gite  personal  notice  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  of  the 
property  to  be  taken  or  injured ;  the  recorder  of  the  com- 
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mon  council  shall  thereupon  immediately  cause  a  notice  in 
writing  ot  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  the  meeting  of  -3 

the  commissioners,  to  be  served  on  each  of  the  owners  (or 
their  agents)  of  said  property,  and  proof  of  service  shall 
be  made  and  filed  with  the  report  of  the  commissioners. 
In  case  any  of  such  owners  are  non-residents  of  the  state, 
such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  them  at  their  i-esidence,  and  if 
their  residence  is  unknown,  and  cannot  be  ascertained  upon 
diligent  inquiry,  such  fact  must  appear  by  affidavit,  and 
in  such  case  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  the 
city  paper  for  the  space  of  tour  weeks,  said  notice  to  be 
published  at  least  once  in  a  week.  If  any  such  owners  are  5h«^ec2Jm 
infants,  a  guardian  must  be  appointed  before  the  damages  to  take  private 
are  assessed,  and  notice  given  to  the  guardian.  And  the  p"****"^* 
like  notice  shall  be  served  upon  lessees,  mortgages  and 
judgment  creditors.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
such  notice  the  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  view  the 
premises ;  may  hear  any  evidence  offered  by  the  parties 
interested,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  for  said  purpose. 
When  their  said  hearing  aforesaid  shall  be  concluded,  they 
shall  determine  and  assess  the  damages  to  be  paid  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  each  parcel  of  property  proposed  to  be 
taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged  by  such  improvement, 
and  in  so  doing  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of 
the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  such  other  dama- 
ges as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  and  also  the  advantages 
which  shall  accrue  to  such  owner  or  owners,  in  making 
such  improvement.  If  there  should  be  any  building  stana- 
ing  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the 
said  commissioners  shall,  in  each  case,,  determine  the 
amount  of  damages  which  should  be  paid  to  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  in  case  ftuch  building  or  as  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  should  be  taken,  and  also  determine 
and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  such  owner 
or  owners,  in  case  he  or  they  should  elect  to  remove  such 
building,  and  the  damages  in  relation  to  buildings  shall  be 
assessed  separately  from  the  damages  in  relation  to  land 
upon  which  (they  >  are  erected.  If  the  land  and  buildings 
belong  to  different  persons,  or  if  the  land  be  subject  to 
lease,  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien,  or  if  there  be  any 
estate  in  it  less  than  an  estate  in  fee,  the  injury  or  damage 
done  to  such  persons  or  interests  respectively  may  be 
awarded  to  them  by  the  commissioners  less  the  benefit  re- 
sulting to  them  from  the  improvements.  Said  commis- 
sioners, having  ascertained  and  assessed  the  damages  as 
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aforesaid  y  shall  make  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  written 
report  to  the  commoa  council  of  their  action  in  the  prem- 
ises, embracing  a  schedule  or  assessment  of  the  damages 
in  each  case,  with  a  description  of  the  land  and  the  names 
of  the  owners,  if  known  to  them,  and  also  a  statement  of 
the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  Upon  such  report  being 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  recorder,  said  city  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  said  city  a  notice  to 
the  effect  that  said  assessment"  had  been  returned  and  filed, 
and  that  the  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, at  a  meeting  then  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  and  shall 
be  at  least  ten  days  after  the  publication  thereof,  unless 
objections  are  made  in  writing  by  persons  interested  in  any 
lands  required  to  be  taken.  Any  persons  interested  in 
How  tojg|M«^  buildings,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  land  to  be  taken,  shalli 
to  Se^JSrSr  on  or  before  [the]  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify  the 
piopenr4  common  council,  m  writing,  of  their  election  to  remove  said 
duiidings  (if  they  so  elect)  according  to  the  award  of  the 
commissioners.  The  common  council  upon  the  day  fixed 
for  the  consideration  of  said  report,  or  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  to  be  held,,  the  same  may  stand  over  or  be  refer- 
red, shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  confirm,  revise 
or  annul  the  assessment  and  to  discontinue  or  postpone  in- 
definitely the  whole  proceedings  giving  due  consideration 
to  the  claims  and 'objections  interposed  by  the  parties  in- 
terested. The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid,  or  ten- 
dered or  deposited,  and  set  apart  in  the  city  trcMuury,  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  within  one 
year  from  the  confirmation  of  said  assessment  and  report, 
and  the  land  required  to  be  taken  shall  not  be  appropria- 
ted or  used  by  the  public  until  the  damages  assessed  there- 
for to  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  the 
owner  or  his  agent,  or  deposited  ond  set  apart  for  his  use 
as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  the  said  city  shall  be  unable  to 
.  determine  to  whom  the  damages  in  any  particular  case  so 
awarded  should  be  paid,  or  in  case  of  disputed  claims  in 
relation  thereto,  the  damages  in  such  case  may  be  depos- 
ited, by  order  of  the  common  council,  in  the  district  court 
of  Blue  Earth  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  are 
paid  into  court,  until  claimants  and  parties  shall  substan- 
tiate their  claims  thereto.  In  case  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  building  as  aforesaid  shall  have  elected  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  to  remove  his  or  their  buildings,  he  or  they  shall 
so  remove  the  same  within  thirty  days  from  the  confirma- 
tion of  such  report,  or  within  such  further  time  as  the  com-

shall  belong  to  the  city.  When  any  known  owner  of  lands  property.  ^* 
or  tenements,  affected  by  the  proceedings  under  this  act, 
shall  be  an  infant,  or  labor  under  any  legal  disability,  the 
judge  of  the  district  court,  or  court  commissioner  for  said 
county  of  Blue  Earth,  may  upon  the  application  of  the 
aforesaid  commissioners,  or  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or  . 
of  the  party  laboring  under  such  disability,  or  his  next 
friend,  appoint  suitable  person  as  guardian  for  said  per- 
son, which  guardian  shall  stand  in  all  respects  for  and 
in  the  place  of  the  party  whom  he  represents  in  the  pro- 
ceedings. Any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  such  assess- 
ments, may,  by  notice  in  writing  served  on  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  a  copy  whereof,  with  proof  of  service,  ^hall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  in  said 
Blue  Earth  county,  within  twenty  days  after  the,  confirma- 
tion of  such  report  or  assessment  of  damages,  appeal  from 
such  assessment  to  the  district  court  aforesaid.

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CHAPTER  Vn. 

FIRE   DEPABTMENT. 

Section  1.  The  commoa  council,  for  the  purpose  of 
■oiSb^flMiSoito.  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to 
prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings  or  oth- 
er buildings,  the  material  or  construction  of  which  shall  be 
regarded  as  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  shall  not 
hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that 
all  and  any  buildings  within  the  limits  prescribed,  shall 
hereafter  be  built  and  constructed  in  such  manner  and  of 
such  materials,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, shall  (not)  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  and 
to  prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings 
within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  dam- 
*aged  by  fire  or  otherwise,  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent. 
01  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  as- 
certaining such  damages.  The  cpmmon  council  shall  have 
power,  by  resolution,  to  order  any  building,  structure,  or 
materials  tlierefor,  hereafter  erected,  or  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, of  which  the  construction  or  materials  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  surrounding  property,  to  be  taken  down  or  re- 
moved beyond  the  tire  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the  owner  or 
agent  to  remove  such  building,  and  in  case  the  same  is 
not  removed  in  pursance  of  the  notice  given,  to  order  the 
same  taken  down,  removed  by  the  police,  or  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  common  council  may  see  fit.  And  the  common 
council  may  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  any  ordinance  made  or 
enacted  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof,  not  exceeding^ 
one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  imposed  by  a  city  jus- 
tice, upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen. 

C)£G.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
vent the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of  chimneys^ . 
Topiwent^dan.  firc-places,  hcarths,  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  builersy. 
efchimneyty&c.  and  apparatus  used  iu  and  about  any  building,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  safe  or  se- 
cure condition,  when  considered  dangerous.  To  prevent 
'the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  the  throwing  of 
ashes  into  thestreets  t^nd  alleys.  To  require  the  inhabitants 
to  provide  as  many  fire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and 
time  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
them  in  time  of  fire.     To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying 
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on  of  manufactares  dangerous  in  oausing  or  promoting 
fires.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  arms  and 
fireworks.  To  compel  owners  or  occupants  of  buildings 
to  haye  scuttles  in  the  roofs,  and  stairs  or  ladders  to  the 
same.  To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  wardens 
and  other  officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  yicin> 
ity  of  any  fire,  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to  com- 
pel all  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and 
the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat, 
and  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  firos  as  the  common  council 
may  deem  expedient.  • 

Seo.  3.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase fire  engines  and  all  other  apparatus  which  may  be 
required  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  authorize  2n*y?^5S4oA! 
the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose  Jjjjgf*"^*" 
companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  support  and  reg-  *^*™^  ^°** 
ulation  of  the  same,  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be 
disbanded,  their  public  meetings  prohibited  and  their  ap- 
paratus to  be  given  up.     Every  member  of  each  com- 
pany which   may  be  authorized  to  be  formed  shall  be 
exempt  fix)m  highway  work  and  poll  tax,  from  serving  on 
juries,  and  from  military  duty  during  the  continuance  of 
such  membership. 

Sec.  4.    The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  ap-Toftppoint  chief 
point  the  chief  engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers  of  the  aJ^JJli^* 
fiire  department,  and  also  one  fire  warden  in  each  ward, 
and  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  such  officers. 

Seo.  5.    Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any  penalty  for  re 
lawful  order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden,  mayor  or  alder-  ^oid^^l^al 
men,  at  any  fire,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officer  giving 
such  order  to  arrest,  or  to  direct  orally  any  constable, 
police  officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen,  to  arrest  such  per- 
son, and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place, 
until  such  fire  shall  be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  may  arrest,  or  direct 
the  arrest  and  confinement,  of  any  person  at  such  fire  who 
shall  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
refuse  to  obey  any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  refuse 
to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing  to  obey, 
shall  be  liable  to  such  penalty  as  the  common  council  may 
prescribe,  not  exceeding  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars.

STREET  GRADES  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  may  cause  to  be  es- 
Gradeof streeu,  tablished  from  time  to  time,  and  as  rapidly  as  the  conyen- 
^lu>yOo'^eii  ience  of  the  inhabitants  may  require,  under  the  direction 
of  the  city  surveyor,  the  grade  of  ail  streets,  sidewalks 
and  alleys  in  said  city,  and  it  shall  cause  accurate  profiles 
thereof  to  be  made  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city  sur- 
veyor. 

Sec  2..  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  deem  it 
Duty  of  stTMt  necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk  in  said  city 
commiudoner.  ^f  Maukato,  they  shall  require  the  street  commissioner 
to  notify  all  owners  an  J  occupants  of  any  lot  or  lots  or 
parcels  of  land  adjoining  such  sidewalk  to  construct  or  re- 
pair the  same  at  his  or  their  own  proper  expense  and 
charge,  within  a  certain  time  designated  by  the  publication 
in  the  official  paper  of  said  city,  for  not  less  than  two 
weeks,  of  a  notice  to  said  owners  or  occupants,  setting 
forth  what  work  is  to  be  done,  and  the  character  of  the 
same,  by  6uch  owners  or  occupants,  and  the  time  within 
which  they  are  required  to  do  the  same. 

If  such  work  is  not  done  and  the  said  side- 
walks not  built  or  repaired  in  the  manner  and  within  the 
SraSSlwd^"  *'°^®  prescribed,  the  common  council  may  order  the  same 
walks,  how  paid  to  be  douc  by  the  street  commissioner  at  the  expense  of 
the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  adjoining  said  sidewalks,  and 
said  expenses  shall  be  assessed  upon  such  lots  and  parcels 
of  land  so  chargeable,  by  the  street  commissioner,  and  re- 
turned by  him  to  the  common  council.     And  said  assess- 
ment so  made  and  returned,  if  approved  by  the  common 
council,  shall  become  a  lien  upon  said  lots  and  parcels  of 
land,  as  in  case  of  city,  county  and  state  taxes. 
Seo.  4.     If  said  assessment  be  not  paid  to  the  street

and  payment  thereof  enforced.

CHAPTER  IX. 

LIGHTING  OF  STBEETS — SUPPLY  OF  WATER.

of  any  gas  pipe  to  be  changed,  if  the  same  shall  be  found 
to  interfere  with  the  proper  and  convenient  location  of 
oommon  sewers  or  water  mains  and  pipes. 

Sec.  '3.     The  common  council  may  permit  any  party 
or  lK)rporation  to  lay  water  mains  and  pipes  in  any  and  all  To  permit  aoy 
49treet6,  alleys,  highways  and  public  grounds  of  the  city,  uy^^l^^pi^. 
and  shall  regulate  the  position  of  the  same,  so  that  they 
shall  not  obstruct  or  interefere  with  common  sewers  or 
with  the  proper  drainage  of  the  city.

ment of  the  affiiirs  of  the  city,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
common  council  unless  otherwise  provided.-  At  every  an- 
nual election  alter  the  first  election  of  officers  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  city  government,  under  this  charter 
there  shall  be  elected  for  each  ward  oue^  alderman  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years.  The  city  justices  shall 
bold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  All  other  elective  officers 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  one  year,'  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Seo.  3.     Every  person  appointed  to  any  office  by  the 
common  council,  or  elected  to  any  office  hy  the  people , 

^JJJJJ^^*  may  be  removed  from  said  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
'  of  all  the  aldermen  authorized  to  he  elected.  But  no  ofii- 
cer  elected  by  the  people  shall  be  removed  except  for 
cause,  nor  unless  first  furnished  with  a  written  statement  of 
the  charges  against  him,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  had  a  rea* 
sonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense.     The  com- 
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mon  council  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  the  trial  of  such 
officer^  of  which  not  less  than  ten  days  notice  shall  be 
given,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses and  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  to  hear 
and  determine  the  case ;  and  if  said  oflSicer  shall  neglect  to 
appear  and  answer  the  charges  against  him,  the  common

Sec.  6.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  for  state  or  coun-  Qn^ufle^ 
ty  officers,  and  who  reside  in  the  ward  where  they  offer  eiectois. 
to  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  officer  to  be  elec- 
ted nnder  this  law,  and  to  hold  any  office  hereby  crea- 
ted; Provided^  That  their  names  shall  have  been  duly 
inseited  in  the  list  of  qualified  electors  of  the  ward  in 
which  they  reside,  as  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  state 
and  county  officers;  and  the  different  wards  estab- 
lished by  law  shall  constitute  election  districts  for  state 
county  as  well  as  city  elections :  and  the  mode  of  conduc- 
ting all  l^tate  and  county  elections  in  said  city,  shall  be  in 
the  manner  herein  provided  in  reference  to  city  elections, 
except  that  the  returns  thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  judges 
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*  of  election  to  the  county  of  the  county  of  Steams,  within 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Seo.  7.  The  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  and

power  to  appoint  clerks  of  such  elections,  and,  to  ad- 
minister the  necessary  oaths.  Said  elections  shall  be  held 
and  conducted  in  the  manner  and  under  the  same  penalties 
as  provided  for  state,  and  county  elections,  and  vacancies 
among  the  judges  thereof  shall  be  filled  as  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  state  regarding  elections ;  Provided^  That  no 
alderman  sjiall  be  a  judge  of  an  election  at  which  he  is  a  can- 
didate for  any  office.  In  such  case,  the  office  of  judge  of 
election  shall  be  considered  vacant,  and  shall  be  filled  aa 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  When  a  city  election  shall  be  closed  and  the 
number  of  votes  for  each  person  voted  for  shall  have  been 
counted  and  ascertained,  the  said  judges  shall  make  re- 
turns thereof,  stating  therein  the  number  of  votes  for  each 
person  for  each  and  every  office,  and  shall  deliver  or  cause 
To  make  retnra  to  be  delivered  such  returns  to  the  clerk  of  the  ci<y 
o>aQ^.  ^  within  three  days  after  any  election,  and  the  conunon 
council  shall  meet  and  canvass  said  returns  and  declare 
the  result,  as  it  appears  from  the  same,  within  three  days 
thereafter.  The  clerk  of  the  city  shall  forthwith  notify  the 
officer  or  officers  so  fleeted,  of  their  election  by  written 
notice  served  upon  such  officers  in  person,  or  left  at  their 
usual  place  of  abode,  with  some  person  of  suitable  age 
and  discretion. 

Sec.  9.     Special  elections  to  fill  vacancies,  or  for  any 
spadaieieetioiit  Other  purpose,  shall  be  held  and  conducted  by  the  alder- 
how  conducted,  men  of  each  ward,  in  the  same  manner,  and  the   returns 
thereof  made  in  the  same  form  and  manner  as  in  general 
and  annual  elections,  and  within  such  time  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  resolution  of  the  council. 

Seo.  10.  Any  officer  removing  from  the  city  or  ward 
for  which  he  is  elected,  or  any  officer  who  shall  refuse  or 
When  office  ucglcct  for  ten  days  after  notice  of  his  election  or  appoint- 
deemed  vacant,  meut,  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice, shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office,  and  the 
common  council  shall  proceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  as  herein, 
prescribed. 
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Sec.  11.     The  term  of  every  officer  elected  under  this  when  term  of 
law   shall   commence  on  the  second  Monday   of  May  of  °®®*******'^* 
the  year  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  shall,  unless  other-    * 
ivise  provided,  continue  for  one  year  and  until  his  succes- 
sor is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  12.     Should  there  be  a  failure  by  the  people  to 
elect  any  officer  herein  required  to  be  elected  on  the  day  ma/orde^neir 
designated,  the  common  council  may  order  a  new  election  •^•«*'**^' 
to  be  held,  ten  day's  notice  of  the  time  and  place  being 
given, 

CHAPTER  m. 

OFUGEBS — THEIB  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Seotion  1.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  of  office,  and  offlomtotak* 
file. the  same,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  administering  the  SJSiIT*'*^ 
same ,  with  the  city  clerk ,  an d  the  treasurers ,  clerk ,  street  com- 
missioner, and  such  other  officers  as  the  common  council 
may  direct,  shall  severally,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  execute  to  the  city  of 
St.  Cloud  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  sureties  satisfactory  to 
the  common  council ;  and  such  bonds  shall  contain  such 
penal  sum  and  such  conditions  as  the  common  council  may 
deem  proper,  and  they  may  from  time  to  time  require 
new  bonds,  and  remove  from  office  any  officer  refusing 
or  neglecting  to  give  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  mayor  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  ot  Dntietof  May 
the  state  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city  are  duly  observed  ^'■* 
and  enforced,  and  that  all  other  executive  officers  of  the 
city  discharge  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  from  time 
to  time  give  the  common  council  such  information  and 
recommend  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous 
to  the  city.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  chief  executive  offi- 
cer and  bead  ot  the  police  of  the  city,  and  shall  by.  and 
with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the  common  council  appoint 
such  police  officers  and  watchmen,  as  may  be  necessary  ex- 
cept when  otherwise  provided  for ;  and  in  case  of  a  riot  or 
other  disturbance,  be  may  appoint  as  many  special  or 
temporary  constables  as  he  may  deem  necessary ;  and  any 
police  officer  or  watchman  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  afore- 
said may  be  discharged  from  office  by  him  whenever  in 
his  opinion  the  welfare  of  the  city  may  demand  it,  or  a 
20 
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reduction  of  their  number  renders  it  necessary.  All  ordi- 
nances and  resolutions  shall ,  before  they  take  effect,  be 
presented  to  the  mayor ,  and  if  he  approve  thereof ,  he  shall 
sign  the  same,  and  such  as  he  shall  not  sign  he  shall  return 
to  the  common  council  with  his  objections  thereto,  by  de- 
positing with  the  city  clerk  to  be  presented  to  the  common 
council  at  their  first  meeting  thereafter ;  and  upon  the  re- 
turn of  any  resolution  or  ordinance  by  the  mayor, (the  same 
vote  by  which  the  same  was  passed  shall  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  after  such  reconsideration  the  common  council  shall 
pass  the  same  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting,  it  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by 
the  mayor,  and  in  such  case  the  vote  shall  be  by  aj-es  and 
noes,  which  shall  be  entered  in  the  record  by  the  city 
clerk.  If  an  ordinance  or  resolution  shall  not  be  re- 
turned by  the  mayor  within  five  days  (Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  approved  by  him. 

Sec.  3.     At  the  first  meeting  of  the  common  council 
p^ISS^effi^  ^^  ®*^^  y©*r>  after  each  annual  election  under  this  charter 
— hto  d«UM.      for  ofScers  of  said  city,  the  conunon  council  shall  proceed 
to  elect  by  ballot  from  their  number  a  president  and  vice- 
president.     The  president  shall  preside  over  the  meetings 
of  the  common  council,  and  during  the  absence  of  the 
mayor  from  the  city  or  his  inability  from  any  cause  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  ofice,  the  said  president  shall 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the 
mayor.    In  case  the  president  shall  be  absent  at  any  meeting 
of  the  common  council,  the  vice-president  shall  act  as  pre- 
siding ot&cer  for  the  time  being,  and  discharge  the  duties  of 
said  president.  The  president x)f  the  common  council,  while 
performing  the  duties  of  mayor,  shall  be  styled  the  acting 
mayor,  and  acts  performed  by  him  while  acting  as  mayor 
as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  same  force  and  validity  as  if 
performed  by  the  mayor.     The  mayor  and  president  and 
vice-president  of  the  common  council  shall  have  the  right 
to  administer  oaths  and  afBrmations. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  city,  styled 
DatiMof  cuy  the  city  clerk  who  shall  be  selected  by  the  common  councU 
and  keep  his  office  at  the  city  hall,  or  place  of  meeting  of 
the  conunon  council,  or  such  other  place  convenient  there- 
to as  the  common  council  may  determine.  He  shall  keep  the 
corporate  seal  and  all  the  papers  and  records  of  the 
city,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  com- 
mon council,  at  whose  meeting  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
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4ittend.  Copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office,  and  trans- 
cripts fromall  recordsoftheeomraoncouncil,  certified  by  him 
under  the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  as 
if  the  original  were  produced.  He  shall  draw  and , coun- 
tersign all  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  pursuance  ot  any 
order  or  resolution  of  the  common  council,  and  keep  a  full 
and  accurate  account  thereof  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  power  to  adminis- 
ter oaths  and  affirmations. 

Sec.  5.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  elect  ooundi  to  eiect^ 
an  attorney  for  the  city,  who  shall  perform  all  professional  hia^dutiM™^^ 
services  incident  to  his  office,' and  when  required,  shall 
furnish  opinions  upon  any  subject  submitted  to  him  by  the 
•common  council  or  its  committees. 

Sec.  6.     The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  including  license  money  and  tines,  and  Duties  of  city 
keep  accurate  and  detailed  accounts  thereof,  in  such  man-  '^^'^""'*'^- 
ner  as  the  common  council   shail  direct.     The   treasurer 
ahall   exhibit  to  the  common  council,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  annual  election,  or  sooner  if  required  by  them,  a 
fiill  and  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures ' 
atter  the   date  of  the   last  annual  report,  and  also  of  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed   with 
the   city  clerk,   and   a  copy   of  the   same  published  in 
one  or  more  of  the  city  newspapers.     He  shall  also  report 
to  the  common  council  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  require. 

Sec.  7.  There  may  be  a  chief  of  police  of  said  city, 
^who  may  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  by  and  with  tbe  con-  ^^^  q^^  ^f 
sent  of  the  common  council,  and  who  shall  perform  such  £^^^<^p^i»t«<i 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.  All  police  officers  of 
said  city  shall  possess  the  powers  of  constables  at  com- 
mon law,  or  by  the  laws  of  this  state ;  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  execute  and  serve  all  warrants,  process,  comit-. 
ments,  and  all  writs  whatsoever,  issued  by  the  city  justice, 
for  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  or 
or  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  city ;  and  also  all  writs 
and  process  whatsoever,  issued  by  the  city  justice  in  civil 
actions ;  and  they  shall  have  authority  to  pursue  and  arrest 
any  person  fleeing  from  justice,  in  any  part  of  this  state ; 
and  when  performing  the  duties  of  constables  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entitled  to  like  fees.  Watchmen  shall  have  au- 
thority to  arrest  and  detain  any  person  guilty  of  any 
breach  of  the  peace^  or  any  violation  of  the  laws  of  this 
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state,  pr  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the  city ;  and  for 
these  purposes  shall  possess  the  powers  of  constables  at 
common  law,  while  on  duty. 

Sec.  8.     The  common  council  may,  at  their  first  meet- 
ing after  the  annual  election,  or  an  a<ljournment  thereof, 
elect  by  ballot  a  street  commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his 
sfr^fckStitti?  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
^^^^™of^ qualified.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street  commissioner 
-to  give  bondfl.  to  Superintend  all  work  and  improvements  on  the  streets, 
bridges  and  public  grounds  of  the  city,  to  hire  laborers, 
and  carry  into  effect  all  orders  and  ordinarces  of  the 
common  council  in  relation  to  work  or  improvements 
upon  the  streets,  roads,  bridges,  and  public  grounds,  of  the 
city ;   and  he  shall  be  required  to  execute   a  bond ,   with 
sureties  satisfactory  to  the  common  council,   conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  that  he  will 
account  for  all  moneys  collected  or  received  by  him  in  hia 
official  capacity,  or  belongmg  to  the  city. 

Conaea  to  eiMt      ®^^*  ^*     ^^®  commou  couucil  shall,  in  the  month  of 
AMeMoi^-du.    May  in  each  year  after  the  annual  charter  election  elect  aa 
offlM.        °   assessor,  who  shall  be  styled  the  city   assessor,   who  shtJl 
perform  all  the  duties  in  relation  to  the  assessing  of  prop* 
erty   for  the   purpose   of  levying  all   city,   county   and 
state  taxes.     And  upon  the  completion  of  the  assessment 
roll,  he  shall  return  the  same  to  the  common   couucil,  who 
may  alter,  revise  and  equalize  the  same,  as  they  may  deem 
it  just  and  proper.     Said  city  assessor  shall  hold  his  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified*. 
Sec.  10.     The  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  city,  styled

nizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  which  the  city  is  a 
Rightoandpow  party,  and  of  alfwritSj  prosecutions  and  proceedings  in 
ewof  City  Jim-  ^^  rccovcry  of  any  fine  or  forfeiture  or  penalty  under  any 
by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  city  or  its 
charter,  and  in  all  cases  of  offenses  committed  against  the 
same.     And  the  said  city  justices  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  cases  of  larceny,  and  may  hear  and  try  the  same  where 
the  amount  claimed  to  have  been  stolen,  does  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.     In  all  prosecutions  for 
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^isaaulte,  batteries  aad  afirays,  and  for  all  other  offenses 
not  indictable,  and  in  all  civil  suits  or  proceedings  before

•cases  of  convictions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affrays  with- 
in said  city,  and  in  all  cases  of  convictions  undei:  any 
ordinances  of  the  city  for  breach  of  the  peace,  disorderly 
conduct,  keeping  houses  of  ill-fame,  or  frequenting  the 
same,  and  of  keeping  and  maintaining  disorderly  and  ill- 
governed  houses,  the  said  justices  shall  have  power,  in 
4iddition  to  the  fines  or  penalties  imposed  to  compel  said 
offenders  to  give  security  for  their  good  behavior,  and  to 
keep  the  peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  The  said 
Justices  shall  have  the  same  power  in  cases  of  contempt 
as  a  justice  of  the  peace  under  laws  now  in  force.

collected  or  received  by  them  belonging  to  said  city ;  and 
said  justices  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  county 
of  Steams  such  fees  in  criminal  cases,  as  are  allowed  by 
statute  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  12.  The  common  council  may  allow  the  city 
jastices  such  amount  for  office  rent  as  may  be  deemed  just.  iSS^J^aT 
Said  justices  shall  be  in  attendance  at  their  offices  for  the  ^^^^t^oA^^- 
transaction  of  business  at  such  reasonable  hours  as  the 
common  council  may  prescribe,  and  complaints  may  be 
made  to,  and  writs  and  process  issued  by  them  at  all 
times  in  court  or  otherwise. 

Sjso.  13.  In  all  suits  brought  on  behalf  of  said  city  for 
the  recovery  of  any  forfeiture,  fine  or  penalty,  in  all  cases 
arising  on  complaints  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance,

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Tax  aathoiized  assault,  batterv  or  affray,  or  other  misdemeanor,  or  crim- 
ibrwhtttpu^  inal  offense,  not  iodictable,  committed  within  said  city^ 
^^^'  the  said  justices  shall  be  authorized  to  tax,  with  the  other 

legal  costs,  one  dollar  for  each  trial  and  their  residence  m 
said  city  shall  not  deprivd  them  of  jurisdiction  of  actions 
brought  in  favor  of  or  against  said  city,  when  said  ac- 
tions are  otherwise  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  or 
the  peace :  Provided^  That  said  fee  of  one  dollar  shall 
shall  not  be  collected  from  the  county  of  Steams  or  th& 
city  of  St.  Cloud. 

Sec.  14.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  re- 
port  oondidor'  port  to  the   commou   council  the  financial  condition  of  the 
wi^^^^l^^jil^  <^ity,  whenever  the  common   council  shall  require.     He^ 
shall  make  and  keep  a  list  of  outstanding  city  bonds  and  or- 
ders to  whom  issued,  for  what  purposes,  when  and  where 
payable,  and  the  rate  of  interest  they  respectively  bear,  and 
recommend  such  action  to  the  common  council   as  will  se- 
cure the  punctual  paymeiit  of  the  principal  and  interest  or 
such  bonds.     He  shall   repoi^   annually,  on  or  about  the 
first  of  May  to  the  common  council,  an  estimate  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  city  and  likewise  the  revenue  necessary  to  be 
raised  for  the  current  year :  and  the  fiscal  year  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  day   of  May.     He  shall  gnake  or  cause 
to  be  made  estimates,  of  any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city, 
and  countersign  all  contracts  made  on  behalf  of  the  city, 
and   certificates  of  work  authorized   by  any  committee  or 
the  common  coun(;iI,  or  by  any  city  officer  and  every  con- 
tract made  in   behalf  ot  the  city,  or  to  which  the  city  is  & 
party,  shall  be  void  unless  signed  by  the  clerk  and  mayor. 
Sec.  15.     The  city  clerk  shall  keep  reguh  r  books  ot  ac- 
count in  which  he  shall  enter  all  indebtedness  of  the  city,, 
and  which  shall  at  all  times  show  the  precipe  financial  con- 
To  keep  acooimt  dition  of  the  city  ;  the  amount  of  bonds,  orders  certificatea 
neMof  the  dtj.  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  common 
council,  tLe  amount  of  all  bonds,  orders,  certificates  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  which  have  been  redeemed, 
and  the  amount  of  each  outstanding ;  to  countersign  alL 
bonds,   orders  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the 
'city,  and  to  keep  accurate  accounts  thereof  stating  to  whom, 
and  for  what  purpose  issued,  and  the  amount  thereof ;  to 
keep  accounts  with  all  receiving  and  disbursing  officers  of 
the  city   showing  the  amount  they  have  received  from 
the  different  sources  of  revenue,  and  the  amount  which 
they  have  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  common 
council. 
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Sec.  1&.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  certificates  issued  To  make  report 
for  work  or  any  other  purpose ;  and  before  the  levy  by  1^^^^^!^' 
the  common  council  of  any  special  tax  upon  the  property 
in  the  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  report  to  the  com- 
mon council  a  schedule  of  all  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  which 
may  be  subject  to  the  proposed  special  tax  or  assessment, 
and  also  the  amount  of  such  special  tax  or  assessment 
which  it  may  be  necessary  to  levy  on  such  lots  or  parcels 
of  land  which  said  schedule  shall  be  certified  by  the.  affi- 
davit of  the  clerk  and  shall  be  prima  fiicie  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated  in  all  cases  where  the  validity  of  such 
special  tax  or  assessment  shall  come  in  question.  The 
common  council  shall,  if  from  such  report  they  deem  such 
special  tax  legal  and  just  cause  the  same  to  be  levied  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.

until  the  amount  of  taxes,  actually  collected  be  ascertained ; 
and  during  the  ren^ainder  of  the  fiscal  year  he  shall  not 
countersign  any  contract  the  expenses  of  which  shall  exceed 
the  revenue  actually  collected  for  the  fund  to  which  such 
expenses  are  properly  chargeable. 

Sec.  18.     The  clerk  shall  examine  all  the  reports,  n^^yexMnine 
books,  'papers,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  city  treasurer,  ho^,  ftc.,  of 
and  from  time  to  time  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as        ^'^' 
the  common  council  may  direct.     All  claims  and  demands 
against  the  city,  befoie  they  are  allowed  by  the  common 
council  shall  be  audited  and  adjusted  by  the  clerk ;  all 
orders  on  the  treasurer  shall  be  examined  and   counter- 
signed by  him ;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  acts 
and  doings,  and  keep[a  bookjin  which  he  shall  enter  all  con- 
tracts, with  an  index  thereto ;   such  record  shall  be   open 
to  the  inspection  of  all  parties  interested.     He  shall  not  be 
interested   directly  or  indirectly   in  any  contract  or  job  to 
which  the  city  is  a  party,  or  in  which  the  city  is  interested ; 
and  any  contract  in  which  he  may  be  interested  is  null  and 
void. 

Sec.  19.     The  common  council,  at  their  first  meeting 
in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  may  elect  a 
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connen  to  ei«et  city  sutveyor,  who  shall  be  a  practical  sunreyor  and  en- 
^ui%iti2^'  gineer.  He  shall  keep  his  office  at  some  convenient 
«omp«DMtioii.  place  in  said  city,  and  the  common  council  shall  prescribe 
his  duties,  and  fix  the  fees  and  compensation  for  any  ser- 
vice performed  by  him.  All  surveys,  profiles,  plans  or 
estimates  made  by  him  for  the  city  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the 
office  of  the  surveyor,  open  to  the  inspection  of  persons 
interested ;  and  the  oame,  together  with  all  the  oooks  and 
papers  appertaining  to  said  office,  shall  be  delivered  over 
by  the  surveyor,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  to 
his  successor,  or  to  the  common  council. 

Sec.  20.  The  common  council,  at  their  first  meeting 
after  each  annual  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be, 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  to  do  the  city  printing,  giving 
public  notice  of  not  less  than  one  week,  in  such  manner  as

4^M^fpob^'  l>y  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  for  doing  said  print* 
««*ten,*o.  ijjg^  The  bid  or  bids  received  by  the  clerk  to  do 
said  printing  shall  be  publicly  opened  and  read  by  the 
clerk,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  common  council 
shall  appoint,  and  the  person  or  persons  offering  to  do  said 
printing  for  the  lowest  sum  or  price  in  any  newspaper 
published  iu  said  city,  and  who  shall  give  satisfactory  securi- 
ty for  the  performance  of  the  work,  shall  be  declared  the 
city  printer  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  the  newspaper 
designated  in  said  accepted  bid  or  proposal,  shall  be  pub- 
lished all  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  other  proceedings  and 
matters  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  laws  or  ordinan- 
ces of  the  common  council  to  be  published  in  a  public 
newspaper.  The  city  printer  or  printers,  immediately  after 
the  publication  of  any  notice,  ordinance  or  resolution  whidi 
is  required  to  be  published,  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  a 
copy  of  such  publication,  with  tiis  affidavit,  or  the  affidavit 
of  his  or  their  foreman,  of  the  length  of  time  the  s^ime  has 
been  published ;  and  such  affidavit  shall  h^  prima  facie  ev- 
idence of  the  publication  of  such  notice}  ordinance  or  res- 
olution :  Provided^  That  if  no  person  will  publish,  or  of- 
fer to  publish  in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  city , 
such  ordinances  or  other  matter  as  the  common  council 
may  require  to  be  published,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  that 
now  prescribed  by  statute  for  legal  advertisements  or  no- 
tices, the  common  council  may  make  such  other  provisioa 
for  publishing  of  its  ordinances,  by-laws  and  matters  requi- 
ring publication  as  it  may  think  fit,  anything  herein  con- 
tained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Sec.  21.     If  aay  person,  having  been  an  officer  of  said 
•city,  shall  not,  within  ten   days  after  notification   and  re- penalty  for  re-'i 
<iuest,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  property,  books,  ^^Jf,  &^t u**^ 
papers  and  effeets  of  every   description  in  his   possession  J^^'*^'  ^ 
belonging  to  said  city,  or  pertaining  to  the  office  he  may 
have   held,  he  shall   forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  city, 
one  thousand  dollars  besides  all  damages   caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver,  and  said  successor,  may 
receive  possession  of  such  books,    papers   and   effects, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state. 

Sec.  22.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  at  any 
time  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed  by 
any  officers  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  not  inconsis-  J?oJS<lu^*" 
tent  with  this  act,  and  to  appoint  such  other  officers,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carr}''  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  to  prescribe  the  duties,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for,  but  no  officer  elected  or  appointed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, or  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  hereinbefore  provided 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  or  appointed  and  duly  qualified. 
The  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  unless  herein 
otherwise  provided,  to  fix  the  compensation  of  all  officers 
elected  or  appointed  under  this  act,  and  such  compensation 
shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  ;  and  in  regard  to  all  offices 
orcated^  by  this  charter,  the  compensation  shall  be  fixed 
within  three  month  from  the  first  organization  and  meeting 
of  the  common  council;  and  the  compensation  so  fixed 
shall  not  be  changed  previous  to  the  annual  city  election 
in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine ;  and  after  the  present 
year,  the  compensation  of  officers  shall  be  fixed  for  the 
fiscal  year  in  the  month  of  May  of  each  year,  except  for 
euch  offices  as  may  hereafter  be  created,  in  regard  to  which 
the  compensation  shall  be  fixed  at  the  time  of  the  creation 
of  such  office,  nor  shall  the  compensation  of  any  officer, 
after  having  been  fixed,  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
the  term  for  which  such  officer  was  elected  or  appointed. 
No  officer  elected  or  appointed  to  office  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  charter  shall  be  a  party  to  or  interested  in  any 
contract  in  which  the  city  is  interested,  made  while  such 
officer  is  holding  office.  Provided^  That  no  mayor  or 
alderman  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services 
as  such  under  this  charter. 

Sec.  2  d .  The  mayor  or  acti  ng  mayor,  sheriff  of  the  conn-  who  deemed  !• 
ty   of  Steams   or  his  deputy  or  deputies,  coroner,  and  Se^pewe!  *^' 
each  alderman,  the  city  justices,  police  officers  and  watch-

men,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  suppress  id  a  summarrr 
maimer  all  rioting  and  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits 
of  the  city,  and  for  such  purpose  may  command  the  assis- 
tance of  the  by-standers,  and,  if  need  be,  of  all  the  citizens 
and  military  companies ;  and  if  any  person,  by-stander, 
military  officer  or  private  shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining 
the  peace  when  so  required,  each  person  so  refusing  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars ;  and  in  cases  where 
the  civil  power  may  be  required  to  suppress  riot  or  dis- 
orderly behavior,  the  superior  or  senior  officer  present  in 
the  order  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall  direct  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

THE  OOMMON  COUNCIL — ^ITS  GENERAL  FOWEB8  AND  DUTIES. 

Section  1.     The  aldermen  shall  constitute  the  common 
council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordinances  shall  be,  ^'the  com- 
mon council  of  the  city  of  St.  Cloud  do  ordain,"  &c.     The 
style  of  ordinan.  commou  couucil  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
wberecoancuto  by  rcsolutiou   may   direct.     A   majority  of  the  aldermen 
meet-quorum,  g^^jj  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.     The  common  council  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  mayor  may  call  special  meetings,  by  notice 
to  each  of  the  members,  to  be  delivered  personally  or  left 
To  hold  stated   at  their  usual  place  of  abode.     The  common  council   shall 
S'to^^aiu^dS  be  the  judges  ot  the  election  and  qualification  of  its  own 
to*M*e of'ie  members,  and  in  such  cases  shall  have  power  to  send  tor 
quaiiticauons.    persous   and   papers,  aud  shall   determine  the   rules  of 
its  own  proceedings,  and  have  power  to  compel  the  atten* 
dance  of  absent  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  manage- 
SS? financed'  ^lent  and  control  ot  the  finances  and  all  the  property 
itarther  powers,  of  the  city,  and  shall  likewise,  in  addition  to  the  power 
herein  vested  in  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  enforce,  al- 
ter, modify,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  good 
order  of  the  city,  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  intem- 
perance, and  for  the  prevention  of  crime,  as  they  shall 
deem,  expedient ;  they  shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  city  prison  and  watch  bouses  for  the  impris- 
onment, cuL-tody  and  safe  keeking  of  all  persons  arrested 
or  charged  with  any  offence  whatever  in  any  way  cogniza- 
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blc before  the  city  justice;  to  make  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  and  management  of  such  prison 
and  watch  houses,  to  appoint  keepers  and  other  officers  for 
the  same  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compen- 
sations .The  keeper  of  said  prison  and  watch  houses  shall 
have  and  possess  all  the  authority  of  a  jailor  at  common  law 
or  by  the  laws  of  the  state.  The  common  council  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  declare  and  impose  penalties  and 
punishments  9  and  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  violate  any  provisions  of  any  ordinance 
or  by-law  passed  or  ordained  by  them,  and  all  such  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  have  all 
force  ol  law :  Provided,  That  they  be  not  repugnant  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
state  ol  Minnesota,  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have  au- 
thority by  ordinance  and  resolution  or  by-laws — 

Firstr-^To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibitions  of  com- 
mon showmen,  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibitions  of 
caravans,  circuses,  concerts  or  theatrical  performances, 
billiard  tables,  pigeon  hole  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys, 
bowling  saloons,  to  grant  licenses  to  and  regulate  auctions  S^^^^'^* 
and  auctioneers,  insurance  agencies  and  offices,  to  li- 
cense tavern  keepers  and  victualing  house  keepers  and  all 
persons  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors  : 
Providedj  That  all  license  for  so  dealing  in  spirituous; 
vinous  or  fermented  liquors  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  a  year,  and  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  a 
less  term  than  one  year,  and  that  all  licenses  shall  com- 
mence and  termiate  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May  in  each 
year. 

Second — To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of 
gambling  and  fraudulent  devices  and  practices,  and  all 
playing  of  cards,  dice  or  other  games  of  chance,  for  the 
purpose  of  gambling  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain  any  per- ' 
Boa  from  vending,  giving  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous 
or  fermented  liquors  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  common 
council. 

Third — To  prevent  any  riots  or  disorderly  assemblages 
in  said  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and- punish- 
ment of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
same,  to  suppress  or  restrain  disorderly  houses,  and  houses 
of  ill-fame,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment 
of  the  keepers  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  seizure  -and 
destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the  purpose  of  gamb- 
ling. 
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FwLrth — ^To  compel  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  cell'ir, 
^alloWM^handler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  baruor 
privy,  sewer  or  other  unwholesome  structure  or  place,  to 
xsieanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as 
x>fton  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort 
^iid  cooveuieuce  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city. 

FifUi — ^To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  breweries  and  distUieries, 
and  to  establish  rates  for  and  to  license  venders  of  gunpow- 
d^,  and  regulate  the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of 
gmipowder,  or  other  combustible  materials. 

8ixih — ^To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks, alleys,  lanes  and  public  grounds  with  carriages, 
carts,  wagons,  sleighs  or  other  vehicles,  or  with  boxes, 
lumber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings  or  any  other  materials  or 
substance  whatever. 

Seventh — ^To  prevent  and  punish  immoderate  driving  or 
cauZdu.^  ^  riding  in  the  streets,  to  regulate  the  speed  of  cars  and  lo- 
comotives in  said  city,  and  to  prevent  their  obstructing  the 
streets  of  said  city,  to  compel  persons  to  fasten  their  horses 
or  other  animals  attached  to  vehicles  or  otherwise,  while 
standing  in  the  street,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing 
or  swimming  on  the  waters  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Eighth — To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same,  and  to  impose 
penalties  upon  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of 
the  ordinance. 

Ninth — ^To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  authorize  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner,  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  the  ordinance. 

Tenth — ^To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing or  having  within  said  city  any  putrid  carcass  or  other 
unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal  of  the 
same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  upon  their  premises  any 
such  substance,  or  any  putrid  or  unsound  meat,  flesh  or 
fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind,  and  to  authorize  the 
removal  of  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 

Meventh — ^To  establish  and  construct  public  pounds, 
pumps,  wells,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  and  hydrants ;  to  erect 
lamps  and  provide  tor  the  lighting  of  the  city,  and  to  con- 
trol the  erection  of  gas  works  or  other  works  tor  lighting 
the  fotreets,  public  grounds  and  public  buildings,  and  to 
create,  alter  and  extend  lamp  districts ;  to  regulate  and 
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license  hacks,  carts,  omnibuses,  and  the  charges  of  hack- 
men,  draymen,  cabmen  and  omnibus  drivers  in  the  city. 

Tweljth — To  establish  and  regulate  boards  of  health, 
provide  hospitals  and  hospital  grounds,  and  the  registra- 
tion of  births  and  deaths,  and  the  returns  of  bills  of  mor- 
tality, and  to  regulate  or  prevent,  if  deemed  expedient,  the 
burial  of  the  dead  within  the  city  limits,  and  to  provide  for 
the  removal  of  any  mortal  remains  now  interred  within  such 
limits,  to  such  cemetery  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Thirteenth — ^To  regulate  the  size  and  weight  of  bread 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread  baked 
contrary  thereto. 

Fourteenth — ^To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving 
any  horse,  mule,  or  ox  or  any  other  animal  on  the  sidewalks 
in  said  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  damage  to  said  side- 
walks. 

Fifteenth — To  prevent  the  discharge  of  fire-arms  or 
crackers,  and  to  prevent  the  exhibition  of  any  fireworks  in 
anj'  situation  which  may  be  considered  by  the  common 
council  as  dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any  property  therein,  or 
annoying  to  any  citizen  thereof.  SSSu.^**^ 

Sixteenth — ^To  restrain  and  regulate  parties,  runners, 
agents  and  solicitors  for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  cars  and 
public  houses  or  other  establishments. 

Seventeenth — ^To  prevent  open  and  notoriousdrunkenness, 
obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  the  city,  and 
to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishment  of  all  persons 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Eighteenth — To  establish  public  markets  and  other  pub- 
lic buildinsrs,  and  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  same  ;  to  appoint  suitable  officers  for  over- 
seeing and  regulating  such  markets,  and  to  restrain  all 
persons  from  interrupting  or  interfering  with  the  due  ob- 
servance of  such  rules  and  regulations. 

Nineteenth — To  license  and  regulate  butcher  shops  and 
stands  for  the  sale  of  game,  poultry,  butchers'  meats,  but- 
ter, fish  and  other  provisions. 

Twentieth — To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  weigh- 
ing and  selling  hay,  and  the  measuring  and  selling  of  fire- 
wood, peat,  coal,  and  lime,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  superintend  and  conduct  the  same. 

Twenty-first — ^To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of 

buildings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish 

from  the   sidewalks,  street  or  alley  opposite  thereto,  and 

to  compel  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  from  the  lot 
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owned  or  occupied  by  him,  all  such  substances  as  the 
board  of  health  shall  direct,  and  in  his  default  to  author- 
ize the  removal  or  destruction  thereof  by  some  officer  at 
.  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

Tiventysecond — To  regulate,  and  control  and  prevent  the 
landing  of  persons  from  boats,  vessels  or  other  conveyan- 
ces whereon  are  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  or  dis- 
orders, and  to  make  such  disposition  of  such  persons  as 
to  preserve  the  health  of  the  city. 

TwerUy^hird — ^To  regulate  the  time,  manner  and  place 
of  holding  public  auctions  and  vendues.

Thirtieth — To  do  all  acts  and  make  all  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  preservation  of 
the  public  health,  or  the  suppression  of  disease,  and  to 
make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contaffioos 
diseases  into  the  city  and  to  make  quarantine  laws  ana  en- 
force the  same  within  the  pity. 

Ihirty-firat — ^To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants,  mendi- 
cants, street  beggars  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of 
the  same. 
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Thirty-second — Fines,  penalties  and  punishmentSy  im- 
posed by  the  common  council  for  the  breach  of  any  ordi- 
nance, by-law,  or  regulation  of  said  city,  may  extend  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprison-

and  fire :  Promdedy  That  such  taxes  shall,  in  no  one  year,. 
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exceed  six  mills  upon  a  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation ; 
And  provided  further^  That  for  the  improvements  in  this 
section  mentioned,  the  common  council  shall  have  the  power 
to  assess  the  tax  to  pay  the  same  upon  the  ward  or  wards 
benefited  by  such  improvements,  in  such  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  the  common  council  may  think  just  and 
equitable.  The  tax  shall  be  apportioned  upon  a  cash  valu- 
ation of  the  property,  which  it  shall  be  determined  is  lia- 
ble to  assessment  for  such  improvements.  No  debt  shall 
be  incurred  or  created  by  the  city,  the  common  council, 
or  any  officer  of  the  city,  except  pursuant  to  the  authority 
herein  expressly  given  for  that  purpose ;  and  no  order  or 
orders  shall  be  issued  upon  the  city  treasury  exceeding 
in  amount  the  tax  collected  or  asses^^d  and  in  process  of 
collection,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.

CHAPTER  VI. 

STREETS,   BBIDGES   AND  PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

Section  1.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
Oouiditooon.  ^^y^  the  care,  supervision  and  control  of  all  the  highways, 
troi  highway.,  bridges,  strccts,  alleys,  public  squares  and  grounds 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  power  to 
build  and  keep  in  repair,  bridges,  lay  out,  open,  alter  and 
vacate  public  squares,  highways,  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
and  widen  or  straighten  the  same,  and  to  take  grounds  for 
the  site  of  public  buildings,  subject  to  the  assessment  of 
damages  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  order 
<meo£gandgx«-  and  coutract  for  the  opening,  grading,  repairing  and  cleans- 
dbgstnete,&c.  j^g  of  the  strccts,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reservoirs,  cis- 
terns, gutters,  sewers  and  sidewalks  within  the  city^  and 
to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  thereon ;  and 
all  such  improvements  shall  be  superintended  b}  the  street 
commissioner. 
Sec.  3.    Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private 
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property  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  the  last  two 
sections,  application  shall  be  made  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mon council  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  for  Steams 
county,  who  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  and  qualified  electors  of  the  city,  and 
one  of  whom  at  least  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  in 
which  is  situated  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  to 
view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  may  be 
occasioned  by  the  taking  of  such  property.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  notified,  as  soon  as  practicable,  by  the 
<city  clerk  to  attend  at  his  office  on  a  day  fixed  by  him, 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  and  entering  upon  their  du- 
ties ;  and  in  case  any  such  commissioner,  upon  being  so 
notified,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  as  aforesaid,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  city  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  how  to  proceed 
dollars,  and  may  be  prosecuted  therefor  before  the  city  S^SJe^S^to'^ 
justice,  as  in  the  case  for  fines  imposed  for  the  violation  of  property, 
any  city  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation ;  and  the  com- 
missioners in  attendance  shall  be  authorized  to  fill  the  va- 
cancies by  the  selection  of  a  proper  person  or  persons^  or 
application  may  be  m&de  to  the  district  judge  aforesaid,  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  The  commissioners  shall  be  sworn  by 
the  city  clerk,  or  any  other  officer  authorized  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  to  discharge  their  duties  as  commissioners  in 
the  matter  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  and  to  make  due 
return  of  their  actions  and  doings  to  the  common  council, 
which  said  oath  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed 
by  said  commissioners,  and  which,  together  with  the  ap- 
pointments of  said  commissioners,  (which  shall  also  be 
in  writing)  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  The 
«aid  commissioners  shall,  with  all  reasonable  dispatch,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  city  surveyor,  cause  a  survey  and  plat 
of  said  improvement  or  ground  to  be  made  and  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  exhibiting  as  far  as  practicable  the 
land  or  parcels  of  property  to  be  taken,  or  which  may 
be  damaged  thereby,  and  shall  thereupon  lix  a  time 
and  place  when  they  will  meet  and  assess  the  damages  for 
the  property  to  be  taken,  or  that  may  be  damaged  by  the 
proposed  improvement.  Such  time  shall  be  sufficient  to 
give  personal  notice  to  the  owners  or  their  agents  of  the 
property  to  be  taken  or  injured  ;  the  city  clerk  shall  thereu{>on 
immediately  cause  a  notice  in  writing  of  the  time,  place  and 
purpose  of  the  meeting  of  the  commissioners,  to  be  served 
upon  each  of  the  owners  (or  their  agents)  of  the  said  prop- 
erty, and  proof  of  service  shall  be  made  and  filed  with  the 
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report  of  the  commissioners.  In  case  any  of  the  owners  are- 
non-residents  of  the  state,  such  notice  (-hall  be  mailed  to 
them  at  their  residence,  and  if  their  residence  is  unknown, 
and  cannot  be  ascertained  upon  diligent  inquiry,  such 
fact  must  appear  by  affidavit,  and  in  such  case  notice 
shall  be  given  by  publication  in  the  city  papers  for  the 
space  of  four  weeks,  said  notice  to  be  published  at 
least  once  in  each  week.  If  any  such  owners  are  infants, 
a  guardian  must  be  appointed  before  the  damages  are 
assessed,  and  notice  given  to  the  guardian.  And  the 
like  notice  shall  be  served  upon  lessees,  mortgagees  and 
judgment  creditors.  At  the  time  and  place  designated 
in  such  notice  the  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  view 
premises ;  may  hear  any  evidence  offered  by  the  parties 
interested,  and  adjourn  from  day  to  day  for  said  purpose* 
When  their  said  hearing  aforesaid  shall  be  concluded,  they

property.  taken,  or  which  may  be  damaged  by  such  improvement, 
and  in  so  doing  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of 
the  property  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  such  other  dama- 
ges as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  and  also  the  advantages 
which  shall  accrue  to  such  owner  or  owners,  in  making 
such  improvement.  If  there  should  be  any  building  stana- 
ing  in  whole  or  in  part  upon  the  land  to  be  taken,  the 
said  commissioners  in  each  case,  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  damages  tp  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof,  in  case  Ciuch  building  or  as  much  thereof 
as  might  be  necessary,  should  be  taken,  and  also  determine 
and  assess  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  paid  to  such  owner 
or  owners,  in  case  he  or  they  should  elect  to  remove  such 
building,  and  the  damages  in  relation  to  buildings  shall  be 
assessed  separately  from  the  damages  in  relation  to  land 
upon  which  they  are  erected.  If  the  land  and  buildings 
belong  to  different  persons,  or  if  the  land  be  subject  to 
lease,  mortgage,  judgment  or  other  lien,  or  if  there  be  any 
estate  in  it  less  than  an  estate  in  fee,  the  injury  or  damage 
done  to  such  persons  or  interests  respectively  may  be 
awarded  to  them  by  the  commissioners  less  the  benefit  re- 
sulting to  them  from  the  improvements.  Said  commis- 
sioners, having  ascertained  and  assessed  the  damages  as 
aforesaid,  shall  make  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  a  written 
report  to  the  common  council  of  their  action  in  the  prem-^ 
ises,  embracing  a  schedule  or  assessment  of  the  damages 
in  each  case,  with  a  description  of  the  land  and  the  names 
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of  tlie  owners,  if  known  to  them,  and  also  a  statement  of 
the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  Upon  such  report  being 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk,  said  city  clerk  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  said  city  a  notice  to 
the  effect  that  said  assessment  has  been  returned  and  filed, 
and  that  the  same  will  be  confirmed  by  the  common  coun- 
cil, at  a  meeting  then  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  and  shall 
be  at  least  ten  days  after  the  publication  thereof,  u:iless 
objections  are  made  in  writing  by  persons  interested  in  any 
lands  required  to  be  taken.  Any  persons  interested  in 
buildings,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  land  to  be  taken,  shall, 
on  or  before  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  notify  the 
^)ommon  council,  in  writing,  of  their  election  to  remove  said 
buildings  (if  they  so  elect)  according  to  the  award  of  the 
commissioners.  The  common  council  upon  the  day  fixed 
for  the  Consideration  of  said  report,  or  at  any  subsequent 
meeting  to  be  held,  to  which  the  same  may  stand  over  or  be  ^hlL^neSSw* 
referred,  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion  to  confirm,  re-  to  take  priyate^ 
vise  or  annul  the  assessment  or  to  discontinue  or  postpone  ^^^^'^^ 
indefinitelylthe  whole  proceedings,  giving  due  consideration 
to  the  claims  and  objections  interposed  by  the  parties  inter- 
ested. The  damages  assessed  shall  be  paid,  or  tendered  to 
the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  deposited  and  set  apart  for  his  use 
as  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  the  said  city  shall  be  unable  to 
determine  to  whom  the  damages  in  anj  particular  case  so 
awarded  should  be  paid,  or  (in)  case  of  disputed  claims  in 
relation  thereto,  the  damages  in  such  case  may  be  depos- 
ited, by  the  order  of  the  common  council,  in  the  district 
court  of  Stearns  county,  in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  are 
paid  in  court,  until  claimants  and  parties  shall  substan- 
tiate their  claims  thereto.  In  case  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  buildings  as  atoresaid  shall  have  elected  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  to  remove  his  or  their  buildings,  he  or  they  shall 
so  remove  the  same  within  thirty  days  from  the  confirma- 
tion of  such  report,  or  within  such  further  time  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  allow  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  there- 
upon be  entitled  to  payment  from  the  city  of  the  amount 
of  damages  awarded  in  such  case,  in  case  of  removal.  When 
such  person  or  persons  shall  have  neglected  (after  such 
election)  to  remove  the  same  within  the  time  prescribed, 
such  buildings,  or  so  much  thereot  as  may  be  necessary,

ceedings. Any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  such  assess- 
ments, may,  by  notice  in  writing  served  on  the  mayor  of 
said  city,  a  copy  whereof,  with  proof  of  service,  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  for  the 
county  of  Steams,  within  twenty  days  after  the  confirma- 
tion of  such  report  or  assessment  of  damages,  appeal  from 
such  assessment  to  the  district  court  aforesaid.  Such  ap- 
peal shall  be  tried  by  the  court,  or  jury,  or  both,  as  in  ordi- 
nary cases ;  but  no  pleading  shall  be  required,  and  the 
party  appealing  shaU  specify,  in  the  notice  of  appeal,  the 
grounds  of  objection  to  such  assessment,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  have  any  other  objections  than  those  so  speci- 
fied considered ;  and  a  transcript  of  such  report,  certified 
by  the  city  clerk,  or  the  orginal  thereof,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated ;  and  that  said  as- 
sessment was  regular  and  just  and  made  in  conformity  ta 
law,  and  that  all  proper  notices  were  given,  and  proper 
proceedings  had.  Such  appeal  shall  be  entered  and  brought 
on  for  trial  and  be  governed  by  the  same  rules  in  ether  re- 
spects as  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  actions. 
And  the  property  shall  not  be  taken  until  said  appeal  is* 
heard  aiid  determined. 

CHAPTER  Vn. 

FIRE   DEPABTMENT. 

Section  1.     The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of 

oonneiitopre-  guarding  against  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to 

•oribeareumiu.  prescribe  the   limits    within   which    wooden     or     other 

buildings,  the  materials  or  construction  of  which  shall  be 

regarded  as  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  shall  not 

hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  repaired,  and  to  direct  that 

all   and  any  buildings  within   the  limits   prescribed,  shall 

hereafter  be  built  and  constructed  in  such  manner  and  of 
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such  materials,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, shall  not  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  and 
to  prohibit  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings 
within  the  fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  dam- 
aged by  fire  or  otherwise,  to  the  extent  of  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  value  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  as- 
certaining such  damages.  The  common  council  shall  hav- 
power,  by  resolution,  to  order  any  building,  structure,  or 
materials  therefor,  hereafter  erected,  or  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, of  which  the  construction  or  materials  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  surrounding  property,  to  be  taken  down  or  re- 
moved beyond  the  fire  limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  the  notice  to  be  given  to  the  owner  or 
agent  to  remove  such  building,  and  in  case  the  same  is 
not  removed  in  pursuance *of  the  notice  given,  to  order  the 
same  to  be  taken  down,  removed  by  the  police,  or  in  such 
manner  as  the  common  council  may  see  fit.  And  the  common 
council  may  prescribe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  any  ordinance  made  and 
enacted  to  carry  out  the  provisions  thereof,  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  which  may  be  imp- 
posed  by  the  city  justice,  upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen. 

c^^EC.  2.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
vent the  dangerous  construction  and  condition  of  chim-  to prevent  dan- 
neys,  fire-places,  stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers,  g'JgJJJJJJ^^^^ 
and  apparatus  used  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  or  placed  in  a  safe  or  se- 
cure condition,  when  considered  dangerous.  To  prevent 
the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  throwing  of 
ashes  into  the  streets  and  alleys.  To  require  inhabitants 
to  provide  as  many  fire  buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and 
time  as  they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of 
them  in  time  of  fire.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying 
on  of  manufactures  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting 
fires.  To  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fire  arms  and 
fireworks.  To  authorize  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire  war- 
dens and  other  officers  of  the  city  to  keep  away  from  the  ^ 
vicinity  of  any  fire,  all  idle  and  suspected  persons,  and  to 
compel  all  bystanders  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires 
and  the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to  danger  thereat, 
and  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  the  preven- 
tion and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  common  council 
may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  3.     The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase fire  engines  and  all  other  apparatus  which  may  be 
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ToporehMeflN  required  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  authorize 
Sf^iJiSi^i?*'  the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose 
exemptioni.  companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  proper  support  and  reg- 
ulation of  the  same,  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be 
disbanded,  their  public  meetings  to  be  prohibited  and  their 
apparatus  to  be  given  up.  Every  member  of  each  com- 
pany  which  may  be  authorized  to  be  formed  shall  be 
exempt  from  highway  work  and  poll  tax,  from  serving  on 
juries,  and  from  military  duty  during  the  continuance  of 
such  membership. 

Sec.  4.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
SlSSSuS?*^  point  the  chief  engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers  of  the 
Bngiiieen.  flj.^  department,  and  also  one  fire  warden  in  each  ward, 
*  and  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  such  officers. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  person  shall  refuse  to  obey  any 
^Si^r^dbey  lawful  Order  of  any  engineer,  fire  warden,  mayor  or  alder- 
ordenuaflro.  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^  g^.^^  j^  ^^^  y^  lawful  for  the  officcr  giving 

such  order  to  arrest,  or  to  direct  orally  any  constable, 
police  officer,  watchman  or  any  citizen,  to  arrest  such  per- 
son, and  to  confine  him  temporarily  in  any  safe  place, 
until  such  fire  shall  be  extinguished ;  and  in  the  same  nian- 
ner  such  officers,  or  any  oi  them,  may  order  or  direct 
the  arrest  and  confinement,  of  any  person  at  such  fire  who 
shall  be  intoxicated  or  disorderly ;  and  any  person  who  shall 
refuse  to  obey  any  such  lawful  order,  or  who  shall  refuse 
to  arrest  or  aid  in  arresting  any  person  so  refusing,  shall  be 
liable  to  such  penalty  as  the  common  council  may  pre- 
scribe, not  exceeding  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  The  common  council  may  hereafter  by  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  establish  such  fire  limits  as  to 
them  shall  seem  proper ;  and  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
uSSpr^toJTii  fc>o  established  the  said  limits  shall  not  be  reduced  in  ex- 
ofth&Mctton.  tent,  and  any  building  of  which  the  construction  or  mate- 
rials or  uses  to  which  the  same  is  put  shall  expose  neigh- 
boring buildings  to  great  danger  of  fire,  and  which  shall  be 
hereafter  erected  within  said  limits,  shall  be  deemed  a  nui- 
sance and  may  be  dealt  with  as  provided  in  the  first  section 
of  this  chapter;  and  any  person  who  shall  erect  or  com- 
mence to  erect  any  such  building  within  said  fire  limits, 
shall  de  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by 
a  fine  imposed  by  a  city  justice,  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
dars. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  fire  engines  or 
other  apparatus  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires,  of  construct- 
ing engine  houses,  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  the  common 
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•couQcil  of  said  city,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  city 
to  an  amount  necessary,  but  not  exceeding  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  ^i^^^g^^^^Q^ 
cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  in  not  less  than  one  year  nor  J^p"*5^JJJ|^ 
more    than    six  years,  the    intereit  to  be    payable  an-      *'^ 
inually  or  semi-annually  as  the  common  council  may  deter- 
mine ;  and  said  bonds  may  be  of  such  denomination  as  said 
council  may  determine.     And  the  common  council  shall 
have  power  to  apportion  the  tax  to  be  levied  to  pay  said 
bonds  or  interest,  upon  the  different  wards,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  deem  just  and  in  proportion  to  the  ben- 
-efits  received  by  the  several  wards,  but  upon  a  cash  valua- 
tion of  the  property  charged  with  the  expense. 

CHAPTEE  Vni. 

STREET  GRADES  AND  SIDEWALKS*. 

Section  1.    The  common  council  may  cause  to  be  es- 
tablished from  time  to  time,  and  as  rapidly  as  theconven-^^^^^^,^^^ 
ience  of  the  inhabitants  may  require,  under  the  direction ^^v^"^^' 
of  the  city  surveyor,  the  grade  of  all  streets,  sidewalks         ^   ^"^ 
and  alleys   in  said  city,  and  shall  cause  accurate  profiles 
thereof  to  be  made  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city  sur- 
veyor. 

Seo.  2.     Whenever  the  common  council  shall  deem  it  i>aty  «f  s„e«t 
necessary  to  construct  or  repair  any  sidewalk  in  said  city  oommiMioaor. 
•of  St.   Cloud,  they  shall  require  the   street  conunissiouer    * 
to  notify  all  owners  an  J  occupants  of  any  lot  or  parcels  of 
land  adjoining  such  sidewalk  to  construct  or  repair  the 
same  at  his  or  their  own  proper  expense   and  charge, 
within  a  certain  time  designated  by  the  publication  in 
the    official   paper    of  said  city,   for  not  less  than  two 
weeks,  of  a  notice  to  said  owners  or  occupants,  setting 
forth  what  work  is  to  be  done,  and  the  character  of  the 
same,  by  such  owners  or  occupants,  and  the  time  within 
which  they  are  required  to  do  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  If  such  work  is  not  done  and  the  sidewalks 
not  built  or  repaired  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time

CHAPTER  IX. 

LIGHTmG  OP  STREETS — SUPPLY  OP  WATER. 

Section  1.     The  common  council  shall  have  authoritj^ 

To  ooDtraot for  to  coutract  with  any  person,  persons  or  corporations  for 

*  the  lighting  of  such  e^treets  or  parts  of  streets  and  public 

places  as  they  shall  deem  proper  for  the  convenience  and 

safety  of  the  inhabitants. 

Toanthorteetiie  ^^^'  ^'  ^^®  commou  couucil  may  permit  the  laying 
layingofsM  of  gas  pipcs  iu  any  and  all  the  streets,  alley?,  highways 
^*^*'*  and  public  grounds  of  the  city ;  but  in  all  cases  the  com- 

mon council  shall  regulate  the  laying  of  the  same,  so  that 
said  gas  pipts  may  not  at  any  time  interfere  with  the  con- 
struction of  common  sewers  or  the  lateral  bmuches  there- 
of, or  with  the  proper  and  convenient  location  of  water 
mains  and  pipes,  and  may  at  any  time  require  the  location 
of  any  gas  pipe  to  be  changed,  if  the  same  shall  be  found 
to  interfere  with  the  proper  and  convenient  location  of 
common  sewers  or  water  pipes  and  mains. 

Sec.  3.  The  common  council  may  pei-mitauy  party 
To  P^*^»jy  or  corporation  to  lay  water  mains  and  pipes  in  any  and  all 
lay  water  pipm.  streets,  alleys,  highways  and  public  grounds  of  the  city. 
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and  shall  regulate  the  position  of  the  same,  so  that  they 
shall  not  obstruct  or  interefere  with  the  common  sewers  or 
with  the  proper  drainage  of  the  city. 

CHAPTEE  X- 

MISCEIXANEOUS  PROYISIONS.

The  village  council  shall  appoint  one  over- 
seer of  each  road  district  and  they  shall  issue  a  wamint  to 
him  containing  the  whole  amount  of  highway  labor  and 
ovenemof  taxcs  asscssed  and  levied  in  his  district,  which  said  w^urant 
b^^^tod.  shall  be  returned  by  him  to  the  recorder  of  said  village. 
The  laws  of  the  state  shall  apply  to  warning,  working, 
sueing  for,  and  collecting  highway  taxes,  and  to  returning 
delinquent  taxes,  and  in  all  other  respects  except  as  herein 
expressly  provided.  The  village  council  shall  have  full 
power  to  direct  the  overseers,  when,  where  and  how  to  ex- 
pend the  labor  in  the  manner  to  be  directed  by  them  at 
any  point  beyond  the  limits  of  the  village.  The  village 
council  shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on  the 
supervisors  of  towns  in  levying  highway  taxes,  and  shall 
be  governed  and  restricted  in  the  amount  so  levied  by  the 
same  laws  applicable  to  s  .pervisors  of  towns  in  levying 
highway  and  labor  taxes.

The  mayor,  sheriff  of  Mower  county  and  each 
and  every  alderman,  marshall,  recorder  and  justice  of  the 
peace  and  constables  of  the  precinct  of  which  said  town  is  ^^^  daemad  to 
a  part,  shall  be  officers  of  the  peace,  and  suppress  in  a  sum-  ^^^^^  ®' 
maiy  manner  all  disorderly  behavior  within  the  limits  of 
the  village,  and  for  such  purposes  may  command  the  assis- 
tance of  the  bystanders,  and  if  any  pei'son  so  commanded 
shall  refuse  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  peace,  every  such 
person  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  five  dol- 
lars and  not  less  than  five  dollars.

may  be  issue^l  in  criminal  cases  by  any  justice  in  the  vill- 
age, but  no  fee  shall  be  received  therefor  by  said  justice. 
GRie  said  justice  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases 
cognizable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  which  the  village 
is  a  party,  and  shall  have  cognizance  and  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  suits,  prosecutions  or  proceeding  for  the  re- 
covery of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty,  under  any  by-law, 
ordinance  or  regulation  of  the  said  village  of  Austin,  or 
its  charter,  or  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  any  such  by- 
law, ordinance  or  regulation,  and  in  all  cases  of  offense 
committed  against  the  same.  All  prosecutions  for  assult, 
batteries  and  affrays,  not  indictable,  and  for  a  breach  or 
violation  of  any  such  by-law,  [ordinance,]  or  regulation, 
shall  be  commenced  in  ihe  name  of  the  village  of  Austin, 
and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  in  civil  and  criminal 
actions  as  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  belore  a  justice  of  the 
peace.  Provided^  That  in  case  of  prosecutions  for  a  breach 
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or  violation  of  an  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  of  said 
village  or  its  charter,  or  for  any  assault,  battery,  or  affray, 
not  indictable,  committed  within  the  village  limits,  no  ap- 
peal shall  be  allowed  where  the  judgment  or  fine  imposed, 
exclusive  of  costs,  is  less  than  fifteen  dollars.  In  all  cases 
of  convictions  for  assaults,  batteries,  and  affrays,  within  said 
village,  and  in  all  cases  ot  conviction  under  any  ordinance 
of  said  Village,  for  breaches  of  the  peace,,  disorderly  con- 
duct, keeping  houses  of  ill-fame  or  frequenting  the  same, 
and  of  keeping  or  maintaining  disorderly  and  ill-governed

titled to  receive  from  the  county  of  Mower,  such  fees  in 
criminal  cases  occurring  without  the  village  as  are  allowed 
to  other  justices  of  the  county  for  similar  services. 
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Seo.  21.  The  village  council  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time,  to  require  other  and  further  duties  to  be  per-  Farther  Dowen 
formed  by  any  officer  whose  duties  are  herein  prescribed,  of  oounou. 
and  to  appoint  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prescribe 
their  duties  and  compensation.  Such  compensation  shall 
be  fixed  at  the  time  the  office  is  created  or  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  di- 
minished during  the  time  such  officers  shall  remain  in  office.

village,  and  the  said  council  shall  likewise  have  full  power  troi  iinMioat--' 
and  authority  to  make,  enact,  ordain,  establish,  publish,  '^"^***"  pow«m. 
enforce,  alter  modify,  correct  and  repeal  all  such  ordinan- 
ces, rules  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  good  order 
of  the  village,  and  for  the  suppression  of  vice  as  they  shall 
deem  expedient,  and  declare  and  impose  penalties  by  fine 
and  imprisonment,  or  both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against 
any  person  or  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  such  onlinances,  rules  and  by-laws,  and  such  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  by-laws,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
Jiave  the  full  force  of  law,  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have 
authority  by  ordinances,  resolutions,  or  by-laws,  provided 
that  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws 
oftho  United  States  or  of  this  state. 

^irsl — ^To  license  and  to  regulate  the  exhibition  of  com- 
mon showmen  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  and  the  exhibition 
ot  caravans,  circuses,  concerts  and  theatrical  performan- 
ces, and  also  to  license  and  regulate  all  auctioneers,  bil- 
iiard  tables,   pigeon  hole  tables,  nine  or  ten  pin  alleys. 
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bowling  saloons,  butcher's  shops  and  butcher's  stalls,  and 
venders  of  butcher^s  meat,  pawn  brokers,  insurance  offices 
and  insurance  agencies,  taverns,  lager  beer  saioons,  vict- 
ualing houses,  and  all  persons  vending  dealing  in  or  dis- 
posing of  spiritous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors ; 
Provided^  That  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  for  any 
license  under  this  act ;  and  the  fee  for  issuing  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar ;  and  said  vill^e  council  may 
at  any  time  revoke  any  license  granted  under  this  act,  for 
malconduct  in  the  course  of  trs^e,  and  may  regulate  and 
restrain  the  sale  of  fresh  or  butcher's  meat  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  village,  and  punish  and  restrain  the 
forestalling  of  poultry,  game,  eggs  or  fruit,  within  said 
city.

and  to  provide  for  the  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nui- 
sances within  the  limits  of  the  village. 

Fifth — ^To   direct    the    location   and    management    or 
slaughter-houses  and  markets  in  said  village,  and  to  regu- 
late the  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  ot  gunpowder,  or 
other  combustible  materials. 

Sixth — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  or  alleys. 

Seventh — ^To  prevent  immoderate   driving  or  riding  in  • 
the  streets. 

Eighth — ^To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  to 
authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large,  con- 
trary to  the  ordinances,  and  to  impose  fines  upon  their 
owners. 

Ninth — ^To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit— 
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ing  or  having  within  the  village,  any  putrid  carcass  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the  removal 
of  the  same  by  a  competent  ofiBcer,  at  the  expense  of  such 
person  or  persons. 

lenth — To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps, 
water  cisterns  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erec- 
tion of  water  works,  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  inhab- 
itants, to  erect  lamps  or  other  means  whereby  to  light  the 
village,  to  regulate  and  license  hacks,  cabs,  drays,  carts, 
and  charges  of  hackmen,  coachmen,  draymen,  and  cart- 
men  of  the  village.

Fourteenth— To  license  and  regulate  peddlers,  runners, 
and  solicitors  for  stages,  public  houses,  railroads  and  other 
establishments,  and  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  village. 

Fifteenth — ^To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling 
and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weight  of  hay  and 
coal,  and  measuring  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel. 

Sixteenth — To  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of  build- 
ing or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  the 
sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto,  and  in  his 
default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  thereof, 
by  some  officer  of  the  village,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
or  occupant. 

Seventeenth — To  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious 
diseases  into  the  village. 

Eighteenth — To  regulate  the  time,  place  and  manner  of 
holding  public  auctions  or  vendues. 

Nineteenth — To  appropriate  money  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  village. 

JTwentUth — ^To  alter,  abolish,  open,  widen,  extend,  es- 
tablish, grade,  repair  or  otherwise  improve  or  keep  in  re- 
pair, streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys. 

Twenty-first — ^To  establish,  regulate  and  support  night 
watches. 

Twenty-second — ^To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  need- 
ful buildings  for  the  use  of  the  village.

As  a  judicial  officer  and  court  the  said 
police  court  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  authority,  juris- 
diction, powers  and  rights  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  justices 
courtB  in  civil  and  criminal  actions  and  proceedings,  and 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace 
and  justices  courts  of  all  civil  and  criminal  actions,  and  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  of  all  c-tses  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  ordinance,  by-law, 
rule,  regulation  or  resolution  of  the  said  village  council, 
and  the  said  police  justice  shall  receive  the  same  fees  as 
a  justice  of  the  peace  receives  for  his  services,  but   the 
village  shall  not  be  liable  for  his  fees  except  such  as  accrue 
in  prosecutions  or  actions  brought  in  the  name  of  the  cor- 
poration for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
lor  the  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  said  vil- 
lage.   Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  the 
police  justice  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  ef- 
fect as  from  other  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  19.  The  marshal  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and 
enjoy  all  the  rights  of  a  constable  of  this  states  and  beaabject 
DuiiMof  Ma]^  to  the  samc  liabilities,  it  shall  be  hisdutyto  execute  all  writs 
flbftV-^Mt. »  ^^j  processes  to  him  directed  by  the  police  justice  or  other 
judicial  officer^  and  when  necessary  in  criminal  cases,  or  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  or- 
dinance of  said  village,  or  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  reeo- 
lution  thereof,  he  may  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of 
the  state  of  Minnesota.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  suppress 
all  riots,  disturbances  and  breaches  of  the  peace^  and  to 
apprehend  all  disorderly  persons  in  said  village,  and  pur^ 
sue  and  arrest  any  person  fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part 
of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  to  apprehend  any  person  in  the 
act  of  committing  any  offence  against  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  ordinances, 
by-laws,  rules  or  regulations  of  fhe  village,  and  forthwith 
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to  bring  such  person  before  competent  authority  for  ex- 
amination, and  for  such  aud  other  similar  services  he  shall 
receive  like  fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables  for  like  ser- 
vices, and  for  other  services  such  compensation  as  the  vil- 
lage council  may  prescribe.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
marshal  to  see'  that  all  peddlers,  hawkers  and  common 
showmen  and  all  other  exhibitions  pay  their  licenses  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  this  act,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  vil- 
lage, and  in  default  of  payment  to  prosecute  for  the  same 
in  the  corporate  name  of  the  village,  and  pay  over  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  when  received  by  him,  and  also  to 
pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  sums  of  money  collected  by 
him  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  ordinances,  by-laws, 
rules  or  regulations  of  the  village,  after  dednotiug  his 
fees  allowed  by  law  therefrom. 

Sec.  20.  The  treasurer  of  the  village  shall  perform 
such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  may  be  lawfully 
required  of  him  by  the  ordinances,  rules,  by-laws,  regula- 
tions or  resolutions  of  said  village,  and  by-laws.  AIIJjJ^^^'Ttm- 
moneys  raised,  received,  recovered  and  collected  by  means 
of  any  tax,  license,  fines,  forfeitures  or  otherwise  under  the 
authority  of  this  act  or  which  belong  to  said  village,  shall 
be  paid  to  and  received  by  him,  and  shall  not  be  drawn 
therefrom  except  by  a  written  order  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident, and  countersigned  by  the  recorder,  by  order  of  the 
trustees,  such  orders  shall  specify  the  amount  of  money 
to  be  drawn,  and  its  objects.  Provided^  That  no  order 
or  orders  shall  be  drawn  on  the  treasurer  unless  first  au- 
thorized by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  of  the  village  council.  He  shall  keep  a  just  and 
accurate  account  of  all  moneys  and  other  things  coming 
into  his  hands  as  such  treasurer,  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
by  the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the*  village,  wherein  be  shall  note  the 
time  when,  the  person  from  whom,  the  amount  of  the  sever- 
al sums  received,  and  the  source  from  whence  the  same 
sums  arose,  which  said  book  at  all  seasonable  times  shall 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  the  village. 
He  shall  as  often  as  the  trustees  require,  render  to  said 
trustees  a  minute  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  pay 
over  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  moneys, 
books  and  vouches  in  his  possession  belonging  to  said 
village. 

Sbg.  21.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  keep 
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a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  especially  of 
i>atiMof  lu-  the  passage  of  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  resolutions  and 
oorder.  regulations,  and  also  a  faithful  record  of  the  doing  and  votes 

of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  at  their  anaual  and  other 
legal  meetings.  He  shall  give  to  each  person  elect- 
ed or  appointed,  notice  of  his  election  or  appointment,  and 
keep  on  file  all  papers  which  may  be  ordered  filed  by  the 
trustees.  The  records  kept  by  the  recorder,  shall  be  evi- 
dence in  all  legal  preceedings,  and  copies  of  all  papers 
duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records 
of  proceedings  of  the  ooard  of  trustees,  certified  by  him  un- 
der the  corporate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the 
contents  of  the  same.  He  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  said  village.  He  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate  account 
of  all  orders  drawn  on  the  treasury,  in  a  book  provided  for

voucher  against  the  villos^e.  The  recorder  of  the  village 
of  Brownsville  shall  perform  within  said  village,  all  and 
singular  the  duties  required  of  town  clerks  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  state.  The  president  and  recorder  shall 
have  power  to  administer  all  oaths  or  affirmations  necessary 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  officers. 

Sec  22.     The  president  and  trustees  shall  have  power 
at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  council,  to  require 
other  and  further  duties  to  be  performed  by  any  officer

Such  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  at 
the  time  the  office  is  created,  or  at  the  commencement  of 
the  term  of  office,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished 
during  the  time  such  officer  shall  remain  in  office.  Provide 
edf  That  the  compensation  of  the  president,  recorder  and 
trustees,  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  fixed  by  this  act. 
^S?to4euver     ^^^*  ^3.     If  any  person  having  been  an  officer  in  said 
•ooeeMwr  in^    village  shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request 
office.  deliver  to  his  succesor  in  office,  ail  property,  moneys,  books, 

and  papers,  and  efiects  of  every  description  in  his  possess- 
ion belonging  to  said  village  or  pertaining  to  the  office

'-which  he  may  have  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  and 
for  the  use  of  the  said  village,  one  hundred  dollars,  besides

books,  papers  and  effects,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
•laws  oi  this  state. 

Sec.  24.  The  style  of  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  2n?e2^o*JSi" 
president  and  trustees  in  council  assembled,  shall  be — ^-'The 
president  and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Brownsville  do  Or- 
dain as  follows :"  the  president  aud  two  trustees,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  president  three  trustees  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  the  transaction  of  any  business,  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  president  the  trustees  present  shall  ap- 
point one  of  their  number  president  pro  tem^  who  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  of  the  president.

-shall    deem'   expedient,   declaring   aud   imposing   pen- 
alties, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such  ordi- 
nances,  rules,  regulations,   resolutions  or  by-laws,  and 
«uch  ordinances,  rules,  regulations,  resolutions  or  b^-laws 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  power  and  force  of 
laws.      Ptovided^  That  they   be   not  repugnant  to  the 
•constitution  and  laws  ot  the  United  States  or  of  this  state, 
and  for  these  purposes  shall  have  authority  by  ordinance^ 
rule,  regulation,  resolution  or  by-laws. 

First — To  license  and  regulate  within  the  corporate  • 
.limits  of  said  village,  according  to  law  or  ordinance  or 
both,  the  selling,  vending  or  dealing  in  auy  manner  in 
T'inous,  spiritous,  malt,  fermented  or  intoxicating  liquors 
or  drinks.     To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  com- 
mon showmen  or  shows  of  every  kind, or  the  exhibition  of  any 
.•caravan,  circus  or  theatrical  or  slight  of  hand  performance. 
To  license  and  regulate  billiard  tables,  tenpin  or  other 
^l3all  alleys.    To  license  and  regulate  auctioners  and  ped- 
^  dlers,  venders  of  gunpowder  and  draymen,  and  to  revoke 
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any  such  license*  All  moneys  receiyed  for  any  sach  li- 
censes shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  village  for  its- 
use.  Provided^  That  in  no  instance  shall  the  sum  to  be 
paid  for  any  such  license  be  less  than  the  amount  fixed  and 
provided  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  where  the  same  is  estab-- 
lished  by  law. 

Second — ^To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  description  of 
gaming  with  cards,  dice  or  other  implements,  devices  or 
practices  by  whatever  manner  or  style  the  same  niay  be 
known  or  designated,  practiced  or  performed,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming. 

Third— To  prevent  any  riots,  disturbances  or  disorderly 
assemblages,  and  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
houses  or  groceries  and  houses  of  ill-fame. 
Powm  of  um  Fourth — To  direct  the  locatipn  and  mangement  of  slaugh* 
ter  houses  or  unwholesome  or  nauseous  house  or  place^ 
and  to  prevent  the  erection^  use  and  opcupation  of  the 
same. 

F\fth — ^To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  side- 
^    walks  and  alleys,  with  any  materials  or  substances  what- 
ever, tending  to  impede  the  free  use  and  enjoyment  of 
the  same  by  the  public. 

Sixth — To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  driving  or 
riding  in  the  streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds,  also  to> 
prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize 
the  destruction  of  the  same  in  a  summary  manner,  when 
at  large  contrary  to  the  ordinances. 

Seventh — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses, 
cattle,  mules,  swine  and  sheep,  and  to  authorize  the  dis- 
training, impounding  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Eighth — To  make  and  establish  a  pound  and  appoint  a 
pound  master,  also  to  protect  shade  and  ornamental  trees 
on  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds,  and  to  require 
the  owner  or  owners  of  lots  or  grounds  to  set  out  shade 
or  ornamental  trees  in  the  street  or  streets  fronting  the- 
'  same. 

Ninth — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  buildinga 
to  remove  snow,  dirt  or  rubbish  from  sidewalks,  streets  or 
alleys  opposite  thereto. 

Tenth— To  organize  fire  companies,  hook  and  ladder 
companies,  and  to  regulate  their  government,  to  provide- 
all  necessary  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  and  preve  n- 
tion  of  fires,  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof,  and  general  ly 
to  establish  such  measures  of  prudence  for  the  preventio  n. 
or  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
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Eleventh — To  restrain  drunkards,  immoderate  orinking 
or  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  other  places  in  said  village , 
and  to  provide  for  the  arresting,  removing  and  punishing 
of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Twel/lh — ^To  lease,  purchase  or  erect  any  and  all  build- 
ings whatsoever  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
village  as  a  municipal  corporation. 

Thirteenth — ^To  tax  every  male  resident  of  said  village 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  under  fifty  years,  two 
day's  labor,  or  in  lieu  thereof  the  sum  of  three  dollars,  an- 
nually to  be  appropriated  and  applied  iu  improving  the 
roads,  streets,  alloys  and  public  wharves  and  landings, 
under  the  direction  of  such  person  as  the  said  trustees  may 
appoint. 

Fourteenth — ^To  examine,  audit  and  adjust  the  accounts 
of  all  pel  sons  with  or  against  said  village.  The  officers  of 
8ud  village  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation  for 
their  services  except  as  in  this  act  provided.  The  presi- 
dent, recorder  and  trustees  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
dollar  per  day  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
Provided^  That  neither  of  the  said  officers  shall  receive 
payment  for  more  than  twenty  days  service  in  any  one 
year. 

Fifteenth — ^To  make,  open,  keep  in  repair,  grade,  im- 
prove, lay  out,  alter,  widen,  vacate  or  discontinue  streets, 
alleys,  sewers  and  sidewalks,  and  to  keep  and  protect 
them  from  injury  in  said  village. 

Sixteenth — Upon  the  application  of  the  owners  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  lots  upon  any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  or 
one  side  of  any  block,  to  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  on 
the  owners  of  the  lots  on  such  street  or  part  ot  a  street, 
according  to  their  respective  parts,  lots  or  tracts,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  sidewalk  along  the  same,  or  gradinng 
paving  or  otherwise  improving  the  street  along  the  same. 

Sec.  26.  Whenever  the  trustees  shall  levy  any  tax  for  Forwhrntpnr- 
the  purpose  of  grading,  paving  or  otherwise  improving  cSScud."*^^*^ 
any  street  or  part  of  a  street,  or  for  the  building  or  repair- 
ing any  sidewalk,  or  for  any  special  purpose,  they  shall 
make  out  and  deliver  to  the  street  commissioner  such  tax 
to  be  collected  and  expended  and  a  list  of  persons  and  a 
description  of  the  property  taxed;  and  thereupon  the 
street  commissioner  shall  notify  the  persons  named  in  such 
tax  list,  by  posting  a  notice  in  three  or  more  of  the  most 
public  places  in  the  said  village,  and  shall  specify  in  such 
notice  a  time  not  less  than  twenty  days  nor  more  than

thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  when  the  persons 
charged  with  taxes  m  such  list  may  pay  their  taxes  in  la- 
bor, materials  or  money,  and  the  persons  chaiged  with

be  required  by  such  street  commissioners,  pay  their  taxes 
in  labor  or  materials.  Provided^  The  labor  and  materials 
offered  in  payment  for  such  taxes  are  suitable  and  such  as 
may  be  required  by  said  street  commissioner. 

Sec.  27.  At  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the 
time  such  street  commissioners  shall  have  received  said  tax 
list,  he  shall  return  the  same  to  the  trustees,  accompanied 
Duty  of  Street  by  a  Statement  verified  by  his  affidavit  thereto  attached, 
showing  the  amount  of  tax  collected  in  labor  and  mater- 
ials and  the  amount  collected  in  money  and  the  manner  in 
which  such  money  has  been  expended  and  the  it^ms  of  ex- 
penditure, also  the  taxes  which  remain  unpaid  and  the 
persons  and  the  description  of  the  real  estate  and  lots  to

In  all  ca^es  in  relation  to  which  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  president  and  trustees  have  power 
to  pass  or  enact  ordinauoes,  rules,  resolutions,  by-laws  or 
DeftAit  of  pay.  regulations  in  relation  to  any  subject,  they  may  prescribe 
how  oouected.-  any  penalty  for  the  violation  of  such  ordmance,  rules,  reg- 
^Moou^l  ulation,  by-law  or  resolutions,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
for  any  one  offense  in  violation  or  non-observance  thereof, 
except  in  such  cases  whereby  the  laws  of  this  state 
a  penalty  is  fixed,  then  and  in  such  case  the  penalty  to 
be  prescribed  shall  not  exceed  the  penalty  so  fixed  by  the 
laws  of  this  state,  and  the  said  trustees  may  also  provide 
that  in  default  of  payment  ot  any  judgment  rendered  for 
such  violation  or  non-observance,  the  offender  may  be  im- 
prisoned for  such  time  as  they  may  by  such  ordinance,  by-

rant,  and  it  shall  be  sufficient  without  setting  forth  the  whM^dMieo 
special  matter  to  declare  generally,  stating  the  clause  ^^^jj*^^^^, 
of  this  act  or  by-law,  ordinance,  resolution,  rule  or  regu- 
lation under  which  the  action  is  brought.  The  defendant 
may  plead  the  general  issue  and  give  special  matter  in  evi- 
dence, and  a  printed  copy  of  an  ordinance,  by-law,  rule, 
regulation  or  resolution  published  in  a  newspaper  or  pam- 
phlet by  the  authority  of  the  trustees,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  passage  and  publication  of  such  ordinance, 
by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  resolution.

be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  publication  and  promul- 
gation of  such  ordinance,  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or 
resolution  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  within  ten  days 
after  such  publication,  they  with  said  affidavit  of  pub- 
lication shall  be  recorded  by  the  recorder  of  said  vil- 
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lage  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which 
record  shall  also  be  conclusiire  cvideDce  of  such  publica- 
tion and  passage  of  such  ordinance,  rule,  regulation,  by- 
law or  resolution  in  all  courts  and  places.  No  ordinance,,

Sec.  31.  All  notices,  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules,  rega* 
lations,  resolutions  or  other  matters  required  by  or  under 
this  act  to  be  published  in  a  new^aper,  shall  be  published 
in  a  weekly  newspaper  published  in  said  village  {if  theie  be 
one)  and  if  no  such  paper  shall  be  published  in  said  vil- 
lage, then  the  same  shall  be  published  by  posting  up  the 
same,  either  in  writing  or  print,  jn  three  or  more  of  the 
most  public  places  in  the  said  village.  In  all  actions 
brought  by  or  in  the  name  of  the  said  village  or  against  it, 
the  said  village  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  or.  ti> 
a  writ  of  QsrUoraii  or  of  error,  as  individuals  have,  and  in 
no  case  shall  any  judgment  be  rendered  against  said  vil- 
lage for  costs,  but  it  shall  be  liable  for  costs  to  the  same 
extent  that  the  state  is  liable  for  costs  in  criminal  ac- 
tions and  no  more,  and  no  person  shall  be  an  iuoompeteat 
judge,  justice,  witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  ^|iQ 
inhabitant  of  the  said  village,  in. any  action  or  proceeding' 
in  which  said  village  is  a  party  or  interested. 

Sec  32.  The  police  justice  and  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  said  village  shall  possess  all  and  singular  the  powers,

Sixth — To  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  cel- 
lars, tallow  chandlers  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
barn,  private  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  nauseous  house, 
or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same. 
Dutie* of  board  Sev&iuh — ^To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  streets,  side- 
of  Trartew.  walks,  laues,  public  grounds  and  alleys,  and  to  define  the 
same. 

Eighth — ^To  prosecute  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in 
the  streets,  and  riding  or  driving  on  the  sidewalks,  and  to 
regulate  the  places  of  bathing  or  swimming.

more  than  one  subject  which  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title. 
And  no  ordinance  shall  be  amended  unless  the  ordinance 
or  section  thereof  as  so  amended  shall  be  stated  in  full  in 
the  ordinance  making  such  amendment.  The  council 
shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least  once  in 
three  months,  and  a  majority  of  the  council  shall  be  a  quo- 
rum for  business  and  may  remove  the  other  officers  for 
sufficient  cause,  and  fill  vacancies  by  appointment,  and  may 
by  ordinance  prescribe  the  kind  of  security  and  the  mode 
of  giving  the  same  for  the  other  officers,  and  may  pre- 
scribe by  ordinance  the  duties  of  all  officers.    The  mayor 
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«hall  preside  at  all  the.  meetings  of  the  council  unless  un- 
able to  attend  from  any  cause,  in  such  case  one  of  the 
council  may  be  chosen  by  the  rest  to  preside  during  his 
absence,  but  no  ordinance  shall  be  made  except  by  vote  ot 
the  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  council  present.  A 
record  in  book  form  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk  in  which 
he  shall  record  all  the  proceedings  of  the  council,  and  the 
ayes  and  noes  on  every  ordinance  voted  upon  shall  be 
entered  therein. 

Sec.  6.  That  to  the  mayor  shall  belong  the  exclusive 
right  to  exercise  all  the  executive  powers  granted  by  this 
net  to  said  corporation,  except  such  of  said  powers  as  are  DatiM  of  Mayor 
thereby  specially  vested  in  or  must  from  the  nature  of 
their  several  offices  necessarily  pertain  to  the  other  exec- 
utive officers  of  said  corporation,  whether  said  officers  are 
created  by  this  act  or  hereafter  shall  be  under  section  five 
thereof.  He  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
call  out  and  use  in  such  manner  as  to  him  may  seem  most 
proper,  all  the  constabulary  or  police  force,  or  any  or^n- 
ized  or  unorganized  force  of  armed  citizens  of  said  city,  or 
the  whole  or  any  part  thereof,  whenever  he  may  deem  the 
same  necessary  to  quiet  or  prevent  riot,  but  he  shall  forth- 
with report  to  the  council  the  fact  of  such  call  or  use,  or 
both  together,  with  the  reasons  therefor  and  the  circum- 
stances connected  therewith,  and  upon  the  action  of  the 
council  on  such  report,  shall  depend  the  length  of  time 
said  force  or  forces  or  any  part  thereof  shall  continue  on 
such  duty.  He  shaU  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
council  by  giving  such  notice  thereof  as  may  have  been 
provided  therefor  by  ordinance,  or  in  default  of  such  pro- 
vision as  he  may  deem  meet  and  proper. 

Seg.  7.  That  the  clerk  shall  be  the  recording  officer  of  DsttMofciork. 
the  city  and  the  council,  and  shall  attend  at  all  meetings 
thereof.  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  said 
corporation  and  of  all  the  records  thereof  not  necessarily 
and  specifically  appertaining  to  the  other  officers  thereof. 
He  shall  receive  all  moneys  payable  to  said  corporation,  and 
shall  immediately  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer, 
charging  him  therewith  and  taking  his  receipt  therefor. 
He  shall  keep  all  the  accounts  of  said  corporation  and  shall 
audit  all  claims  against  the  same,  but  no  claim  shall  be 
allowed  by  him  unless  he  shall  have  authority  to  do  the 
same  by  some  general  or  special  ordinance.  He  shall  draw 
all  orders  upon  the  treasurer  for  money  payable  by  said 
corporation,  but  no  such  order  shall  ever  be  drawn  by  said 
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clerk  unless  the  same  shall  be  in  full  or  part  payment  of  s 
claim  against  said  corporation  previously  audited  and  al- 
lowed, and  there  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  said  treasurer 
moneys  belonging  to  said  corporation  otherwise  unappro- 
priated and  undrawn  for  sufficient  to  pay  said  order. 
Every  order  shall  bear  the  seal  of  said  corporation  and  be 
endorsed  by  the  clerk  over  his  official  signature,   as  fol- 
lows :  "  Authorized  by  an  ordinance  entitled  (here  insert 
the  title)  ordained  on  the  (here  insert  the  day  and  year  of 
the  passage  of  said  ordinance") .     The  clerk  shall  levy  or 
assess  all  taxes  or  assessments  authorized  by  ordinance  of 
the  council  and  for  that  purpose  or  in  connection  there- 
with shall  have  access  to,  and  the  right  to  make  copy  of 
all  and  any  records  pertaining  to  taxes   kept  or  made  by 
the  several  officers  or  any  of  them,  in  and  for  the  township* 
surrounding^or  the  county  including  said  city.     He  shall 
make  at  the  close  of  each  official  year  to  the  council,  a  con- 
densed report  of  all  his  doings  as  such  officer,  during  such 
year,  which  report  shall  be  published  in  such  manner  and 
to  such  extent  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance  of  the 
council,  and  he  shall,  with  all  reasonable   dispatch,  make 
such  other  reports  and  at  such  times  as  the  council  shall 
require. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  treasurer  shall  be  the  depository  of 
DntfM  of TwM-  all  moneys  belonging  to  s^id  corporation  and  he  shall  re- 
ceipt to  the  clerk  therefor.  He  shall  from  such  moneys 
pay  upon  presentation,  all  orders  therefor  drawn  by  the 
clerk.  Provided^  That  no  order  shall  be  paid  by  him  un- 
less first  endorsed  in  writing  thereon,  with  the  name  of 
the  payee  therein  and  the  party  receiving  the  money 
therefor. 

Sec.  9.    That  to  the  city  justice  elected  under  the  pro- 

Dutie.  of  cit  '^^^^^"^  ^^  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^^^  belong  separately  and  exclusively 
jMtice.^  ^  as  to  all  other  officers  and  courts  the  right  to  exercise 
originally  all  the  judicial  powers  granted  to  said  corpora- 
tion by  this  act  except  as  elsewhere  therein  specially  pro- 
vided for,  but  the  council  shall  fix  the  kind  and  amount 
of  compensation  of  said  city  justice,  except  as  in  this  sec- 
tion hereinafter  provided.  Said  city  justice  shall,  within 
the  county  in  which  he  shall  reside  and  keep  his  office  as 
such,  also  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  jurisdic- 
tion of  and  when  acting  as  such  receive  the  same  compen- 
*  sation  as  justices  of  the  peace  elected  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota ;  but  all  portions  of  general 
laws  relating  to  trial  by  jury,  change  of  venue,  appeals. 
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writs  of  certiorari  in  and  from  justices  courts,  shall  apply 
to  the  entire  jurisdiction  of  said  city  justice.  Provided^ 
That  in  matters  arising  entirely  and  solely  under  this  act 
or  under  the  ordinances  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  no 
change  of  venue  shall  be  taken  from  the  city  justice  except 
to  another  city  justice  whenever  said  city  shall  have  more 
than  one  justice.  Provided  further^  That  all  writs  and 
processes  of  said  city  justice  in  relation  to  such  of  the 
matters  arising  solely  under  this  act  or  such  ordinances  as 
shall  be  of  a  penal  nature,  may  be  issued  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  buch  city  is  situated.  The  city  jus- 
tice shall  keep  a  record  of  all  his  official  doings  and  he  shall 
forthwith  pay  over  to  the  clerk  of  said  city  all  fines  col- 
lected by  him. 

Seo.  10.  The  constable  elected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  the  ministerial  officer  of  the  council  .^fiSLhoS^"" 
and  of  the  court  in  and  for  said  city  and  belong  io  the  po-  «>«p«M«t«i- 
lice  force  of  said  city ;  but  the  kind  and  amount  of  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  such,  except  as  in  section  ten 
of  this  act,  is  otherwise  provided  shall  be  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance of  the  council,  and  said  constable  shall  within  the 
county  in  which  he  resides  also  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  perfoinn  all  the  duties  of,  and  when  acting  as 
such,  receive  the  same  compensation  as  constables  elec- 
ted under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

Sec.  11.     Tbat  the  constable  shall  be  chief  of  the  entire  ReuttocTto 
police  force  of  the  city,  but  as  such  he  shall  be  subordinate  coiefof  poum. 
to  the  mayor. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  attorney  shall  be  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  officers  and  council  of  said  corporation  in  all  matters 
relating  to  their  several  official  duties  and  he  shall  render  Attom^.^^ 
such  legal  counsel  to  them  or  any  of  them,  whenever,  but 
only  when  the  application  therefor  is  made  in  writing 
signed  by  the  applicant,  which  writing  shall  contain  the 
points  upon  which  said  counsel  is  asked,  and  all  opinions 
by  him  shall  be  made  in  writing,  copies  of  which  together  / 

with  the  original  application  therefor,  shall  be  preserved 
in  his  office  and  delivered  bv  him  to  his  successor  in  office. 
He  shall  be  and  act  as  the  attorney  of  said  corporation  to 
all  actions  to  which  said  corporation  may  be  a  party. 

Sec.  13.     There  shall  bean  annual  election  held  in  ^^^^n annual 
said  city  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  of  each  year,  at  which  ^^^?  ^  ^* . 
the  electors  of  said  city  qualified  to  vote  as  hereinafter  ducted-vho  to 
specified  may   elect  by  ballot  and  plurality  of  votes  all  or  fl^^Cction!  ^^ 
any  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  section  four  of  this  act. 
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The  clerk  shall  give  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  such  election,  by  posting  up  written  notices  thereof 
in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  city.  Provided, 
That  the  first  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April  eighten  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  The  election  shall 
be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  town  elec- 
tions, and  the  laws  of  this  state  applicable  to  elections  gen- 
erally, shall  apply  as  far  as  consistency  will  admit,  and  the 
oath  of  a  voter  shall  be  the  same  as  at  town  meetings,  and 
false  swearing  to  any  oath  administered  at  the  polls  shall 
be  perjury  and  punished  accordingly.  That  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  first  election  under  this  act,  A.  J.  Stevens, 
C.  6.  Hurlburt  and  Gullek  Olson,  shall  be  the  inspectors 
of  election  and  also  a  board  of  canvassers  for  such  election, 
and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  possess  all  the  powers 
of  inspectors  of  election  and  board  of  canvassers  prescribed 
by  this  act ;  they  shall  appoint  the  place  of  holding  the 
polls  of  such  election,  and  post  public  notices  thereof  ten 
days  before  the  same.  Provided ,  In  case  any  of  the 
foregoing  board  of  inspectors  and  canvassers  should  not 
be  present  or  should  fail  to  act  as  above,  then  and  in  that 
case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  bystanders  to  fill  any  such 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  said  board. 

Seo.  14.  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  respective  of- 
ficers of  said  corporation  shall  be  as  follows :  of  the  coun- 
cillors and  clerk  each  three  official  years ;  of  the  city  jus- 
tice and  constable  each  two  official  years  and  of  ail  other 
Term,  •f  offloe.  officers  cach  ouc  official  year ;  and  all  official  terms  shall 
succeed  each  to  its  preceding  year  without  lapse  ot  time 
from  any  cause.  Provided ^  That  at  the  first  general  elec- 
tion under  this  act,  one  councillor  from  said  city  shall  be 
elected  for  a  short  term  to  and  with  the  first  official  year 
of  said  corporation,  and  one  other  councilor  from  said  city 
for  a  short  term  to  end  with  the  second  official  year  of  said 
corporation.  And  Provided  Jurthery  That  every  officer 
shall  hold  over  his  official  term  until  his  successor  is  elec- 
ted and  qualified. 

Seo.  15 .     That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of 

said  corporation,  unless  he  shall  have  the  qualifications  of 

elector,  and  have  been  a  resident  of  said  city  for  one  year

•singular  the  duties  of  such  office,  whether  the  same  be  di- 
rectly or  collaterally  given  by  or  under  this  act,  or  neces- 
sarily appertaining  to  said  office,  and  (excepting  the  first 
mayor  and  councillors,)  shall  have  given  such  official  bond 
as  may  have  been  in  that  manner  previously  prescribed  by 
•ordinance  of  the  council,  all  of  which  official  bonds  shall 
be  filed  with  the  clerk,  saveand  exceptthe  official  bond  of  the 
clerk  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer,  and  all  officers 
of  said  corporation  shall  receive  for  their  services  as

stores,  lotteries,  billiard  tables,  pigeon  hole  tables,  nine  or 
ten  pin  alleys,  bowling  saloons,^  butcher's  shops,  groceries^ 
taverns,  lager  beer  saloons,  and  persons  vending,  dealing 
in  or  disposing  of  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Second — ^To  restrain  any  persons  from  vending,  giving 
or  dealing  inspiritous,  vinous,  malt  or  fermented  liquors^ 
unless  duly  licensed  by  the  city  council. 

Ihird — ^To  prevent  and  punish  horse  racing,  immoder- 
ate riding  or  driving  in  the  streets,  to  compel  persons  to 
fasten  their  horses  or  mules  attached  to  vehicles  while 
standing  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  places  of  bathing 
and  swimming  in  waters  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 
oomSi^'**^*  -Four^A — To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  streets,  side 
walks,  lanes,  alleys,  public  grounds,  with  carriages,  carts, 
wagons,  sleighs,  boxes,  lumber,  firewood,  posts  awnings^ 
or  any  other  materials,  substances  whatever. 

Fifth — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  swine,, 
sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  impose  penalties  on 
the  owners  of  such  animals  for  violation  of  the  ordinances. 

Sixth — To  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and 
may  impose  a  tax  on  the  same,  and  to  authorize  the  des- 
truction of  the  same  and  in  a  summary  manner  wh^i  at 
large  contrary  to  the  ordinances. 

Seventh — ^To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving  any 
ox,  mule,  cattle,  or  other  animals  on  the  sidwalks  in  said 
city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damages  to  such  sidewalks. 

Eighth — To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  pre- 
serving of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets  or  publia 
grounds. 

Ninth — To  remove  and  abate  any  nuisance, obstruction 
orscncroachment  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds- 
or  highways  of  the  city. 

lenth — To  prevent  the  erection  of  slaughter  houses- 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  storage 
or  keeping  of  gunpowder  or  other  combustible  materials. 

Eleventh — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any 
cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory, tannery,  stable, 
privy,  sewer6  or  any  unwholesome  nauseous  house  or  place, 
to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same. 

Twelfth — To  establish  and  create  pounds,  pumps,  water 
cisterns,  reservoirs,  drains  or  ditches. 

Tliirteenth — To  lay  out,  alter,  open,   widen,    extend^ 
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establish,  grade,  repair  or  otherwise  improve  or  keep  in 
repair  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  commons,  parks, 
sidewalks,  culverts,  and  public  grounds,  and  they  may 
establish  and  record  with  the  clerk,  grades  of  streets  or 
walks,  to  which  buildings  and  erections  shall  conform. 

Fourteenth — ^To  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wood- 
en buildings  or  buildings  of  other  material,  and  not  deemed 
to  be  fire  proof,  may  or  may  not  be  erected,  placed  or  re- 
paired. 

Fifteenth — ^To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction,  place- 
in')'  or  continuing  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves 
or  stove  pipes,  or  any  pipes  or  instruments  for  the  con- 
ducting of  fire,  heat  or  smoke,  ovens,  boilers  or  appurte- 
nances, and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  made  secure  or  remov- 
ed, and  to  prosecute  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  any  unsafe  , 
place,  and  to  regulate  or  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  man  • 
ufactories  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires. 

/Sixteenth — ^They  may  erect  suitable  buildings  for  city 

purposes. 

Seventeenth — ^They  shall  have  powerto  purchase  fire 
engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  to  organize  fire,  hose, 
hook  and  ladder  companies  and  provide  for  the  support 
and  regulation  thereof,  and  to  order  such  companies  to  be 
discharged  and  apparatus  to  be  delivered  up,  and  they 
may  appoint  a  chief  engineer  to  take  charge  of  the  fire 
department,  fire  wardens  to  inspect  chimneys  and  all 
places  dangerous  on  account  of  fire,  and  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  by-law,  foreman  and  other 
officers  of  said  companies,  and  they  shall  have  power  to 
compel  citizens  to  work  at  fires. 

Sec.  19.    Members  of  all  hook  and  ladder,  hose,  fire,  M«nb6wof  Are 
engine  and  fire  companies  accepted  by  and  under  the  con-  J^^VSJmVSi- 
trol  of  said  council,  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries  i^Mjaron,fto! 
and  from  doing  highway  labor,  except  on  property  tax  so 
long  as  they  shall  continue  active  members  of  such  fire 

company. 

Sec.  20.    The  cost  and  expenses    of  surveying  the 
streets,  lands,  alleys,  sidewalks,  sewers,  public  grounds,  E^Me  of  lur- 
reservoirs,  cisterns  and  drains,  and  the  erection  of  build-  &^I%!J^5Sd'. 
ings  for  city  purposes  and  the  cleansing  and  repairing  the 
same,    and   constructing  and    repairing  reservoirs,   and 
sewers,  street  crossings,  bridges  and  cross  walks,  may  be 
paid   out  of  the  general  fund,  or  reservoirs  may  be  built 
by  districts  designated  by  the  council,  but  the  expense  of 
opening,  grading,  graveling,  paving  or  repairing  streets, 
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alleys,  to  the  center  thereof,  and  also  of  sidewalks,  shall 
be  chargeable  to  the  lots  fronting  on  said  improvements. 
The  council  shall  not  improve  streets  or  walks  except  bj 
«k  petition  in  writing  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  owners 
^nd  occupants  that  are  living  opposite  said  improvements, 
sewers  may  be  built  and  the  expense  apportioned  by  the 
x^ouncil  among  the  lots  and  parcels  of  land  benefited 
thereby.  All  resolutions  or  ordinances  directing  such 
improvements  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  by  the  clerk« 
f  o  be  oonttita.  Sec.  21 .  The  city  of  Rushford  may  be  constituted  one 
l^di0tri<^*  or  more  road  districts  to  be  defined  by  the  council,  and 
the  highway  labor  and  taxes  shall  belong  to  the  general 
fund. 

Seo.  22.  The  council  shall  appoint  one  or  more  over- 
ToftppointoTw-  seers  of  each  road  district  and  they  shall  issue  a  warrant 
SSbridw^  to  him  containing  the  whole  amount  of  highway  labor  and 
datiea.  taxcs  asscssed  and  levied  in  his  district,  which  warrant 

shall  be  returned  by  him  to  the  clerk  of  the  city.  The 
laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  shall  apply  to  warning, 
working,  sueing  for  and  coUtcting  highway  taxes,  and  to 
returning  delinquent  taxes  and  in  all  other  respects  except 
as  herein  expressly  provided.  The  council  shall  have 
power  to  direct  the  overseer  when,  where  and  how  to  ex- 
pend said  labor  and  tax  and  to  remove  him  for  cause.  The 
council  shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law  on  the 
supervisors  of  towns  in  levying  highway  taxes  and  shall 
be  governed  and  restricted  in  the  amounts  so  levied  by 
the  same  laws  applicable  in  levying  highway  taxes  and 
labor. 

Seo.  23.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  in  the  city, 
except  such  as  may  be  exempt  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  or 
is  city  property,  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  not  exceeding 
tobf  fiSt^  two  and  one-half  mills  on  the  dollar  per  year  for  generu

CHAPTER  I. 

SifiO.  1 .  All  that  part  of  the  county  of  Dodge,  in  the  state 
of  Minnesota,  contained  in  the  limits  and  boundaries  herein* 
after  described,  shall  be  a  town,  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
of shall  be  and  form  a  municipal  corporation,  under  the 
name  and  style  ot  <<  the  town  of  Mantoryille,''  and  shall  ^^e^L^ 
have  the  powers  generally  possessed  by  municipal  corpo- 1^®'*^*^- 
rations  at  common  law,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall 
possess  the  powers  hereinafter  specifically  granted,  and 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  sue- 
ing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  may  hare  a  common  seal,

«ame  liabilities  and  restrictions.  In  case  of  prosecutions 
for  a  breach  or  violation  of  an  ordinance,  by-law  or  regu- 
lation of  said  corporation,  or  of  this  act,  or  for  an  assault, 
battery  or  affray,  not  indictable,  committed  within  the 
limits  of  said  corporation,  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
when  the  judgment  or  fine  imposed,  exclusive  of  costs,  is 
less  than  ten  dollars.  The  fees  of  the  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  be  the  same  as  allowed  and  fixed  by  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  the  state  for  justices  of  the  peace.  All  war- 
rants, writs  and  processes  of  every  nature,  issued  by  such 
justice,  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of 
the  county  of  Dodge,  and  may  be  executed  or  served  by 
the  constable  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
by  the  sheriff,  or  any  constable  of  said  county,  and  for 
«uch  purpose  said  sheriff  and  constables  shall  have  and

The  common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  declare  and  impose  fines,  penalties  and  punish- 
ments, and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  ordi- 
nance, rule,  by-law  or  regulation  passed  and  ordained  by 
them ;  and  all  such  ordinances,  rules,  by-laws  and  regula- 
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•tions  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have  the  force  of  law. 
Provided^  That  they  be  not  rispugaant  to  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state,  and  for  those  purposes 
shall  have  authority  by  ordinances,  rules,  by-laws  or  regu-

mon showmen  and  shows  of  all  kinds,  or  the  exhibitions

groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  provide  for  the 
iirrest  and  punishment  of  the  keepers  thereof,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gaming.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Sbgtion  1.     That  eection  eighteeQ  of  the  act  entitled 
<*an  act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  Le  Sueur,  in  the 
county  of  Le  Sueur,"  approved  March  ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  be  an' ended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows  :    The  conneil  shall  have  the  mauagment  and  con- 
trol of  the  finances,  and  of  all  the  p/opeity  of  the  said  ooonou  to  eon- 
borough,  and  shall  likewise  have  f jII  power  and  authority  tarOkw^owen 
to  make,  ordain,  establish,  enforce,  alter,  correct  and  re-®'^"^""'

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table,  or  bagatelle  table,  without  first  procuriog  a  license 
therefor y  and  to  impose  peaalties  upon  any  person  vending 
.  or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  in- 
toxicating liquors,  without  having  first  obtained  license 
therefor . 

Third — ^To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance  and 
disorderly  assemblages,  surpress  and  restrain  disorderly 
bouses,  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill-fame. 

Fourth — ^To  restrain  drunkards  brawling  and  obscenity 
in  the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  restrain  the  selling 
of  any  intoxicating  liquors  to  any  drunkard,  or  inunoderate 
drinker  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

Fifth — ^To  compel  tibe  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery, 
cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery  ,8taole, 
bam,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous 
house  or  place,  to  cleanse  or  remove  and  abate  the  same 
from  time  to  time  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
•     the  comfort  and  health  of  the  citizens  afiected  thereby. 

Sixth — ^To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing  in,  deposit- 
ing or  having  within  the  limits  of  the  said  through,  any 
^owm  of  tiM   putrid  carcass  or  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require 
^^   '  the  removal  thereof  by  any  person  having  the  same  on  his 

premises,  or  from  any  street,  alley,  or  public  place  where 
he  shall  have  thrown  or  put  the  same,  and  upon  default 
to  authorize  the  removal  thereof  at  the  expense  of  the 
person  or  persons  depositing  or  leaving  the  same,  or  at 
the  expense  of  the  owner  of  any  animal  that  may  die  and 
be  left  unburied  within  the  limits  of  the  said  borough. 

SeveiUh — To  regulate  and  license  hackmen,  draymen, 
carters,  porters,  omnibus  drivers,  cabmen,  carmen,  and 
all  others  whether  in  the  permanent  employment  of  any 
individual,  firm  or  corporation,  or  otherwise. 

Eighth — ^To  direct  the  location  and  manafi^ement  of  slaugh- 
ter  houses  and  markets  in  said  borough,  and  to  regulate 
the  sale,  storeage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gunpowder, 
and  other  explosive  materuils,  and  to  regulate  tne  place 
and  manner  of  selling,  for  the  inspection  and  weight  of  hay 
and  coal,  and  the  measaring  of  charcoal,  wood,  and  other 
fuel,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  weigh  and  meas- 
ure the  same. 

Ninth — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  horses, 
mules,  cattle,  swine,  sheep,  and  poultry  of  all  kinds,  and 
to  authorize  the  impounding,  distrainiug  and  sale  of  the 
same,  and  may  erect  pounds,  and  appoint  masters  to  carry 
into  effect  this  provision.

Thirteenth — ^To  provide  for  the  inclosing,  improving 
and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  bor- 
ough, and  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  adorning  of 
streets  with  shade  and  ornamental  trees. 

Fcurieenth — ^To  provide  for  a  public  hall  for  the  use  of 
the  said  borough,  and  to  provide  offices  for  the  officers  g^^^^'^ 
thereof. 

Fifteenth — ^To  make  and  establish  public  wells,  cis- 
terns, and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the  erection  of 
waterworks  for  a  supply  of  water  for  the  inhabitants,  and 
to  provide  for  the  erection  of  lamp  and  other  means  to 
light  the  borough. 

Sixteenth — ^To  appropriate  money  to  pay  the  debts  and 
expenses  of  the  borough,  and  to  provide  from  time  to  time 
for  taking  the  census  of  the  said  borough. 

Seventeenth — ^To  prevent  the  shooting  of  firearms,  crack- 
ers, rockets  or  other  projectiles,  or  the  burning  or  explo- 
ding of  any  fire  works  in  any  situation  that  by  the  council 
shaU  be  deemed  dangerous  to  any  property  or  an  annoy- 
ance to  the  citizens  thereof. 

Eighteenth — ^To  provide  for  the  formation  of  fire  engine, 
hook  and  ladder  and  hose  companies,  and  to  purchase  en- 
gines and  other  suitable  apparatus  therefor. 

Nineteenth — To  cause  an}'  street,  alley  or  highway  to 
be  filled,  graded,  leveled,  paved,  curbed,  walled,  grav- 
eDed,  macadamized  or  planked,  and  to  keep  the  same  in 
■repair;  and  to  cause  all  crosswalks,  sidewalks,  area  walls, 
Jamp  posts,  sewers,  private  drains  to  be  constructed  and 
laid,  relaid,  erected,  cleansed  and  repaired. 

Tioentieth — The  council  have  power  to  alter,  vacate, 

abolish,   open,  widen,  extend,  establish,  grade,  repair  or. 

otherwise  improve  and  keep  in  repair  all  streets,  avenues, 

lanes,  and  alleys,  and  regulate,   direct  and  control  the  lo-

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cation  of  railroad  tracks  to  be  run  or  already  eatablished* 
through  the  said  borough,  and  may  make  such  contracts 
and  arrangements   with  railroad  companies  in  regard  to 
the  direction,  location  and  purchasing  fight  of  way   and 
depot  grounds,   either  at  the   expense  of  the  borough  or 
the  companies  for  all  railroads  now  running  through  or 
hereafter  to  run  through  the  said  borough,  as  to  the  coun- 
cil shall  seem   most  conducive  to  the  permanent  interests 
of  the  said  borough.

The  said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  by  the  council,  and  shall  be  sworn  to 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  their  duties  as  such, 
commissioners,  and  shall  at  such  meeting  appoint  time  and 
place  in  said  borough  when  they  will  meet  and  ascertain 
and  determine  the  compensation  to  the  owners  and  all  oth- 
ers interested  in  the  property  to  be  taken,  and  shall  within 
twenty  days  thereafter  give  notice  to  all  persons  interes- 
ted therein  of  the.  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  which, 
notice  shall  be  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  said  borough,  if  any,  if  not,  in  the  nearest  paper  there* 
to  for  three  successive  weeks  prior  to  said  meeting,  and  by 
serving  notice  upon  all  occupants  of  said  property  if  the 
same  is  actually  occupied  by  any  person,  or  by  giving  no- 
tice in  writing  to  all  owners  or  others  interested  as  shown 
by  the  record  if  they  are  residents  of  said  borough,  at  least 
ten  days  before  said  meeting,  of  the  time,  place  and  object 
of  the  said  meeting.     At  the  time  and  place  designated 
for  said  meeting  the  said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Le^fislature  of  the  State  of  Mmneeota: 

Section  1.  The  supervisors  of  the  town  of  Faribault, 
in  the  county  of  Bice,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  enact,  publish,  alter,  modify,  amend  and  repeal,  ail 
such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient  for  the  purposes  following,  to  wit : — 

Firet — To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow  chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery, 
hog  yard  or  hog  pen,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  hide  yard  Sj^rJo? Sie 
apd  slaughter  house,  market  or  other  unwholesome  or  Joj^of  Fari- 
nauseous  house,  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the 
same,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  town. 

Second — ^To  direct  the  location  or  mana^emeit  of  slaugh- 
ter houses  and  markets,  in  said  town,  and  to  regulate  the 
sale,  storeage,  com  eying  and  keeping  of  gunpowder  or 
other  combustible  materials. 

Third — ^To  prevent  the  incumbrance  of  streets,  side- 
Tialks,  lanes,  or  alleys,  with  carriages,  carts,  wagons, 
bo:^es,  barrels,  sleighs,  fii^ewood,  lumber  or  any  other  ma- 
terial or  substance  whatever. 

Fourth — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  horses,  mules  and  poultry,  and  to  authorize 
the  impounding,  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Fifth — ^To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  and  to 
aathorize  the  djBStruction  of  the  same. 

Sixth — ^I'o  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  deposit- 
ing or  having  within  the  district  hereinafter  described, 
any  putrid  carcass  or  other  unwholesome  substance,  and 
to  require  the  removal  of  the  same,  by  any  person  who 
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shall  have  the  same  upon  his  premises,  or  by  the  person 
who  shall  have  put  the  same  thereon,  or  from  any  street, 
lane,  public  square  or  alley,  and  on  default,  to  authorize 
the  removal  thereof  at  the  expense  of  such  person  so  re- 
quired  to  remove  the  same. 

Seventh — ^To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  and 
regulations  touching  the  same. 

EigJiih — ^To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead*,  and  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  proper 
to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  contageous  dis- 
eases. 

Ninth — ^To  prevent  all  persons  from  doing  any  damage 
to  the  sidewalks. 

Temth — ^To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness  and 
brawling,  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  public  places, 
and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punishnient  of  aU  per- 
sons who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Eleventh — ^To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and 
condition  of  chinmeys,  fire  places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove- 
lap^id^/  pipes,  ovens,  boiler  stacks  and  apparatus  used  in  or  about 
any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  placed  in  a  safe 
and  secure  condition  when  considered  dangerous,  to  pre- 
vent the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  the  throw- 
ing of  ashes  in  the  streets  and  highways,  to  regulate  and 
prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories  dangeroub  in 
causing  and  promoting  fires,  to  regulate  and  prevent  the 
use  of  fire  works  and  fire  arms,  and  finally  to  establish 
such  regulations  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires  as  they  may  deem  expedient.

lots  upon  such  street  or  alley  and  opposite  and  adjoining 
to  which  any  such  sidewalk  is  to  be  built,  said  sidewaUo 
to  be  constructed  and  maintained  by  or  at  the  expense  of 
the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  respectively  oppo- 
site and  adjoining  which  any  sidewalk  may  be  ordered. 

ThirteegUh\ — ^To  cause  to  be  established  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  surveyor,  the  grade  of  Main  stree.t,  or  any  part 
thereof^  from  First  street  to  Ninth  street,  and  to  cause  the 
same. to  be  graded,  and  to  cause  to  be  established  the 
grade  and  to  cause  to  be  graded  any  of  the  other  streets 
and  alleys  within  the  district  hereinafter  mentioned,  upon 
the  petition  of  three  fourths  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  upon 
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^ny  such  street,  and  cause  accurate  profile  of  such  grade 
to  be  made  by  such  surveyor,  and  certified  by  him,  one  of 
which  shall  be  filed  with  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Rice,  to  be  recorded  as  town  plats  are  recorded.  Pro- 
irided.
